Manager Partridge’s entertainments 
steadily improve in excellence as the end of 
the series approaches. For some cause, 
the Tyrolean Warblers, announced for .Ian.

With coniniendahle enterprise, the manager 
is now making arrangements to produce 
Flotow’s heaiitiful opera, “Martha,” to till 
the date. The iirodiictioii of two such operas 
as “Martha” and “Maritaiia” on twosiieees- 
sivo weeks will he iiiipreeedented in New- 
ton, and should draw crowded houses. 

The concert on Wednesday evening was 
most e.xcelleiit. Mis. Whitney’s rendering 
of the dililciilt and heaiitiful aria from 
“Einani” could not have been excelled by 
the best of .Maph son’s jirinia donnas. 
Master Willie Kraft, the hoy violinist, 
gained the favor of the aiidieneo at once, 
not only by his niarvellons execution hut 
by his modest and gentle demeanor. With 
the exception of .Mr. ('larke, who was sulYer- 
ing from a severe cold, the Buggies 
Quartette were in excellent voice, and tlieir 
tine singing was lepeatiilly encored. 'I'lie 
lieaiitifnl ciuartetto by Aid, “Spirit nf ilie 
Words.” sung by Mrs. Whitney and Quar- 
tette, was marred by a foot race, i>resuma- 
Idy by the same parties wliose life depends 
upon tlieir being “liint out,” no matter liow 
seasonably the entertainment closes. 
There may he some excuse for persoiiK who 
came late and create a ilisturhance in the 
iniihlle of the lirst song; they may have 
been unavoidably iletiiined. Even in such 
a case they would lose little by waiting at 
the rear of the hall until the close of the 
nuniher, and avoid great annoyance to 
those who are obliged to pa.'^s into the aisle 
to enable them to reach their seats.

A Grand Kocoption. 

One of the finest nceptioiis ever given in 
the City of Newton took place on Tuesday 
evening last at the residence of Mrs. W. II. 
Blodgett on Fairmount Park. Several 
hundred invitations had been is.sned, and 
the event had been a proniinent topic in 
fasliionahlc circles for several weeks. Ilis 
Honor, M.ayor Kinihall, Treasurer Keiirick, 
Ur. Stone, and other city otlieials were 
present, as were also many invited guests 
h’om Boston and other places. Soon after 
8 o’clock the carriages began to arrive, and 
from that time till about ten there was a 
steady stream. To avoid confusion, each 
driver received .a check corresponding to 
one given to each guest, a sj’sreni which 
worked admirably. Elaborate jirepara- 
tions had been made for the hospitable 
care and comfort of the giiesis, and the 
exceeding beauty and m.agniliconce of the 
spacious mansion were the suhjuct of gen- 
eral remark. Dancing commenced soon 
after 10 o’clock to the music of an orches- 
tra of nine pieces, and continued till past 
12. Viands of the most delicate and tempt- 
ing description Avere jirovided for the 
inner man in bountiful profusion, and the 
hospitable hostess had left nothing undone 
that would contribute to the happiness of 
her guests. 

The Blodgett mansion lias few peers for 
artistic beauty in this or any other 
city, both internally and externally, and 
that is saying a good deal when we con- 
sider the large nuniher of palatial residen- 
ces with which Newton is adorned. It is a 
very sensible thing, too, if you have a fine 
house, to invite your friends to enjoy the 
luxury with you. You thus realize that 
“it is more blessed to give than ro receive”. 

J. P. Cobb’s Club Concert. 

A very fair audience greeted Mr. Cobh’s 
Vocal Club on tlieir lirst public appearance 
this season on Tuesday night, iiltliougli not 
as large as the excellence of the entertain- 
ment, the exceptionally line weather and 
the charitable object deserved. J. Howard 
Richardson’s orchestra, augmented to 
twenty instiTiinentalists, rendered finely the 
overture “ Romantie,” Keler Bela; “La 
Vestale,” Mercadante, and the Polish Dance 
by Schavwenka. Watson’s song, “An- 
chored,” was very well given by Mr. E. W. 
Converse. Jr. His voice, a light hut very 
musical baritone, seemed a little husky at 
first, hut soon became clear and linn, and 
the song was rendered w ith excellent ex- 
liression. A jirofessional singer would not 
have hesitated to resiioiid tj an encore for 
even less applause than he received. Smith’s 
beautiful duet, “ Maying.” follow ed, and 
w’as very nicely and expressively sung by 
Mrs. Goodrich and Mr. Cobh. Adams’ 
song. “ The Abbot,” snug by Mr. Cobh, 
pleased us more tlian the selection given in 
response to an encore. However, we always 
like to hear Mr. Cobh sing, his melodious 
voice making even an ordinary selection 
pleasing aiid attractive. 

Blit the crowning excellence of this really 
line concert was the chorus singing of Mr. 
Cobh’s club. The iierfeet blending of the 
well-balanced iiarts, the accurate tenqio, 
the careful attention to detail and the 
honest ami evident etViirt of each and all to 
accomplish tlieir level best, were deserving 
of the highest praise, and rellected nuu li 
credit upon their thorough and energetic 
conductor. Excellence in chorus singing 
is one of the most ditlicult branches of 
music. No matter liow’ good the ipiality of 
tom* or how accurate the time, unless 
singers are carefully trained in voice-hleml- 
ing tlieir iierfonnances w ill he crude ami 
unsatisfactory. Carl Zerralin used to say 
to the im'jiihers of tin* Handel and Haydn 
Society that they ought never to hear their 
own voices while singing in chorus — that is 
to say, every voice should harmonize so 
perfectly w ith every other so as to he un- 
ilistingiiishahle by themselves. The niein- 
hers of the eliih seem to li;ive aeliieved 
nmeli exeellenee in this respect. This was 
especially iiotieeahle in the rendition of the 
“(Jallia,’’ by iiouiioil, a piece ahoumiing in 
more dillieiilty of execution than either of 
the others on the programme, yet given in 
a manner well nigh faultless. To our liking 
thi'< was the gem of the evening, the solo 
by Mrs. Hibbard being very nicely sung. 
'I’lie trio, “Charity,” sung by the hulies of 
the club, was given with mueh taste and 
expression. The chorus, “Our Victorious 
Baimer,” eoniposcil by Sir Jules Benedict 
for the World’s Peace .Iiihilee and Interna- 
tional .Musical Festival, hut never before 
! performeii, closed the eoneert. The or- 
' chest ral score for this piece, the prograuinie 
informs us, is hy J. P. Cohli, and is an ail- 
' ditioiial evidence of this gentleinan's versa- 
I tility ill nearly every hraueli of music.

Wc had er»>ssed the Potomac 
at ihall’s IduIT and that crossiiiff had not 
I een made without many an involuntary 
laM*. 'i’he hottojn of the river at that par- 
ticular fo'd was paved with stones of the 
most astonishing amot>thness and capabili- 
ties <'or unexpected rolling, and men and 
horses took involuntary “dips” and 
•djcaders” that were pretty annoyiujx and 
1 comical. When we reached the 

Tiri;inia side of the river and unanimously 
Fat down to pour flic water out of our boots 
•ml shoes there was truth iu the remark of 
Ci>l. Pmssetl: ‘‘I'll hot the Sixth Corps 
hasn't hcen so clean since it was organized.” 

It was Sunday, and it seemed nttle less 
t'. r .oilc^c to v. . rl: I'n such a beautiful 

• Vternoon, so the «*.orps. without any nartic- 
lA.iu oideisor form of bivouac, dried itself 
tn the sun and slept in the shade.

•round ill the U]>per tShenandoah Valley, 
lut his movements siiu'c his escape from 
tlie irontot Wasiinmioii after the battle of 
Fort Stevens were full of mystery. It was 
not safe to bet whelli r he would pfo back 
and join Lee at Richmond and Petersburfr 
Or slay in the Slnmandoah Valley and carry 
on just war enon«:h to I e a nuisance to 
Crant, who w an toil all the force he could 
raise in Pctorsl urjir. Subsequent events 
•bowed that he elected to make a nuisance 
0i lumseli, ami did it .vith distinguished 
•bilily. 

At ]>reseut it was understood that he 
had an intention of ctmiing through the 
Jllue Ridge at Snicker's Gap and making 
tilings unplcasani in the Loudon Valley, 
•ml the Sixth Corps was here to give him a 
r •'*eptb''n 1 clitti?-!" his pretensions. Our 
cavalry under Averill had gone ahead to see 
vhere Early was and what he was doing. 
In the meantime the Sixth Corps w as in no 
I'^nicular hurry. 

We marched next morning up past the 
•ncient town of Leesburg and through the 
diminutive hamlets of Hamilton and Pur- 
cclhille, and as holiday afternoon slid 
down teliind the blue and densely-wooded 
hills, we found ourselves toiliug leisurely 
itP the ascent of the Hliie Ridge, pleasant 
fa r.is and teeming on !i aids greeting our 
Fight on cither side of the road. 

In suite of the mos’j stringent orders on 
Cic iiartof Gcu. Wright and the profound- 
Cst swearing < n thepaitof brigade and reg- 
imental commanders, the smell of fried pork 
C>uld bo papably tasted along the line of 
mareli, and the perfumes of broiled mutton 
filled Uie air of the evening bivouac, for 
sheep and hogs were plentiful and the 
Jeiseyniou ami Pcnusylvanians of the Sixth 
Corps were appreciative and enterprising.

ments; ami if w'e don’t have jiig or mutton 
to eat at headquarters mess for supper to- 
liipht.

it was dark when we passed up thn ugh 
Snicker's Gap ami halteil on a little "la'eaii

The day Icfoie .Vverill with his cavalry 
Lad crossed the rivei-, and a short di.stanee 
on the other side had been confront, d by 
i^tiiart. and a very lively light ensued w'itli 
.oxrrein ly doiihtfii! results. In fact, there 
TT-w no result at all. so far as any success on 
cither side w ns eoneerneil. The light was 
lorpt up IK in ly all the atternoon, and as 
. f »on as it ceased t he Coiifeileratos started 
O'V with all speed np the west side (»f the 
Ihm* Itidge. while Averill, with equal speed. 
Lurried across t » the cast side of the .Sheii- 
Hjidoali. Byiome mistake it was reiiorted 
tl at Early w ith bis w hole force was coining 
‘•('I' lss to ]>itch into the Sixth Corps ami 
Averill’s ‘'.Vuny of Virginia.” 

'J ;ie pickets down at the river looked 
V’iili ail their eyes until al out II o’clock at 
and no enemy having reported him- 
Tti u. (’apt. Iliish. of the 'I’liird Pennsylvania 
Ca .d y, sent a sergeant up to headquarters, 
vh ) tiKiehed his cap ano iei»orted: 

‘•.join, dim ids ol Cajd-Jiin Hirsh, an’ he 
O' opt 1 rdieve there’s a cussed reh on t’other 
gioe <d the river.” 

C. n. Averill was with (ieii. Wri^dit at the 
liirn*. and after a briet (Consultation it was 
t -. iv.d to have a small recmiiioisanee 
made, and Gcii. Averill stmt (’apt. Eelter, 
<1 .lie Fiist IVmislyvaida (’avulry, and gave 
Lilli an onb r to take his own company and 
s.i, oth r one thatCol. Dcchert might de- 
tail, a< roSH the Shenandoah and, iiroeeeding 
very caretiilly, look tor the enemy w herever 
ill iiis judgment and from the experiences 
of the afternoon he was most likely to be 
lonnd. 

Cajd. Eelter selected and obtained (’apt. 
/ a:id Ids company and the battalion 

ftartid about one o’clock in the morning. 
The river was crossed with little trouble 
and the parly st irLcd iiji the (dd pike on the 
Otlicr Bide through the valley almost 
iMiallol with the river and the inouiiiains. 
Ev»*ry precaution was taken to guard 
•gainst Biirjuisc, An advanced guard of a 
•(Trgeaid and six men was liirowii out two 
Lumbed yards in linid. and in front of 
ii.ein iwu or three hundred yards further 
n d ‘ two men carefully sidected for their 
ccoho tis iiilellig' nee. In this order 


the rceonnoisance moved slowly up the lit- 
tle v.alley. The night, or rather morning, 
w as a dull, starlight one with a fog rn]>idly 
growing more and more dense, ereeping 
from the river over the valley and up the 
dark side of the inonntaiii. 

The river had been left more than a mile 
behind when (Jrifhn, one of the men riding 
in th> advance, heard a groan by the siile 
of the road, and riding over* found a 
wounded rebel w ho at once mistook him 
for one of their own cavalry. 

“How did you come here*.’” asked Grilin. 

“(ilnv out. " Whar a' yon gw ine?” 

“I’m trying to lind the Fourth Virginia. 
Wo were sent down the river yesterday 
aftonioon and wdien we got hack there was 
nobody to be found. Wliere have they all 
gone to‘?” 

1 don't think 
they can lie very far. They turned olT on 
tliat right h.md road justaiiead tlicrc." 

Grinin gave the w’ounded in. in a little 
whiskey, and told C’apt. Fcltcr what lie 
had learned, as the halt by the two men in 
front had brought tlie party all together. 
Starting off in the original order once 
more Griffin and hi.s partner Hammond 
found the right hand road and turned 
off across the Shenandoah Valley, in the 
general direction of Winchester. 

Tlieir road lay through a beautiful coun- 
try amid rich farms and orchards and gar- 
dens luxuriant with the summer's grow- 
ing crops, such as the small agriculture left 
by the war had nlanted. They were now’ 
in the midst of the darkest hours just be- 
fore daylight, and off to their right and be- 
hind them lay the fog hank which marked 
the course of the Shenamhjah.

there always is when great minds agree, 
just because Wright sends out to rind out 
where Early is; Early must follow suit and 
send out to .see where Wright is. Why 
the devil couldn’t they wait aw’liile and I’d 
have told them both all they w’anted to 
know' for a drink; now’, without interfer- 
ing with their ow’ii business, Griffin, things 
look as though we stand a good show’ to 
get squeezed. I w’oiuler what Aniaden 
will do?” 

By this time the (Ainfi'derate party, 
amounting to about two hundred, Inul 
pa.ssed and gone down toward Ainaden’s 
place of concealment, f’aptain Felter fol- 
lowed cautiously after, anxious as to what 
action (’aptain Aniaden would take. The 
head of the Confederate colmno, however, 
soon reached the little piece of woods, hut 
the Union men made no sign, and most 
likely would have passed quietly had it 
not hcen for the little advance party from 
Felter’s coniinaiid under the sergeant. 
These men, being concealed some distance 
further to the front tliaii Aniaden’s men, 
kejit (piiet while tlie rehcl force was pass- 
ing’ but when the sergeant saw in the dim 
light Captain Felter and (irillin sneaking 
along close to their rear, he took them for 
a rebel war guard, and deterniined to dis- 
tinguisli himself. Dismouiiliiig three of 
his men, they crept rapidly to the edge of 
the road, and, as the two Vanks came o})- 
IKisite, sprang out with: 

“Surrender, you infernal Gray-haeks,” 
at the same time catching Feltcr’s horse by 
the head and getting a whack over his ow n 
head from Felter’s eliihhed revolvm* that 
laid down in tlie dust, and, at the same 
time, one of the men fired at (irillin and 
missed him. By this time the two parties 
recognised each other, hut the liarm was 
i (lone. 'I'lie rebel officer in front heard the 
I sh(»l and shouted : 

! “Halt! by fours; right wheel.” 
j 'riien lie rode hack t(» look foi the trou- 
ble. Al the same time (’apt. Aniaden and 
I his men had heard the shot with a natural 
1 movement ol anxiety and curiosity, that 
i made just noise eimiigh to cause the (’on- 
federate officer to suspect something w’nmg 
and dangeroiiH. After a moment’s hesita- 
tion he ordered : 

“F(»rward! 'Frot, march!” 

'I’liis started Aniaden, who believing 
liinihelf discovered and about to he at- 
tackecl, got ready. 'I’lie (’onfedcrale olli- 
ccr was looking for the danger a (piarter of 
a mile along the road, wliere the shot had 
hcen fired, not knowing that it lurked on 
his left much nearer. He came trolling 
down with carbines unslung, and the head 


of his eolumii had just passed Amaden’s 
posit i(Ai when the latter yelled: 

“Fire!” 

The range was point-blank and the re- 
sult was teriihle; and to make things 
worse, Amaden in the next (ireath shouted 
“Charge!’’ and at the liead of his lyie, 
swe]»t down upon the eolunin in the road, 
breaking and throwing it into confusion. 
For a few minutes there wes some very 
ugly hand-to-hand lighting, the result of 
which might have been veiy doubtful had 
not a diversion heon made in favor of the 
Union men by Cajd. Felter, the sergi'ant 
with the broken liead and his six men, and 
(Litlin, who eliarged down the road and 
fired into tlie liead of the ('onfederate col- 
umn. In tlie dark Mu\v could tcU nothing 
about the ninnher of their new’ assailants, 
so the (’onfederate officer gave the order to 
“fall hack,” and they began falling hack 
towards the river and away from tlieir ow’ii 
main Imdy. This, liowever, was scarcely 
less pleasant for them than it W’as for the 
Union men, tlins enttiiig off from a retreat 
they were very willing and anxious to 
make, to and across the river. 

Capt. Felter now’ joined Amaden, and 
getting their men together they at once 
followed tlieir foe dow’ii to the old nike 
which led to the ford. Here, instead of 
turning toward the river, the (’unfederates 
turned to ‘the right up the valley. 

The first gray streaks of daylight wero 
now’ beginning to render ohiects a little 
more visible. The Confederates marched 
a couple of hundred yards up the road and 
stopjied, evidently determined to size up 
their foe. Capt. Fcltcr had his w’onnded 
men, of whom there w’cie seven, brought 
to the front and started down the road to- 
ward the ford, halting with his main body 
under the concealment of some trees on 
the side-road. Mere the enemies glared at 
each other for fifteen minutes, both afraid 
to make the first movement. 

“Amaden,” said Felter, “It’ll never do 
for us to stay here until that fellow can 
see us. I think w’o had better make a 
break for the river.” 

Accordingly they moved forw’ard and 
out on to the main road; but as soon as the 
Confederate officers saw the liead of their 
column turned to retreat toward the river 
he put himself in motion to fall upon the 
Yankee rear. This had not been unfore- 
seen by Capt. Felter, who at once halted 
Aniaden’s company and returned the 
Confederate fire, w’liilo his own company 
trotted half a mile to a bend in the road 
where it halted. Then Aniadcii’s com- 
pany fell back and tlirougli the opened 
ranks of Felter’s company which closed up 
and in turn held the rebels in check until 
Ainaden’s company got another position. 
By the time this movement had been made 
the second time, however, help came from 
the Union men. 

“Clear out of the way there and let us at 
them,” yelled Col. Hampton Thomas, and 
he came, up w’itli six companies of the 
First Pennsylvania Cavalry and sw ept by 
into the faces of the astonished Confeder- 
ates, who broke and fied precipitately over 
the hills. The firing had been heard on 
the other side of the river and Gen. Wright 
had sent Col. Thomas to the relief of his 
endangeied captains. 

‘•You see, Felter,” SiaidCol. Thomas, “the 
old man didn’t ori^er iou to bust up Early 
and spoil our snnimers job, so' he sent me 
to choke you off.”— [Xew'ark Call. 


“now’ GRANT MARCHED AG.VINST MARK 
TW’AIN.” 

The New’ York Sun calls attention to the 
curious fact that Mark Twain’s article, in 
the Ueceinber Century, entitled, “The Pri- 
vate History of a Campaign that Failed,” 
is an odd coincidence, a contemporaneous 
supplement to chapter 18 in the first vol- 
ume, just printed, of General Grant’s me- 
moirs. It appears that the only time tliat 
General Grant was really scared w’as when 
he had to meet the little array in which his 
future publisher w’as a private. At Pal- 
myra, Grant, then a colonel, w’as ordered 
to move against Col. Thomas Harris, who 
was said to be encamped at the little tow n 
of Florida, some twenty-five miles away. 
In his memoirs General Grant tells how his 
heart kept getting higher and higher as he 
approacheil the enemy, until he felt it in 
his throat, but w hen he reached a point 
w here he expected to see them and found 
they had lied, his heart resumed its place. 
Mark Twain was one of the “enemy,” and 
that he and his fellow’-soldiers were equally 
frightened appears in his frank confession 
in the December Century. The difference 
between the two soldiers was that Mark 
Twain was thrown into such trepidation 
that he then and there abandoned forever 
the profession of arms, whereas General 
Grant made on that occasion the discovery 
that the cMiciny wine as inueli afraid of 
him as he had been of them. “This,” says 
General Grant, “was a view of the (luestion 
1 had never taken before, but it was one I 
never forgot afterward. From that event 
to the close of the war, 1 never experi- 
enced trepidation upon confronting an ene- 
my, though I always felt more or less 
anxiety.”

He has a large head and a big 
round face of Napoleonic east. A man of 
culture, he has the gtmial w’ays of a West- 
ern politician in a greater degree than most 
of the New’ England men in jiuhlii* life.

The (Hover family 
to w hich she belonged is intimately allied 
with the ritdi Train family of Boston.

Does “Public Honor” 
claim that three-fourths of the voters of 


Ward 0 arc wiser and better citizens than 
eight-ninths of those of Waid2? If all 
that has been charged is true, such a result j 
is incredible. We would go as far as “ Pub- , 
lie Honor” in condemning wrong, bnt wc 
must bo sure that such wrong actually ex- 
ists and to the extent alleged. 

In regard to Mayor Kimball’s course in 
securing a renomination, wc gave an em- 
phatic disapproval of his action. We might 
perhaps have said more, but refrained for 
the following reasons: First, because he 
had been lawfully and constitutionally 
elected, and it became oiu* duty as good 
citizens to submit to the verdict of the peo- 
ple and to say or do nothing that might im- 
pair his usefulness as chief magistrate of 
our city. Sccoinl, wo believed that many | 
upright and conscientious men voted for 1 
M.ayor Kimball who could not altogether j 
approve of his methods in scouring the 
nomination, but supported him on other 
grounds. Assuming this to be true, it seems 
to us that violent denunciation would not 
be as effective in opening their eyes to the 
error of their ways as mild and moderate 
appeal. We think the intemperate and ill- 
advised attacks on Mayor Kimball wdiich 
have appeared in the New’ton Journal will 
have the effect of irritating and increasing 
the bitterness engendered by the contest. 
If good men wOuld accomplish the best re- 
sults, calm and dispassionate appeals will ! 
be found far more effective in securing the i 
unity essential to success than violent de- 
nunciation.

Mr. Editor: — I am snrpvised to see a 
statement from one of your correspondents, 
over his own signature, affirming, “ As re- 
gards Mr. Kimball’s course in tlie late elec- 


tion we see no just reason for unfavorable 
comment.” I am confident he would form 
no similar iudgment in a matter of business 
or of social ethics. But the perceptions of 
good men may be obscured to justify, as he 
says, “a little sharp practice in politics.” 

Is there “no reason for unfavorable com- 
ment” on a candidate who seeks a party 
nomination for public office, and when de- 
feated in the party convention, accepts the 
Citizens’ nomination for the same office ? 
Is there “no reason for unfavorable com- 
ment” when the delegates to the same con- 
vention. after using every possible effort to 
secure his nomination, desert their party 
and labor strenuously at the polls to secure 
its defeat ? Is there “ no reason for un- 
favorable comment” when the Ward Com- 
mittee. appointed by their party to carry out 
its will, as expressed in the convention, 
openly betray the party and circulate the 
opposing ticket ? 

If your correspondent calls such conduct 
honorable and worthy of good citizens, it 
may be hoped he is not a good representa- 
tive of the publio feeliug of Newton. One 
would wish to emigrate from a city whore 
such dishonorable methods find approval. 

Citizens’ nomiuutions may be wise, and 
strong Republicans may prefer them to a 

1 tarty ticket. They have the right of private 
udginent, and no one can impeach their 
lODor or their fidelity to parly claims; but 


the case is widely diffiM-iMii when a candi- 
date RMcks the nomination of the party and 
sirmigles for it earnestly in eonvention. He 
ill then Imniid.by every seiiliment of honor, 
to abide by the jiidifimuit of ilie parly, and 
to spurn uverturos from another quarter as 
he would spurn bribes. 

N»*wton is rapidly sinking to the low 
grade of Boston politics when a candidate 
and his delegates and the Ward Committee 
openly betray their party, and a good citi- 
zen over his own name can say, “ I see no 
reason for unfavorable comment.”

Second Congregational Church. _ 

The society of the Second Congregational 
Church resumed services ia their church 
edifice last Sunday. The exercises con- 
sisted of approjudate music by the choir, 
seiunon to the children and a short address 
by the pastor. In the evening the usual 
Christmas concert by the Sabbath School 
was held, with responsive singing by chorus 
and choir, scripture reading by the Super- 
intendent, and exercises by the primary de- 
partment. The attendance at both services 
was large, .as all were glad to get b.ack to 
their church homo. Several weeks will 
elapse bef(u*o the edifice is entirely com- 
pleted, when formal dedication will occur. 

Work was begun on the building last 
summer, and the improvement will bo com- 
pleted in a few' weeks. The old building 
has been moved back about 30 feet, .and the 
spire removed. On each side transepts 
have been built, which add about 100 sit- 
tings to the auditorium. On the front of 
the old building an addition has been 
erected, two stories high and about 40x70 
in size. On the front of this new part a 
very handsome spire has been raised to a 
height of 130 feet from the sill and the old 
clock and bell have been placed in the tow'- 
er. On the first floor of the new structure 
a hallway 15 feet wide and 45 feet long 
leads from fhe main entrance to the audi- 
torium. On either side of the hallway, 
near the entrance to the auditorium, a wide 
stairway leads to the second story. On the 
first floor is also located a small vestry and 
ladies’ parlor, each being about 25^x204 feet 
in size. The small vestry will be used fi>r 
the infant department of the Sund.iy school, 
and also for social gatherings. Leading 
out of this vestry are a china closet, serving 
room and lavatory, and below, in the base- 
ment, is a kitchen. Tlie hiilies* parlor is 
opnosite this vestry on the other side of the 
hallway. It has hn open tile fireplace, and 
when all completed will be handsomely 
fitted up. Opening from the ladies’ parlor 
and vestry into the hallway are folding 
doors so arranged that, when occasion re- 
tpiires it, the tw o rooms and hallway can be 
tin own into one. 

The interior finish of all the rooms in the 
new part is ))ine in natural ctdors. On tlie 
second story is the large ball, :{2xdP, which ' 
will be useil for a vestry ami lecture room. 
At each end of this room is a large open 
fireplace of pressed brick. With the excep- 
tion of the addition of the Iransepts, the 
amlitoriuin is substantially the same as 
i)efore. The interior has been fresiaied and 
the aisles newly tairpeted. The organ has 
been repaired, and the choir gallery en- 
larged to tlouble its former seating capacity. 
The seating caj):icitjV »d' the amlitoriuin is 
about (WH). The building is heated by lour 
furnaces.

The final meeting of the. City Council of 188.5 
was held nt City Hall Thnr.sdav evening. In the 
Aldcriiioii the resignation oi^ Frank Harrington, 
driver of .Steamer 1. was accepted, iiml .John 
Decry was appointed to fill the vaeaney. The 
urdiniiiiecs relative to truaney and coastuig weec 
passed to he unlained. The Cdminiltec on Finiincc 
reported that the balance on band at the first of i 
last year was $i."),847.9l ; the receipts during the 
year were $1,084,5:11.07 ; that the payments for tlie 
year w’cre $1,074,000.74, and that tlie hulaiiee on 
band Dee. 31, 18.35, was $.55,218.9.3. 'There are 
$77,918.94 in unpaid taxes and hetterraent levies. 
Tho Special Committco on .Scwenigc reported re- 
commending that the next City Government em- 
ploy li competent and expert engineer to examine 
the topography of such parts of the city as will first 
require attention, with the view of ascertaining 
the amount and location of land l>c«t adapted lor 
irrigation purposes and the advisability of aeouir- 
ing certain of such lands. The Finance Conimutcc 
cstiiiiiitcd that after the payment of nil bills for 
1885, a balance of about $:)J00 would remain in 
the Treasury to be transfcrix'd to the sinking funds. 
The Committee on Public Property reported in 
favor of the enlargement of the High School and 
Free Library in ticcordance with plans presented, 
hilt moved the reference of both mutters to the 
next City Government. 

The contract for printing the city doeiimciits for 
1880 has been awarded by the Commitlcc on Print- 
ing to George II. Pratt. 

— Tho organ at the First Church having 
boon in use for .about thirty-flvo years, it is 
coiisidored necessary to purchase a new 
instrument. This project has been re- 
ferred to at the the two last annual parish 
meetings, and the present condition of the 
organ and the needs of the church demand 
that the improvement should be delayed 
no longer. It is projiosed to place the 
new organ near the pulpit, and the total 
outlay will probably be about four thou- 
sand dollars. Tho committee have issued 
a call, and if the response justifies it, they 
will feel .authorized to prosecute this long 
desired improvement immediately, other- 
wise it will be dropped, as the committee 
have no authority to incur .any indebted- 
ness for which payment has not been pro- 
vided. Since the days when King David 
sought the choicest of gifts f or the service 
of praise, it has ever been a delight that by 
instruments of music we should give voice 
to our worship.

The following report, which we copy from 
the New^ York Sun of December 20, will bo 
read with general interest and eause the 
heart of the venerable worker to rejoice 
greatly at the remarkable succe.ss attend- 
ing his labors in bringing souls to Christ: 
Great Revival in Cohleskill. 

A BOSTON EVANGELIST STARTING THE 
W'ORK IN THE SCHOHARIE VALLEY. 

Cohleskill, Dec. 25. — The greatest re- 
vival ever known in the Schoharie valley 
has been in progress hero for several 
weeks, and the interest does not abate one 
jot. The revival was started by a Boston 
evangelist who aroused the people to that 
degree that 200 sought the Lord on one 
night and the churches could not hold the 
crowds from here and surrounding towns 
that desired admission. When the evange- 
list went away, a choir of converted young 
men marched through the town with him 
at their head singing “Praise God from 
whom all blessings flow.” 

The fruits of the great revival were first 
really felt by the churches on Sunday. 
The Methodist Church was packed all day, 
and 77 were baptized and 117 converts re- 
ceived into full fellowship. Many more 
are on probation. In the Lutheran Church 
90 joined and several more are on good be- 
havior. Besides these many will unite 
with the Reformed and Baptist churches, 
and a number will join with the churches 
at Sharon Springs, Sharon Hill, Lawyers- 
ville. Mineral Springs, Hyndsville, Central 
Bridge, Carlisle, and other places. 

The clergy are all overworked, and are 
writing for recruits. The presiding elder 
of the M. E. Church of this district writes 
to the pastor here: “Keep up the fight as 
long as you can. We have ordered new 
men to your assistance.” The Rev. Dr. 
Bowley of Canajohaiie, the Rev. Mr. Runk 
of New York, the Rev. W. S. Hinman, the 
Rev. .1. L. Atwell, and the Rev. Mr. Stover 
are at work, and new converts are made 
every evening. It is estimated that 7b0 in 
all have been converted. Shows and other 
worldly entertainments have no business 
here, and annual balls, even of the fire 
coin])anies, have been discontinued.

To a cupful of c(dd boilcfl hominy put 
tw’o cups of milk, a teasiioonful of butter, 
same of sugar, a little salt and three eggs; 
beat the eggs separately; w’ork the yolks 
first into the hominy with the melted but- 
ter; when well mixed put in sugar and salt 
and go on beatitig while you gradually add 
the milk. Lastly, stir in the whites of the 
eggs, and bake in a buttereil dish until 
light and brown. 

• OYSTKIl soft*. 

Take one (piart of milk, one <piart of 
oysters, one small he.ad of celery, one small 
onion, one-half cup buttet, one-half cup 
pow’dered cr.ackers, a speck of re«l ]>epper; 
salt to taste. Chop the celery and onion 
very fine, put them in the milk and set 
them on to boil in a double boiler twenty 
minutes; drain the oysters if they are 
liquid; if solid, pour a cup of water over 
them and dr.ain through a colander. Set 
the liquor on to boil and skim it well. 
When the milk has boiled for tw’enty min- 
utes, strain it .and add the butter; as soon 
as it is melted stir in the cracker crumbs 
and add the liquor; season, then add the 
oysters; boil three minutes.

WASHiNoroN, D. C., Dec. 28. 

Congress was so anxious to adjourn last 
Monday th.at the minute the h.ands of the 
clock pointed to the hour fixed on, the c.all 
of the States for the introduction of bills 
w.as stopped and the holiday recess dc- 
ebared. At the time of adjournment M.aine 
had been reached in the call, and up to th.at 
time one thousand bills had been intro- 
duced. It will be montlis before many of 
them are reported back. 

Hut comparatively few’ Congressmen have 
left to si)cnd their Christmas at home. This 
is contrary to past experience, and doubt- 
less duo to the fact that the committees 
have not yet been completed by the speaker. 
The members are as active in looking after 
their own interests as after the interest of 
their' constituents, and consequently h.ave 
not cared to leave the ground, when by^ 
their presence they may be able to secure 
an api/ointment to a good committee. 

This w’cek ends w ith lots of presents and 
good things at home, but little money in 
jxx’ket, excc])t in the pockets of the mer- 
chants, and they have made enough to pay 
j all debts :md have a handsome “pile” 

] left. The mild, spring-like W’eather of the 
: liv(' days jn ccecling Xnnas tempted out the 
whole population of the district, .and every- 
bo<ly spent all the money they had. Every- 
thing except the absence of snow and cold 
weather combined to make a merry, old- 
time Christmas. The number of p.ackages 
mailed from the post-office was unprece- 
dented. On Thursday alone nine thousand 
were mailed, w hich w’.as twice the amount 
mailed the corresponding day of last year.

Knig]it.s of Labor. 

Capital has at times, and po.ssibly as a 
rule, in the past, been tyrannical. 'Labor has 
been at its mercy. M»)ney has counted for 
more in influence than men. 'That day has 
gone by, and we are not sorry. Hut that 
which has taken its place is, for the time 
being, a severe remedy w hich it is hard to 
welcome. The Knights of Labor have had 
a mission; they have broken the tyrannical 
power of capital completely. No poor man 
with a starving family was ever more abso- 
lutely in the grip of his w ealthy employer 
than the manufacturers of America to-day 
are in the merciless grip of the laborers 
through their organizations. 'I'here has 
never been so complete an illustration of 
this pow er as in the case of the Brockton 
strikers. In that city are forty-tw’o manu- 
facturers of boots and shoes. They are not, 
and never have been, heartless, exacting or 
autocratic. As a rule they have been public 
spirited, doing everything they could for 
the personal and public advantage of their 
ow’ii men and the laboring classes as a w hole. 
They have usually paid good wages. The 
workmen have lived in good houses, have 
had the comforts and many of the luxuries 
of life. They have had a voice in all city 
matters, have been foremost in political, 
social and religious movements. There 
have been no dilTerenccs of any moment be- 
tween the employer and the employed. 
'I’hey have mingled freely in the city gov- 
ernment, in conventions, caucuses and 
churches. 'There has been an almost un- 
precedented familiarity in many cases in 
the exchange of social calls. \Ye think no 
city has a sa w hole presented a better illus- 
tration cordiality in the exchange of loyalty 
than Brockton. \Vc have long felt that the 
order of the Knights of Labor w’as a necess- 
ity. We have seen in it and through it 
relief from heartless corporations. We 
have believed that it would teach the w’orld 
that manufacturers had no right to “run 
their ow’u business” w’ithout consulting 
the interests of their laborers. Hut w’o be- 
lieve there is a limit, and that that limit | 
will apjiear in the not distant future and then | 
arbitration, the only honorable and equable 1 
agency, will he universally employed. Cap- ' 
italists have hail their day at mistakes; now’ i 
laborers must have their day, and then 
there will bo the daw’ii of a better era for I 
j both capital and labor in arbitration. 'J’he | 
alTairs at Brockton have been technically ; 
settled by arbitration, though at such ! 
figures as to threaten to jeopardize business 
interests, throwing hundreds of men out of 
employment. It seems to have been arbit- 
ration w ith only ono side to it, but it is a 
stej) in the rightdirection, and must inevit- 
ably lead to ultimate good for both sides 
ami all interests.

Waters, his boyhood in the home of his 
father, a minister, of his lovo of the ser- 
vice of praise, and of the fact that he was 
in his younger days a leader of one oftho.se 
chorus choirs wliich aforetime made our 
old churches ring with the peculiar tunes 
of those days. He spoke of his power as a 
peace maker in reconciling Christian breth- 
ren estranged, a spirit which he drew from 
the Bible w’hose pages were his consolation 
in severe sorrow and bereavement by God’s 
grace, adding, that he had on a fly-leaf of 
his well worn Bible a record of the com- 
pleted readings of the book, which could 
probably be found there now. The pastor 
spoke of the value of such testimony of 
Christian character, and read the hymn, 
‘‘Rock of Ages,” with much fervor; the 
quartette sung it with an inspiration; the 
beautiful English burial service never 
sounded more grand and full of hope of the 
glorious resurrection. Col. Waters was 
for many years a citizen of New’ton and a 
member of the First Church; the past few 
years he has resided in Sau Francisco with 
a sou.

—The Rev. D. R. Babbitt, of St. Paul’s 
Church, has taken ids departure for Citiclu- 
iiati, whither he has gone lo visit his family, 
from wluuii he has been separated since 
June last. He will return late next week. 
Mr. Babbitt has taken a strong hold upon 
Ills people considering his short residence 
here. The parish remembered Mr. Babbitt 
at Christmas with a pecuniary remembrance 
most heartily given. 

— We were clniMiiig to day with a gentle- 
inaii of wide repntaiion in educational mat- 
ters, wlm said that he laleiy tiverheanl one 
of the local savants as.sert that “ no brain 
could bo perfectly developed without the 
kindled development of the cunning and 
strength of the Inind.” The errand of the 
first ineiitioned party in this neigliboi hood 
is the ingathering of tacts touching upon 
the New School of Mechanical Education as 
being developed iu simple form to Keep 
company witli the acquit iiig of book lore. 

In that the old system of apprenticeships 
has largely^jone by, it seems fit that some 
such union as suggested should be fostered 
and brought to practical application. Even 
in our own well regulated school system of 
Newton heed may be given to the things of 
which we write. Frequently the teachers 
as well as the scholars have to take a rest 
for repairs of both mind and body, and 
many of the children show marks of having 
cultivated their heads to the neglect of arms 
and heels. 

— The Christmastide has ushered in ever 
festive tSanta Claus, and his court was held 
for the benefit of the children connected 
with the parish of St. Paul on Cliristmas 
eve. The cantata ot ‘’The Message of 
Christmas,” by Miss Fanny E. Newberry, 
and published by Ditson, we most heartily 
commend. It is full of bright and cheery 
airs, very easy for the child ear to catch, and 
when well rendered, charming to listen to. 
The play was arranged in detail by Mrs. C. 
E. Galacar, and the musical part w’as brought 
out by Mrs. Alex. Tyler in her usual felici- 
tous manner. The first act consisted of a 
winter scene, Avith the stage clad in ever- 
greens laden with snow, whilst the festive 
king gathered “Winter,” “The Storm 
Herald” and “Jack Frost” to make ready 
for his short but merry reign. The second 
part represented a farm kircheu, whither 
w’ere gathered the little folk hanging their 
stockings and making known by wish the 
goodies dearest to and most desired by them. 
Soon the portly Santa Claus made known 
his coming by clumsily dropping some 
presents down the chiinney-way before his 
lusty person presented itself from the firt*- 
place of cheery brick, in which was glowing 
a warm wood fire as appeared. He w'as not 
long in making his distribution, as “ he had 
otlier important visitations to make,” ho 
hinted. The rendering of the «»perelta, the 
beauties of wliich we have only hinted tit, 
was so satisfactory that it was repeated on 
Satiiiday evening, with tickets of admission, 
for the benefit of the parisn Sunday school. 
Owing to the short notice given and the 
cold and hliistering night that had set in, 
the audience was more appreciative than 
laige. 

Art KaiiihloN. ! 

We were pleased to learn that George W. { 
Harvey’s collection of Wiiter colors met 
with such appreciation at the hands of buy- 
ers that he is making arrangements to visit 
llolland with the view of profiting by 
broaiier scenes than he has been accustomed 
to with the advantages olTered in such a 
sojourn. We predict for him a worthy 
career, for he has unquestionable genius for 
painting water colors. We Jilso saw' at 
(Miase’s a fine sketch of sheep by J. A. S. 
Monks. S, 11, Clements has tilso a geiiHrous 
eoiitrihniion of charming Venetian aqiia- 
lelles. 'i’he lateen-sail, the “ i>iiomo,” with 
its peculiar ball-shajied dome, the well 
known chniehes and palaces bordeiing the 
canals of the city of the sea, all olTer suh. 
jects the most picturesipie for such studies. 
'I'he pencil of the well known Tiiscotl in 
water scapes with indolent water craft also 
attracts attention. lie was at Kunnehunk 
Fort the (last summer sketeiiing the very 
charming scenery of that neighborhood, 
not now, happily, us remote and unkiiown 
as of late. Ross Turner, W. H. Beals, S. JI. 
Biadley, Dan Fisher and (». (h)lville have 
also hung some very pleasing studies. F\ 
T. Merrill treats of the beautiful scenery in 
and about Chester, England, very satisfac- 
torily. ],,. B. Field has three studies of 
nusturtiums, pansies and carnations, very 
finely draw n and faithfully colored. Noyes 
(V B. have some new oils on view. The 
most attractive of the exhibit is a hixui ious 
cieatuie reclining gracefully in a bammock; 
her fair form if richly clad and jewel-be- 


dccked, and altogether rivets the attention 
of all passers-by, as it is in the front win- 
dow. The artist, Diana Cooihans, we would 
like to moot often in such works. In the 
upper gallery are representatives more or 
less attnietivo of Leprosquenx, G. I<. Brown, 
Grison, Veihas. Emily Selinger In a beauti- 
ful study of chrysantliemuins, Jettol, Stet- 
son, Fiiiiliue 'r. Cuiio in a royal coloring of 
tulips, and Fhmbe Jenks in the charming 
“ He Loves Mo” picture of the sweet young 
maiden pulling the leaves from a daisy, the 
last reiiniiiiiiig one telling the sweet tale. 
This interesting canvas was on view last 
winter, but has lost none of its beauty by 
the little added ag<‘. Miss Jenks now pre- 
sents another portrait of similar treatment, 
the charming subject also clad in virgin 
white, standing in the midst nf an apple 
orchard, pink and white with blossoms in 
full flower and with seeming grateful per- 
fume. Below stairs wo took another peep 
at those Fersiau embroideries, curios in 
metivl, Indian plaques ot rich tracery and 
color, and a highly glazed and heautifully 
decorated sort of tile, used In floors in 
apartments below ground dining the sum- 
mer boat.**, near whicti are pools of running 
water to add to the artificial coolness. F]x- 
amples of the rare linds of >ciilieuiaiin were 
lliere reproduced in plaster with a wash, 
easily suggesting the antique and embel- 
lished with Egyptian charueteis. Beautiful 
oaken carvings appeal to ns Irom Baronial 
halls suggestive of days when art was a real 
thing — what it really seemed to be, and not 
the linsel-like and giiigei bready sort of so- 
called decoiatioii of to-day. 

At Doll’s C. T. Phelan has a mellow pas- 
toral of well painted sheep beneath grey 
sheltering trees and beside still, cool waters. 
That weird picture of Elihu Vedder’s 
greeted us with the queenly female stalking 
slowly and ihoughtiuily, with the stone 
pillar beside her, surmounted with the skull 
of a. wild boar, that we well remember to 
have seen last year; how cold and soulless 
til its deep colors. H. VViiitlirop Peirce has 
a pleasing sketch ot children in a wheal 
field putting a buncli of golden grain upon 
a rude way.side iron crucifix inserted in a 
rudely carved stone. Waller Gay’s “No- 
vember” represents a peasant woman with 
the inevitable sabots hoeing amongst tin 
ripening cabbages, clad in rough and pic- 
turesque attire. The Fisherman, seated 
amongst huge sacks filled with unused nets 
that he may he mending, gives heed to a lad 
by bis side who has presented a sketch of a 
ship under full rig and sail, with colors fly- 
ing, also from the brush of Gay, and forci 
ble in technique. 

The most notable attraction in Williams 
& Everett’s window is D. Jerome El well’s 
“ Island of ('apri” on a large wooden panel. 
’Tis a market scene; the market women dis- 
nosed around their succulent vegetables, 
whilst at the same time showing attention 
to the donkey-lmy wh(» passes by on the op- 
posite side of the way. The buildings are 
very picturesque, the color very pleasing 
and mellow, and altogether ’tis a pleasant 
reminder of the deep blue sea so hallowed 
by rich treasures of art and ihe beauties of 
iiaiuie unadorned.

More Light Wanted. 

The lighting of our streets since the first 
light was introduced some years ago, has 
been a question which has agitat^l much 
comment, favorable and otherwise, from 
our citizens who have been at the mercy of 
contractors, and their naphtha or kerosene 
lights, good, bad or fair, together with pa- 
tent appliances, etc., and subjected to tholr 
sweet will as to good or poor lights. Wo 
hear that ouo or two of these contractors 
had some good lights, and some mighty 
poor ones, the first lights introduced, the 
old kerosene lights, being fully ns good as 
any, and they were certainly bettor cared 
for. Owing to the rocky condition of our 
streets, and the few who would use gas 
it has been found impracticable on a pay- 
ing basis to introduce such bore. We being 
the only village without in the city, we ac- 
cepted with good grace, knowing it almost 
impossible to have it otherwise, and have 
for years put up with an inferior light at a 
price several dollars less per year than that 
paid for gas in all other sections of the 
esty. 

The time has, however, arrived, when 
science has perfected a light, and nature 
has provided us with the iieeossary mate- 
rial, if utilized, to give us as good a light 
as elsewhere, that of the electric ligl't, 
which, ill connection with the immense 
water power now running to waste over 
the two dams here, might uo put into use 
ihroughout the village at a moderate cost. 
So simple and so cheap has this new and 
powerful light been made by its many re- 
cent improvements, and the competition 
between the many companies now manu- 
facturing the same, we read almost daily 
of small towns adopting this light, and 
there is no reason why, with all its natu- 
ral resources to work it on a cheap scale, 
this village should not be furnished there- 
with. The principal cost will be in the 
plant, which when in, will cose but little 
for its maiiitainaiice; if introduced on a 
larger scale it might be extended to other 
villages, the power being sufiicient to do so. 
By its introduction, a revenue would bo 
derived from the many stores, shops, and 
residences, who could use the incandes- 
cent light at a mere nominal figure and 
with every degree of safety, so nearly jicr- 
fect has its construction been made; in tact 
we doubt not that the city could light our 
villages with this system when put in at a 
much cheaper rate than at present, with 
the addition of an income for private use. 
'I'his we can, if our ward representatives 
say so and will work for it; otherwise, we 
will eoutiiuie with naphtha.

On Wednesday evening drew a largo and 
appreciative audience. The fair henefi- 
ciary was assisted hy Mr. and Mrs. Carlyle 
Petersilea, and Milo Benedict, pianists; 
Leopold Litchtenherg, violinist. (,Ihas. 
Ahercromhie was announced as vocalist, 
hut from some unknown cause did not put 
in appearance. The hnlliant execution of 
Miss Eames, however, redeemed the defi- 
ciency in the vocal portion of the pro- 
gram. She was in superh voice, and sang 
the scena and aria from “Faust” with mar- 
vellous effect. In fact, we may truthful'y 
say we never heard this beautiful and diffi- 
cult morceaux rendered in a more pleasing 
manner. It seemed almost a pity to insist 
upon an encore, deserved as the compli- 
ment was. The strain upon the vocal 
organs in the execution of a long and diffi- 
cult operatic selection is necessarily great, 
no matter with what apparent case* it may 
be sung. The profusion of bouquets pre- 
sented doubiless made the task of res- 
ponse easy on the present occasion. 

The violin playing of Mr. Lichtenherg 
was most enjoyahle, his instrument seem- 
ing to be exceptionally melodious. 

The selections for piano admirably il- 
lustrated the brilliancy and technique of 
the Petersilea method. 

In conclusion wo would suggest that if 
Armory Hall is to be often used for con- 
certs, a better method for reaching the 
stage should he devised. A step-ladder 
and trap-door are excellent for a gymna- 
sium, but a little incongruous in the concert 
room. 


Death of Henry L. Fearing. 

The friends of Mr. Fearing were 
shocked hy his .sad and sudden death on 
Sunday morning last at his winter resi- 
dence on Worcester street, Boston. At the 
time of the accident he was alone in his 
chamber, and it is supposed that a siid- 
<len attack of vertigo caused him to ojien 
the window for fresh air. ami prohalily 
becoming uncon.scioiis lie fell to the 
paved walk below, ;i distance of thirty 
teet. When taken up both legs were 
found to be broken, and he was otlier- 
wise injured, lie w;is t;iken to the city 
hosjiital, where he expired a few hours 
after the accident. This bereavement, so 
sudden and unexpected, is a terrible blow 
to his wife, and it was feared for a time 
that she would lo.se her reason, but her 
attending physician. Dr. Frisbic, informs 
us that she is now hecoming more recon- 
ciled to her great lo.ss. 

Mr. Fearing was a native of Ilingham. 
He was long actively engaged in the ship 
chandlery business in Boston, the iirni 
name being H. L. Fearing A* Son. For 
live or six years past his home has been 
in Xewlon,* owning a house on Pembroke 
street. Ward 7, and residing in Boston 
during the winter. He was a regular 
summer visitor to the Wliite Mountains, 
many of the trips being in company with 
Dr. Frishie and others of Newton, the 
occasion of which w;is greatly enjoyed 
hy him. Tlie funeral took iilaee on Weil- 
nesday, a large number of relatives and 
friends being present, many bringing 
aiipropii ito lloral offerings. The burial 
was at Ilingham. 'I'lie deceased leaves 
two sons and one daughter. He was 5:1 
years of age.

THE CITY FATHERS. 


Inangaration of the City GoTernment. 

The liiRugurAl ceremonies attendant with 
the incoming of the city government for the 
year 1886, were held at the City Hall, West 
Newton, on Monday afternoon. Tlie exer- 
cises commenced atff o’ch)ck, and .although 
the weather was far from propitious, quite 
a large audience were in atteiulance. The 
city clerk Col. I. F. Kingsbury, rearl the 
returns, after which the oath of office was 
administered to the mayor by Judge Slocum, 
of ward two. 

His Honor, Mayor Kimh.all, then admin- 
istered the oath to the alderman and 
coiincilmen elect, after which Rev. H. J- 
Patrick invoked the Divine blessing. The 
floral display was from the conservatory of 
Mr. E. \V. Wood and lent an added beauty 
and fragrance to the impressive scenes and 
incidents concomitant with the organiza- 
tion of the new regime. 

Immediately after the invocation, the 
mayor stepped forward to tlie desk and 
delivered the following address: 


The Mayor^s Inaiisrnral. 

Gentlemen of the hoard of Aldermen and 
of the Common Council: 

Election to the City Council is not to he 
regarded as an honor chiefly to he con- 
ferred upon individuals, but rather as Sb 
selection of the persons who ought, arid 
are presumed by their fellow-citizens, to 
hold the interests of the people and the 
prosperity of the city paramount, and to 
be possessed of such qualifications, apt- 
ness, and experience, for the varionn 
positions of public trust, as will insnn 
.an economical, just, and efficient adminis- 
tnitiou of public affairs. 

To secure the accomplishment of such 
a result will require a knowledge of the 
City Ordinances, and of the laws which 
are to govern your action, and a thor- 
ough investigation of the many depart- 
ments and the diversified interests of the 
city. The basis of intelligent action is 
gained by punctual attendance upon all 
committee meetings, for it is in the com- 
mittee that Ilians and expenditures ate 
discussed anu examined in detiril. 

1 remind you that it will he your duty to 
make the general appropriation for the 
year 18vS7 in the month of Xovemher next. 
The amounts thus appropriated should 
not exceed the sum actually necessary to 
defray the expenses of a prudent and effi- 
cient administration of the government. 
The object in changing the time for mak- 
ing the annual appropriation from the 
beginning of the year to the month of Nov- 
ember next precetiiiig, is plainly to secuKC 
the advantages gained hy the experience 
and knowledge acquired liy the members 
of the needs of each department; and un- 
less 'it shall be considered a serious obliga- 
tion by each t ity Council to keep the ex- 
lienditures within the sum thus appropri- 
atixi. the jiurpose and great benefits to b« 
derived from the charge will be defeated- 

I regret that there lias been any depar- 
ture the past year from this excellent laiUi. 

It lias many times o<*curied that money 
api)ropri:ited for a certain wi.irk has lu^a 
used, without the sanction of the City 
Council, to complete other underlakinga, 
the expense ot which was incorrectly esti- 
mated, anil the work conteinphited by sueh 
order entirely omitted. 

Such action is an injustice to citizeiw, 
who are warranted in ;issuming that an 
order a])propriatiiig money for a particular 
object will be applied only for the purpose 
indicated. To correct this i recent imli- 
naiico wisely provides that no appropria- 
ti<»n made for a specitic purpose shall be 
useil for any other object, unless by vote 
of the City ‘Council. 

Before any appropriati«»n is irnido to bo- 
gin work, the plan and speeitications aiidn 
careful estimate of the cost slnmld be sub- 
initted by the committee having the same 
in charge, whether the amount asked for 
is to do the whole or a part of the work 
during the year, that the City C«mncil uuvv 
know the full extent and cost of the work 
contemplated, before entering upon it. 

And if, at any time, a committee liiids 
its estimate to have been incorrect, and 
tlie appropriation insufficient, they sliould 
not assume the responsibility of exceedun; 
the sum appropriated, but at once inform 
the City Council, and aw'ait its actiou. 

'I'lie monthly statement of the Auditor 
shows the amount of the general appp#- 
priatiou, the sums expended, and Hm) 
amount unexpended, to its date. 1 re4jo«i- 
ineiid that in addition to tliese, uuotli*r 
coluiiin of figures be added, showing the 
amount of exjiense incurred hut not 
which when deducted from the unexpeiuled

In the llftiliwiok. 


HY . 1 . DARK CIIAXni.ER. 


It Yva.s a brijjlit Sunday inorninp in Nov- 
cnilfor, 18(V2, but it was the minority of the 
Army of tbo Potomac that was aware of the 
sacrodness of the da.t. Those who were 
aware t»f it did not seem mnoh alTcctcd hy 
the knowledge. Days and dates do not as 
a general thing seriously impress themselves 
upon the mind of the average soldier, 
especially when he is on march. His calen- 
dar is one of events. He measures time 
from skirmish at Billkin’s Mill as regards 
the day Dutch Hill got plugged in the 
shoulder. 

The Army of the Union was moving up 
the Loudon Valley with great dignity ami 
deliberation, evidently being too modest to 
take precedence of Gen. Lee, who was mov- 
ing in a parallel line up the Shenandoah Val- 
ley in the general direction of Uichinond, 
but at the same time watching warily for 
an opportunity to put a stumbling block in 
the path of the Union forces, which he fi- 
nally did most effectually at Fredericksburg. 

The Union Army had rcache<i White 
Plains, on the Manassas Gap railroad, the 
night before, after an arduous and fatigu- 
ing march of four miles under delightful 


Yveatlier and over excellent roads from 


Union town. On this particular Sunday 
morning the Sixth Corps awoke in unusu- 
ally good humor with itself and the fortunes 
of Yvar, which had cast its lines in plea.sant 
places as regarded ptmltry and mutton. 
The oldest forager in the corps was willing 
to declare that he Jiad never got into a 
place where the sheep and lambs skipjied 
so plentifully and so playfully, or the 
chickens roosted so low as they did over 
those verdant hills of historic Fauquier. 
Gen. Franklin commanding and John Pri- 
vate obeying, alike greased their mous- 
taches with mutton fat and chicken gravy 
for breakfast, and after their fashion 
thanked the gods for the good things they 
had sent. 

Col. C. W. Tolies, Chief Quartermaster 
of the Sixth Corps, admired the prospect 
from the front of his tent for a few minutes, 
and then beckoned to him one of his assist- 
ants, Lieut. Campbell, saying: 

“This corps is very unanimous in its de- 
mand for new shoes, pantaloons and other 
necessities. Do you want to go to Washing- 
ton?” 

“\Yhat a superfluous question.” 

“Here is a requisition for what we most 
need, and an order to go and return as soon 
as practicable. You had better take those 
four messenger orderlies of yours, accept 
my blessing, depart m peace, and if I don’t 
find aitrain loaded|with these things at War- 
renton by this day week you may as Yvelj s^ ve 
yourself the trouble of coming bach, as 
your resignation by mail will be just as 
acceptable and save unnecesoary tears. 
Now’, in the terse but expressive language 
of tlie breezy West,, ’you’d better giu”’ 

“Shall I take the railroad?” 

“No, I w’ouldn’t take it. You’ll find it 
troublesome to carry and in its jiresent con- 
dition it is neither useful nor ornamental.” 
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“Hut how am I to get to Washington?” 

“If you don’t like to ride, there is noth- 
ing to hinder you from walking, if you 
^hink you can get along faster.” 

“Whatl across the country from here to 
Washington, when Moseby,* and McNeill, ! 
and White and Gilmour have got every inch I 
of the territory pre-empted?” I 

“You needn’t disturb these’ gentlemen j 
unless you are particularly anxious for a . 
fuss, 'I’liere is nothing in your orders re- i 
quiriiig you tt) capture or ainiihilate any or 
all of tlie gentlemen you mention.” 

“Thanks, Colonel, I won’t harm a hair of 
their inferiuil heads if I can’t hell) it. Now, 
if you will give me your idea of the general | 
direction of Washington from here I w’ill | 
relieve you of iny company.” i 

“McMahon says if you go due east you | 
are bound to hit Washington or the Poto- ! 
mac. That’s the best I can do for you.” 

Lieut. Campbell secured his orders, i 
hunted np his orderlies, who w’cre Sergeant 
George Hughes, Charlie (Hiiigcr, Oliver 
(H'een and Harry Fisher, all men w ho had 
been picked for their intelligence, soldierly 
(lualities and good looks from the Sixth 
Pennsylvania Cavalry. Three <lays’ rations ; 
for nun and horses were secured, along 
with numerous orders for articles from the 
city, varying from paper collars to lioxing i 
gloves, and the little psu ty started olf about 
P o’clock eastwanl through the pleasant 
sunlit valley and rich farm lands and be- 
neath leafy f»>rests from w’hich the Autumn- 
brow'iied foliage Innl not yet fallen.

Tlie ni'Mi were armed with revolvers and 
the old-fashioned seven-charge repeating 
carbines, beside their sabres, while the 
Lieutenant carried a revolver whiidi in his 
hands imsint business, and tlndr horses 
were among the liest in the army. They 
ought to lie. for tln*y hail been stolen under , 
the supervision of the most exjiert horse 
thief in the Sixili corps.

'I’he plact* 
boasted of a < huridi, ston*, tavern, distillery 
and the usual < ake ami beer shoj) kejit by 
the usual old colored aunty with ihe usual 
yellow liandkerchief turban on her head 
ami the usual old no-account husband 
smoking his usual pipe as ho leaned on the 


front lema^. ♦» 

“Mawnin’. geiimen, mawnin’ to ye. Was 
you 'lars. Gilinonr’s or Mars. White’s 
boys‘2” 

•We're neither one, rncle,” replied 
Lieut. Campbell, **we’re from the .Sixth 
Corps—Cnion men.” 

•’Afohde Land! is that so?’’ and the old 
man craned his neck tivi-r the fence and 
hioked up the-voa<l whence his visitors bail 
come, “Whar am de rest ob you?” 

“'1 bib is all t)f us.” 


“Honey, you bettah go right back. Go 
right back to whar dar's lots more oh you. 
(»um White am (h>wn dar at do gap witl 
more'u twenty. ob his men, and he want 
bosses like dem ob your'n pow’ful had.” 

This was encouraging, and the little 
party looked at each other with a tooth- 
achy kind t)f smile. Furtheu- inquiry dis- 
closed the tact that Captain Montgomery 
White, or ])arties of his men .w’ere con - 
stantly plow ling uj) and down this valley, 
keeping abreast with the Union Army and 
watching for any little thing they conhl 
pick np. White kept a kind of observa- 
tion picket at Thonmghfare Gap, so as to 
secure his escape either way if matters grew 
uncomfortalde for him. 

While the Lieutmiant talked with the old 
man the men bought gingerbread and cider 
from the old man, ami emoyed the un- 
wonted luxury regardless of impending 
danger. From the old man the Lieutenant 
learned that there were two or three briille- 
patlis over the mountain independent of 
the Gap, by any one of whieh he could 
cross with a guide, but the venture wiuild 
be very risky without one.

Lieut.* (Campbell resolved to act on the 
oid darkey’s advice, ami under his guid- 
ance was taken to a level plateau on the 
side of the mountain, half a mile from the 
road and several feet above it. It was now 
noon, nothing could be done but wait for 
night and the i)romised guide. 

The horses were fed and the men lay 
around on the leaves and turf very much as 
though the atfair was a picnic. * Directly 
below them was the almost deserted village 
of Hope, on each side of which the road 
could b« seen stretching away for miles. 
To the right it disappeared over the hills 
toward White Plains, and to the left it 
sunk down into the dark-wooded defiles, 
which finally led up into Thoroughfare 
Gap. Hour after hour wore away, and 
though a careful watch was kept on the 
road, no living thing was seen until about 
four o’clock, when Guliger, who had the 
field-glass, remarked : 

“There’s a woman down at that old tav- 
ern going out to late church, I guess.”

The home of Ajeeh is a small apartment cut off 
from one corner of the Musce jrallery l)y n litrht 
red screen, and to which an extra admission fee of 
ten or fifteen cents is charfred.

The complexion is rather darker 
than we expect in a Turk, and the face is adorned 
with a full black beard. The left hand, which 
holds the stem of a narghili, never moves. A vi- 
vacious Frenchwoman is in attendance and 
kindly offers to show us the mechanism hy which 
the affair is worked. Opening a door in the front 
of the box, we see close behind a pane of glass 
about two feet square, a network of belts and 
wheels so dense as to forbid a further view of the 
interior. Parting the robe on the breast and back 
of the figure we arc treated to a similar view but 
of smaller area, both protected by glass from the 
touch of the inquisitive, although from our posi- 
tion outside the rail we were hardly within touch- 
ing distance. Having allowed a minute or so for 
the examination of the mechanism, the attendant 
announces to the visitors — who by this time num- 
ber about twenty, and fill all the available space in 
front of the figure — that Ajeeh is ready to engage 
any one in a game of Chess or Checkers, and 
directs our attention to a written notice which 
rests at one side. Glancing at it we learn that 
this privilege costs ten cents more, that consulta- 
tion is not allowed, that reasonahlc rapidity in 
moving is expected, and that the rule of touch-and- 
move must be observed. The men— which are of 
the ordinary Staunton pattern, club size and 
loaded — are placed in position, the victim takes bis 
stand outside the rail, and Ajeeh, who always 
takes the first move in the first game^ plays 1. P to 
K 4. His opponent makes a similar reply, which 
is met hy 2. K Kt to B3. The pawn is defended 
with Q Kt, and 3. B B 4 follows on both sides. We 
wait anxiously to see if an “Evans” be attempted, 
but Ajeeb prefers the safer, if slower, Guioco 
Piano, and continues with 4 P Q 3. I decided to 
adopt the French defence, for though I knew 
nothing about that, my ignorance of the Guinea 
Piano was siill greater. Fortunately I met with 
no immediate disaster. Ajeeb castled early, and 
began to mass his forces for an attack on my king’s 
side. I felt my position was growing critical, but 
by losing a move with my Queen I managed to 
castle on the Queen’s side, and the danger was 
momentarily averted. Hastily developing my 
forces, 1 succeeded in capturing a pawn and 
arranging a plan of attack. It involved several 
exchanges and wopld leave me in the better posi- 
tion. I felt jubilant. Ajeeb was not such a great 
player after all ! I glanced at the spectators. 
Their looks were encouraging. They evidently 
dctecteil the brillancy of my eoinhination, and felt 
that at last Ajeeb had met his match! The ex- 
changes went on. But alas ! for human hopes. I 
had overlooked that on the last exchange White 
hud two ways of etfecting capture, and he took the 
way I had nut foreseen. It was he, not 1, that had 
the better position. True, I was a pawn ahead, 
hut his pieces wore a menacing look. The specta- 
tors still smiled eni'ouragingly, but I felt uneasy. 
The waxen face of the Autoinaton was immobile 
us ever, bull was getting warm — probably owing 
to the pressure of the (uowd. My Queen was 
needed at homo to protect a weak spot, and my 
Rook was confined by my own pieces. Something 
must he dune. My invariable rule in chess-play 
has been to make my move first, and examine the 
result ulterwurds; they were generally in the 
nature of a surprise — to myself. Acting on this 
impulse, 1 hastily rushed a knight to the defence, 
only to have it pinned hy a Rook. To retire him 
was impossible, and to reinforce him required two 
moves. Feeling that ho was lost, 1 regarded the 
moment us opportune fur resigning, and so 
abandoned the game. The struggle had lasted 
about fifteen minutes. Thu play was rapid ; only 
twice on each side was uin extra time consumed in 
deliberation, and once, after touching a piece, diii 
Ajeeb change his mind and move another. How- 
ever, 1 did not oxact the penalty. 

Seriously, 1 am hardly willing to accord Ajeeb 


the high rank claimed for him by his admirers. I 
think there arc a dozen players in New York who, 
under favorable conditions, could make an even 
score with him. But, you may ask, did 1 discover 
the secret of the im'chaiiism ? I did not. Its c<in- 
striiction is most ingenious, tmt I cannot reoist the 
conviction that the player is concealed somewhere 
within the figure and in full sight of the board, 
disappearing through some ingenioiisiy concealed 
opening in the floor. The style of the board and 
men forbid any other interpretation. Electricity 
is not used, and the duties of the attendant are 
simply those 1 have mentioned. The figure, too, 
is by no means rigid, as when necessary to make a 
capture on the opposite side of the hoard the hodv 
bends over. I may add, however, that my oppor- 
tunities for investigation were not vey good, but I 
propose to repeat the visit at an early date, and if 
I succeed in fathoming the mystciy will let you 
kiioxv. 

But who is Ai^cb ? — for undoubtedly some 
strong player is the invisible force. Evidently he 
is not an American, for all our players of Ids 
strength can be definitely located. Permit me to 
hazard a guess, for it is “only this, and nothing 
more.” A. G. Burn of Liverpool, one of Eng- 
land’s strongest provincial plavcrs, arrived here 
shortly before the autom.iton with the intention of 
making this country his home. So strong a player 
would, doubtless, frequent the Chess resorts, but 
he has disappeared from puldie view and his 
whereabouts is unknown. Analyzing the name of 
the Automaton, A-jec-b, we find it corresponds 
with the initials of the English player. But this is 
only idle fant;y, offered as such, and is based on 
no knowledge of actual fact. The secret is care- 
fully concealed, and rightly too, as were it gener- 
ally known one-half the (rhurm would he lost.

It is pratifyiiiiX to state that the (lity 
Council has adopted a recommendation 
made a year aijo in reference to a new , 
Board of Health. | 

The ordinance c.reatinj? it is as follows: — 
“A Board of Health is hereby estab- 
lished, wliieh shall consist of the Mayor, 
ex o.//lf'to, and live other persons appointed 
as provided hy section six of the (Mty 
(Miai ter; of whom one shall he a member 
of the Common ('oiineil, and three per- 
sons not members of the (,'ity (’onncil. 

“The Board sliall have and exercise all 
the powers which any Board of Health of 
the City of Newton may have liy law.” 

The active and comprehensive manner 
with which this Board has dealt with the 
important and often perplexing questions 
of the Department has fully ])rovcd the 
wisdom of the Act. 

Its influence has been beneficial. Our 
citizens are hecomiiiff more interested in 
matters pertaining to the public health, 
and have a better understanding of the 
means to he used to improve the sanitary 
condition of their homes and of tlie city at 
On recommendation of this Board, 
as a health measure, the City Council have 
voted to 8uppl,v Station street and Thomp- 
sonville with city water. 

The collection of house olTal has been 
rejxulaily and satisfactorily made. 

Also tlie contract for work of the odor- 
less excavator has been well performed. 

I recommend that vacant land of snita- 
hle size and location in each ward he rein- 
ed by the city for public play-e:rouiids, 
where the ncetled exercise and sports of 
boys may he properly enjoyed hy them. 

1 renew a former recommendation, that 
arransoments he made to provide conve- 
nient places for bathinji: and swimmiii", 
for the penefit of the public. The advan- 
tajxes to health are ajiparent to all. The 
lakes and noiids in central locations arc 
becomini; so surrounded by residences, 
that the former opportunities no Ioniser 
exist. Therefore there is a p^rcater neces- 
sity for makinpj the provision suj;<rcsted. 

The cost of this department for the year 
1885 was §2280.(59. 

SEWERAGE. 

I remind you that this subject is one of 
vital importance. Its nmjxnitnde and in- 
fluence upon the health and development 
of the city, are so ^^reat that it should re- 
ceive your earnest and serious considera- 
tion. ^ 

The Metropolitan Drainage Commission, 
of which a prominent citizen of this city 
is a member, appointed by his Excellency 
the Governor for the purpose of investi^at- 
in<x and roportinj.? a plan for the drainai^e 
of the valleys of the Charles, Mystic, N\‘- 
pon.set, ami Blackstone x’vers, will soon 
submit their report to the Legislature. 
Tlie results of their investijjation will be 
of "reat value in determining the best plan 
for the disposition of the se\vap:e of New- 
ton. 1 recommend the ".ippoiiiLnient of a 
special committee on scwerap:e, and that a 
reasonable approjniatioii be made for nec- 
essary expenditures.

NEWTON FREE LIRRARY. 

The establishment of a free library to 
furnish all citizens an equal o]>portnnity 
for reading; and study is a wise and public 
benefaction. It is an institution whose re- 
strainincr and rcfiniiii; influences are widely 
extended. 

The numher of volumes in the library is 
28,:H1. 145(1 hooks have been added dnrinc: 

the year. The eirenlation the past year 
was 8:1,088. Of this numher. 41,518 were 
distributed hy (ho delivt*ry, as follows: 

Newton ville. 0472; Newton f centre, 80.88; 
Auburndale, 5700; Newton Hi»;hlands. 5:140; 
West Newton, 40:17; Upper Falls, 4448; 
Lower Falls, 2408; Nonantuin. 427. 

The cost to the city of maintaining the 
Lihrarv for the year 1.885 was §7498.08. 

The Library lias received for several years 
income from the followitifj generous dona- 
tions: Speare Fund, §70.00; Jewett Fund, 
§815.00; Read Fund, §:108.77. 

The intention, I think, of donors is to 
ju’ovide means to furnish extra advantages 
to the Library, and not to contribute to the 
ordinary expenses of maintenance. If this 
were the custom, and so understood, it 
would undonhtcdly influence m:iny of the 
liberal friends of the Library to make tfifts 
for sjiecisil departments, thus addin;; lar;;ely 
to its attractiveness and influence. 

'Fhe Tnistoes have recommended that the 
Library huildiin; be enlar;;ed to provide 
needed additional facilities. The estimated 
expense is about §9,009. 

I recommend that the city continue its 
contribution towards the maintenance of 
the free reading-room in Ward 8. 

3 VATKR DEPARTMENT. 

The Water Board has pursued a well- 
defined and approved policy in the manage- 
mont of this important department, which 
is so intimately rcl-ated to the welfare and 
growth of the city. 

The works are in good condition; the 
pumping-station, reservoir, and filter-basin 
are well kept. 

There was laid in 1885, 17.005 feet of 
water main, making a total of 72.9 miles. 

215 services were added, making the 
whole number 8134. 

The numher of hydrapts is 444. 

The average daily use of water iu 1885 
was 014,51(58 gallons. 

'Fhe receipts of the Water Department 
for the year 1885 were §58.840.00. 

Expen ditures. 

Maintenance - . - . .$12,873.40 

Interest oji bonds - - 58,100.00 

Sinking-fund for water debt • - 17,000.00 
Amount of water bonds issued to 

date 997,000.00 

From a careful calculation, it is estimated 
that about. 15,000 of the iiopulatioii are 
su|)plied by the city water, and about 5,000 
from wells and other sources. 

For the better waiter service of certain 
districts of the city now insufficiently 
supplied hy the present reservoir, notably 
Chestnut Hill, Beacon-street Hill, anil 
Institute Hill, a high-service supply is 
no ; 5SS iry. 

'Fhis is a matter of great importance to 
these localities, and I recommend it to your 
c a re f u I i 11 vcK t i ga t i on . 

1 recommend for your consideration the 
advisability of a general use of meters. By 
this means, the water used is accurately 
ni<*asui e(l, and consumers pay for the actual 
(luaiility used. It is not only an equitable 
way, hut would result in decreasing the 
wasteful use of water. Its efl’uct would be 
henelir.ial on the water supply. The meters 
sliouhl he owned, furnished, and kept iu 
Older hy the city, and rented to water- 
takers at a fair annual rate.

'Fhe citv Hail Inis been well ))aiiitcd, and 
its appearance greatly improved. 

'Fhi* I’rospect and Hamilton .schoolhouses 
anil Sle. liner No. 1 House have also been 
jiaintcd. 

Additional healing capiicity has boon 
added in Kevcr:il of the schoolhouses. 

By order td the State inspector of build- 
ings, a lire es» :ipe has been placed in the 
Ad:ims, and a small partition in the ^.'lalliu 

Sehoollnm.se. 

Vonr Mi^eiition is particularly called to 
the dangerous eoiiditlon of the drainage at 
II se H in>e Vo. L Upper Falls, and at 
Steamer House No. 2, West Newton. 

'I'lo* Hi<;h Sehool lias outgrown the ca- 
ptieity of the present building, and addi- 
tional room is needed. The matter has 
In en e.'trei (illy considered by a joint com- 
niittm* of the’ School Jioartl and Cominit- 
le(* on I'nl lie property, who have inves- 
tigated vari.ius proposftioiis relative to in- 
cre:ised aeeoniinodutioiis. 

Rians of a suhstaiitial building, adapted 
in di'^i 'll and size to the purposes of the 
High Seho d, have been submitted to the 
j lint eommittee, and have been approved. 
It is proposed that a section onlv of the 
eont(*niplalcd new building be built imme- 
diatid.v, the iiov part to be erected in the 
rear ol the nietieiit building. 

By this)d:,n the new jiurtioLi. used in 
•'.oniieelion with the present building, will 
proviih^ ample accommodation for many 
years to come. 

While an entirely new building would 
iindonhtedly be in inuiiy respects more satis- 
laidoiy, yet under the circumstances it 
woulcT lie so large an expense as to bo en- 
iin ly niiwai ranted. 

'Fhe iiuilding of a dilll-hull for military 
and ealistheiiic purposes Is also recom- 
mended. 


'Flic <i])propi'intion for tliis department, 
outside of constructing new bnihiiiigs, was 
§10,(>(K).(k); the amount expended was §11,- 
8I5.2;l. The excess was largely in conse- 
(liienceof work ordered by the State inspec- 
tors of buildings. 

I’ARKS. 

The work u])on Farlow Park has been 
comploted in accordance with plans adopt- 
ed by tlie City Government. 'Wio total 
cost of tlie jiark is §40,(155..85, less the 
amount of betterments, §14,181.09, and sale 
of buildings, etc., §:l, 150.50; making an 
actual cost to the ,city of §2;l, 822.8(5. To 
(be expense of maintenance should ho 
added the interest on §25,(M)0 four per 
cent park bonds due April 1, 1008. 'Fhe 
park contains about three and one-fourth 
acies. f 

A numher of the small^or parks have 
been regraded, furnished with trees, and 
otherwise ornamented. The amount ex- 
Iiended on the parks for the year 1885 was 
§t>8(50.85. I am gratified to state that an 
appropriation lias been made for the 
ndoiMinent of our highways, hv setting out 
shade-trees along the roadsides conneet- 
ing the various villages. 

STREET LIGHTS. 

The large number of petitions received 
for the additional street lights indicates 
the reciuireinents and n])preciation of the 
public for well-lighted streets. 

'Fhe whole numher of street lights is 
1818, of which 790 arc supplied with gas, 
and i)2;5 are supplied with oil. 80 new 
lights have been added during the past 
year. 

The extra large lights in some of the 
juiblic squares are a great convenience to 
travellers, and a valuable aid to the night 
patrolmen. 'Fhese lights and those at the 
drinking-foniitains should he left burning 
all night; hy a simple automatic arrange- 
ment. they can he made self-extinguishing. 
Prompt attention should be given to the 
necessity of li;jhtiiig the streets every 
night when artincial light is needed. 

'Flic cost of this department for the year 
1885 was §20.498.(50. 

Tlie fuel supplied for the public buildings 
cost §4.88 per ton, the expense for the year 
being §5811.58. 

The contract for the street lights expires 
May 14, 1887. 

I recommend, before makin;j another 
contract, that a special examination bo 
made as to the adaptability and cost of 
electric lighting for a portion of the streets. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The duties of ibis Department have been 
performec) wiih cliar.icteristic promptness 
and efficiency. 

'Fhe Fire Alarm has been maintained in 
excellent order. 

'Fhe apiiaratus is all in good working 
condition except Steamer No. 2, which 
needs a new boiler. It h:is been in service 
for 14yeai8. 

It will be necessary to purchase addi- 
tional flre-bose, probalily about 1.600 feet, 
early in the year. 

During the year, the Fire Department has 
responded to 88 alarms, being 82 more thaii 
in the previous year. 

In addition to the above, 10 fires have 
been extinguished hy the police rnd citi- 
zens without alarm. 

'Fhe loss resuhiiig from these fires was as 
hdlow’s: —

Two new fire-alarm signal boxes have 
been added during the year, making the 
total numher 53. 

II hydrants have been added, increasing 
the nii'mber.now in use to 444. 'Fhe Cliief 
of Department recommends the addition of 
i;l. The locations suggested by him are 
well selected. 

Many citizens of Wards 1 and 2 request 
that a tower striker be placed iu some 
suitable locality at Nonantnm, on or near 
either of the great mills there. They desire 
the henetitof it not only to obtain the lire 
alarms readily, but also to accommodate 
the schools. 

I would suggest to mill ow’ners the ad- 
visaiiility of placing private fire-alarm 
boxes upon their premises for their exclu- 
sive use. with which the Fire Department 
will make connection. 

I renew a recommendation previously 
made, that the various schoolhouses he 
provided with private llro-alarni signal 
boxes. 

The Chief recommends the placing In re- 
serve one of (he steamers, and the jmrehase 
of a chemical engine. He suggi.’sts that the 
contemplated rep.iirs upon Steamer 2 may 
be delayed, and the money used to make 
such purchase. The recommendation 
should receive your very careful cousidora- 
tioii. 

From my observation of the workings 
and advantages of cheiiiic.il engines. 1 have 
no hesitation in saying that I regard them 
us superior fire extinguishers. 

The ajrpropriatiou for this Department 
for the year 1885 w’as §22.990.00; the amount 
expended was 24,752.17. 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT. 


It lias been the practice in Newton for 
many years to maintairr superior roads. 
The deiirand fur them lias become so gene- 
ral that it is apparently a necessity with 
our citizens. 

This extensive and* growing department 
involves the expenditure of htrge sums of 
money, and great care and skill in its man- 
ugement. 'Flie amount of the general ap- 
propriation for highways, for the year 1885, 
was §89,(500,000.

To maintain the streets iu good order, 1 
believe it to be essential that the plan 
should be adopted and adhered to, of lak- I 


ing good c ire of what, we have; of tbor- 
ongiily repairing and i'('dreHN{ng the roads 
at the beginning of the year before other 
work is begun. 'Fliis would not only insure 
a imiforiiily good condition of the streets, 
blit would also rennlt in a great saving, by 
preventing the deterioration of our higlr- 
wnvs wbicb are so expensive to rebuild. 

Thorongb and permanent work should be 
done upon onr streets, but great discrhnl- 
nation is necessary to determine the appro- 
priate quality and plan to be adopted. 
Careful and cmrect estimates of the cost 
should be made. 

It apni’ni'M to mo »liat the tendency is to- 
wards floing new woik too expensively. So 
mncli time and money are applied to a 
small space, that a very large extent of 
streets greatly needing repairs is neglected. 

The general average condition of the 
liigbvvavsis not kept up to tlie standard re- 
quired by tbeaniouniH expended. 

One K(‘rinns elemenf of cost wbicb has ex- 
isted in tins department for many years is 
the beginning of too m iny different pieces 
of work at the same time, and without siiffl- 
cierftly deflnilp plans. 

It would be far cheaper and give better 
sktisfaetion. when a work Is liegnn, to put 
a sufficient force upon it to carry all the 
various parts along together. It would be 
completed iti less time, and at much less ex- 
pense. 

There should bo a systematic method of 
book-keeping in this department, with ap- 
propriate ledger accounts; the items to be 
proinptlv entered and posted, so that the 
nature of the work and amounts expended 
may bo easily obtained. 

In reference to contract, work in this de- 
partment, my opinion is that Ibe city, with 
its (Mostly and complete equipment, with 
abundant mateiial adapted and* accessible 
Un doing good wi»rk, oiizbt, with |)roper 
management, to produce a bettor quality of 
work, and at a lower figure, than would be 
probable hy contract work. 

In the employment of men in the various 
departments of the city,, preference should 
always be given to citizens. 

I call your attention particularly t-o the 
fact that many of the concrete sidewalks 
are out of repair, and in some cases danger- 
ous. P(d)lic safety requires that the defects 
be promptly remedied. 

CITY ENGINEER. 

The work of this department has been 
routine in character, yet the demands upon 
the office have been constant and nu- 
merous. 

In the laying out. and construction of new 
streets, ami improvements likely to become 
pnlrllc and to he maintained at the expense 
of the city, it is desirable that the prelimin- 
ary steps he carefully taken. The subdi- 
viding of properties, and Ihe grade and 
quality of the streets should be in accord- 
ance with carefully prepared plans, so that 
the various conditions and interests may be 
adjusted advantageously to liind-owners 
and to the city, and the construction, drain- 
age, and maintenance of the streets re- 
duced to the lesist necessary cost. I recom- 
mend that the City Engineer bo aulhonzed 
to co-operate with citizens in the selection 
of plans, and establishment of grades of 
new streets, so that when completed they 
luay be acceptable to the city. 

'The cost of this Department for the year 
1885 was §0750.00. 

POOR DKPART.MENT. 

The arrangements for caring for those 
who are dependent upon the city for whole 
or partial support are ample and comforta- 
ble. 

Under the care of the Matron and War- 
den. the Alinsiiouso and Farm are well 
conducted. 

The number of inmates at present at the 
Almshouse is 30. 

'Fhis numher is likely to be increased in 
the winter iiionibs. 

About the usual amonnt of outside assist- 
amto has been given. 

'Fhe Board of Overseers direct this bene- 
ficent work with (lisciuiiou and kinaly con- 
sideration. 

'Fhe cost of maiiitainiiig the Almshouse 
for the year 1885 was §4.044.41; the cost of 
aid to poor outside the Almshouse fur 1885 
was §8*500.15. 

'Fo facilitate the vvork of the farm, two 
narrow wooden bridges have b(*en built 
across the tracks of the railroad which runs 
tjirougli it. 

'Fhe city farm contains about fifty-eight 
acres, and is located in such close proxim- 
ity to the new railroad that it seeniH prob- 
able. tlraf, in a few years, the land will be 
marketable at a price which will make it 
desirable to seek amither location. 

It Is understood that the Newton (Jircuit 
Railroad will be in operation about October 
next. 

CLAFI.IN GUARD. 

The now armory recently provided for our 
military organiz .tion was completed and 
occupied during May last. 

'Fhe building was thoroughly fitted up, is 
in every way well adapted to the purposes 
of the Company, and is probably one of the 
best armories in the Stale. 'Fhe cost of the 
armory was §12,000. 

Tlie length of service of the cuminanding 
officer has brungliC our Company to the 
right of the line in the Regiment. This 
fact, with the marked abilities of the Cap- 
tain, and the military qualities of the mem- 
bers, give a gratifying rank to the urgaiiizu- 
tion. 

'Fhe net cost to the City for the year 1885 
was §421.80. ' 

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

'Fhis Department, instituted for the pro- 
tection of life and properly, and lor the 
maintenance of good order, has performed 
effective service. 

'Fhe present force consists of a Marshal, 
Sergeant, and sixteen Patrolmen. 

As a matter of better protection and pub- 
lic requirement, 1 recommend an addition 
of two Patrolmen the present year. 

'File several Police Stations are iu neat and 
cuiiveuieut order. 

During the year 489 arrests have been 
made fur various causes. 

'FwelvH liuiidred tramps have been lodged 
and fed, a number 300 less tliuu the year 
previous. 

'Fhe force has been diligent in prosecut- 
ing violators of the law. 'Fhe aid retuiered 
the Departiueiit by bis Honor, the Standing 
Justice of the Police Court, is heieby as- 
kuewledged.

The coat of the Department for the year 
im was $10,408 17. 

CONCIiUSION. 

I have received, in a general w«y, the 
condition and work of the Heveral depart- 
meiita. A more detailed statement you will 
obtain from the several rep<n tH of city of- 
floei'H which should bo furnished you. Let 
us now a«idreHH ourselves to the important 
duties we have been delegated to perfoim. 
with a just appreciation of «»ur re-<poiisibiity, 
and of our accountabiiity as pubiic servants. 


After the inaujjuration exercises both 
branches of the (.’ity Council met in tlioir 
respective chambers. Alderman Pettoe 
was chosen President of the board on the 
sixth ballot, and in the Common Council 
,1. W. French was re-elected Clerk. In a 
joint convention (h>l. I. F. Kintisbiiry was 
re-elected City Clerk and J. A. Kenrick, 
Treasurer. B. F. Otis was re-clected Au- 
ditor by a vote of 17 to 4. An order was 
adopteu by both branches appointiti^ a 
joint special committee of five to investi- 
ate the duties pertaining to and the con- 
uct of the omco of Auditor, and they 
were instructed to report to the City 
Council, before Jan. ‘25, any recommenda- 
tion as to management of the ottice. The 
Auditor has found it impossible to do all 
the work of the ofticer alone. 

Orders were adopted for printing 600 
copies of the Mayors address; authorizim; 
the City Treasurer to borrow $425,000 in 
anticipation of taxes; $5,150 to meet a 
school note due the present month, $1,777 
to meet the interest on city bonds and 
school notes, $51,177 for tlie expenses of 
the various department’s for 1887. 

Alderman Nickerson ofTered an order 
authorizing the city treasurer to honor the 
drafts of tlio superintendent of streets, in 
favor of discharged laborers, the sum not 
to exceed $0,000. Adopted. 

Alderman Powers ofTered an order 
authorizing the mayor to cause the flags to 
be raised and the bells to be rung on the 
22d of February next, the expense of 
same to be charged to the miscellaneous 
expense account. Adopted. , 

Alderman Nickerson ofTered an order 
that the highway surveyors bo authorized 
to expend $4(XX), for expenses during the 
month of January, the same to be charged 
to the account of highway general repairs. 
Adopted. 

The Mayor appointed Alderman Grant 
and Mason as the committee on the joint 
rules and orders. 

The treasurer was authorized to honor 
the drafts of tiie superinteii lent of the 
water w’orks for an amount not to exceed 
$3000. 

Alderman Nickerson offered an order 
that payments to day laborers be made 
semi-monthly and the practice of the assign- 
ment ()f wages discouraged. Adopted..

of the reading room .at West Newton. 

An order was adopted authorizing a con- 
ference with the li. A. II. II. ofhcials in 
relation to reopening a passageway at Au- 
burndale. 

A petition from residents of wards one 
and two, calling attention to the l»ad con- 
dition of i»ortions of Watertown, Chapel 
and (’alifornia streets, was referred to the 
highway committee. 

The bt)ard then took .a recess. Upon re- 
assembling, the mayor announced the fol- 
loNving committees:

Closing Rcmarkfl of Alderman Henry. 

Mr. Mayor:— I wish to thank yjm for the 
utdversal courtesy received at your hand 
during our long service in the City Gov- 
ernment. 

I wish also to bear my teslimonv to the 
cfliciency of the other city oflicials with 
whom I have been connected in the com- 
mon course of duty. 

For nine long years I Ijave examined the 
accounts of your City Treasurer, and have 
never found a mistake on his books. 
Your (Mtv Clerk has the law at his com- 
mand in iiis head, and the gospel in his 
heart, which elements walk abroad in the 
ubiquity of benqvolcnce; alike to both are 
the varieties of faith and the vicissitudes 
(»f climate; they have no object but the 
happiness of man, and no boundaries, 
eventually, but the extremities j)f creation. 
The City Auditor, the City Engineer, the 
Superintendent of Sfrects, with whom I 
have so much to do, I consider most use- 
ful men for their position in the city. 
Other public servants are equally faithful, 
but those spoken of have been more di- 
rectly connected with the department 
where I h.avo been on the committee. 

Tlie growth of Newton is comparatively 
slow — only about 3 1-3 per cent per annum 
for the last five years; the citizen|t being 
largely Boston merchants, they do not have 
the interest, or rather do not exercise the 
enterprise they should, for the growth and 
well-being of their adopted home. There 
are probably one hundred Boston mer- 
chant residents of Newton, that could, 
without detriment to their business or 
pecuniary loss to themselves, build one 
new house every ye.ar and sell to new 
comers, thereby augmenting the growth, 
prosperity, ami taxable ])roperty of the 
city. 

I have built four good houses in Newton, 
which, with the land of small dimensions, 
stand on the city v.aluation at about fifty 
thousand dollars, and with the exception 
of the one 1 now occupy, are all sold or 
rented to most excellent people, and I have 
lost no money on them, and if I have made 
none, it will bo a source of satisfaction t«) 
mo in years to come, if I live when this 
city assumes amazing proportions, to bo 
able to say, ‘*1, too, in a humble way to be 
sure, helped raise this edifice, and contrib- 
uted to its growth in its more lowly 
stages.

Tho Inaugural. 

Mayor Kindiall’s third inaugural is a 
very intcreRting and instructive public 
document. NeecBRarily brief, it Ih at the 
same time exceedingly comprehensive, and 
gives in outlino such a view of city alTairs 
as will make it most valmahle both to tho 
members of tho city council and to the 
citizens at large. Mayor KimbaH’s long 
experience enables him to give many most 
timely recommendations. I 

The introduction of tlie address is de- 
voted to impressing upon the city council 
the need of a thorough knowledge of city 
affairs, punctual attendance upon commit- 
tees, and a careful and systematic plan of 
work. Too much cannot bo said upon 
these points. I lap-hazard work is always 
injudicious and expensive, and the public 
demands of its servants even more care in 
the transaction of its business than they 
would bestow upon their own. We hope 
also the Mayor’s suggestions in regard to 
tho exceeding of expenditures will bo 
heeded. 

It appears the rate of taxation per 
$1000 in lvS84 was $14.40; in 1885, $14.00. 
This is a succinct commenLiry upon the 
financial managemoiit of the city which 
needs no elaboration. 

Tho recommendation made in regard to 
sewerage wti most heartily api)rove, and 
only wish his Honor had gone still further. 
We do not believe this is a matter which 
brooks delaj'. The introduction of water 
always brings with it the difiiculty of dis- 
posing of it. Ill some parts of the city it 
is already impossible for the earth to take 
care of all tlio water which is now used; in 
fact we have heard of some families where 
the use of water was limited on account of 
tho difiiculty of disposing of it. If the 
city, as a whole, is not ready for a general 
system of sewerage, we believe the city 
government should devise some plan to 
relievo those parts of the city where 
sewerage is necessary, rather than longer 
leave it to individuals to take care of 
themselves in this respect. 

'I’lio questions of iiigh service and the 
general use of meters we understand have 
already received some consideration by the 
Water Board, and now that his Honor has 
called tho attention of the city council to 
them will probably be satisfactorily dealt 
with at; no distant day. 

If we can read between the lines of the 
Mayor’s remarks upon street lights, we 
should say that he fully apiireciates the 
fact that the present system is not alto- 
gether satisfactory. The contract for 
lighting tho streets provides that they 
shall bo lighted twenty nights in each 
month and such other nights when tho 
moon is supposed to shine as the City 
Marshal shall deem necessary. Our ex- 
perience would lead us to say that there 
are about as many nights when the moon 
is due that tho streets need lighting as at 
any other time. We believe tho con- 
venience and safety of our citizens require 
that tho streets be lighted every night dur- 
ing tho year. 

It seems to us 8iirj)risiug that tho City 
Council has m»t before this acted upon the 
Mayiu’s recommendation previously made, 
ami now renewed, tliat fire-alarm signal 
boxes bo placed upon the various school- 
hoii.ses. 'I'lie necessity for this action is 
tot) obvious to need comment. 

'Lbe inaugural contains many recom- 
mendations which wo liavo not touched 
upt)n, hilt which are most worthy of con- 
sideration. 'i'he City Council at its meet- 
ing upon Momlay ordered the address 
l)rinte(l, and it will soon be ready ft)r dis- 
tribution. Wo commend its careliil read- 
ing to all our citizens. 

— Ill looking over the nunies of those who have 
faithfully serveil the eity, we find that we are 
grcatlx iiulehtcd to e\-Aldennaii Henry. He hus 
been in the C'ity ('ouncil for nine years; has been 
on the Highway C'oininittee eight years, besides 
being Chuirnian of the Finance Committee, Chair- 
man of Commiitee on ('laiins, Chuirnian ol Com- 
mittee on Lieenses, Chuirnian of Committee on 
Parks, Chuiriniin of Committee on Expenditure of 
Beuil Fund, besides having been on Street Light 
Coininittec; PreHitluut of I'oininon ('ouncil, Presi- 
dent of Board of Health, President of Board of .\1- 
derinen. In all the positions whieh he has filkul 
und honored, Ahlerinan Henry has shown givat 
industry uinl tlevotion to the interests of our (iur- 
den ('ity. No inun has ever been more devoted to 
the wants of onr town, und no one is more entitled 
to (he gruU'fnl thanks of all onr citizens. And 
yet, notwithstanding his rigiil fidelity he has not 
even received a vote of thanks for ull his vuhiuhle 
labors. We all know ingratitude is a terrible sin, 
yet in this case it is sheer carelessness that he has 
not been reineinimred. Our eitizens are always 
grateful for w hat is done for them, and we are ecr- 
tain that no one stands higher as u faithful and de- 
voted publie otliccr, or who will in the future ever 
he forgotten.

The Salyation Army. 

Spending a Sabbath recently in one of 
the smaller cities of New England where 
the Salvation Army has a post, and meet- 
ings have been held for a year or two, I 
felt interested to attend, having never been 
present at a meeting of this organization. 
Half-an-hour before the appointed time the 
people began to gather in the place where 
the services are held— a rather small, low 
hall over a lager beer saloon. The walls 
were neither plastered nor painted, but 
newspapers had been pasted over the rough 
boards, and the beams had been white- 
washed, and the walls were brightened 
with occasional pictures, mottoes, and illu- 
minated Bible verses. Over the platform, 
small American flags were tastefully ar- 
ranged and a few army mottoes; one of 
these, ‘’Blood and Fire,” seemed a strange 
one, but it was apparently explained by an 
illusion ill one of the prayers, to the sol- 
diers of this army, as going forward to 
conquer through the blood of Christ, and 
the lire of the spirit. 

Old people came, and little children; but 
most wore in youth or middle age; the 
Afajor presiding over the Eastern division, 
including New England, was present that 
day. He was a young Scotchman, with a 
slight brogue, a jileasant voice, and ear- 
nest manner. The Captain, who belongs 
to the city, was a quiet, gentlemanly 
young man, a native of England. The 
leading members of the army sat on the 
platform and wore small Ijadges; most 
were mt*n, but a few “Ilallelnjali lassies” 
were am >jjg them, and assisted materially 
in the siiigiug; a few tarniiouriiies were to 
he seen, liiit were not used, and are proba- 
bly kept for open air meetings. One thing 
seemed tc» mark all the Salvationists — a 
most happy expression of countenance; 
not. a sad face was seen among them all; 
they looked as if religion ivas worth some- 
thing to tiiein. 

The exercises began with a praise meet- 
ing, and the time w;is not only marked by ! 
the leader, but by the beating of the feet, | 
and rlai»ping of the hands of a few* of the 
s«>bliei s: s»nne of she songs were fi «»m Hie 
(lo.vjnd 11, inns of Moody and Sankey, but 
most of tliein were tlieir .Vrmy liymiis ; some 
of the tiiiifs were .secular, taken for this 
iiNe. oiluM.*. familial to most attendants on 
])iayer meetings, while a few strongly re- 
miinlcd one of the plantation melodies of 
the .Jubilee singers. 

The .Scripture reading of the -Major 
seemed very appropriate, as he seleeteil 
the ll’ith rsalm. He said, many found fault 
with the noise of the army of Salvationists, 
hut when the Bible bids them make a J<»y- 
ful iioihc unto the Lord, they need not 
kec!» silent; they had the word of (hid for 
it: men di<l not mind noise in a gathering 
for ph asuie, or for business, or a jiolitieal 
meeting; on exebaiige there w;is noise 
enough w hen stocks were iilVered for sale, 
why iieeil they keep quiet when the gospel 
was olVered, without jiriee, to iiien'i* In 
Englainl lie once went into a political meet- 
ing where there was loud Iinrraliiiig; when 
it was (piiet he asked a man near iiini why 
he had been cheering, and he said he 
didn’t know; who was the last speaker ho 
could not tell; what lie had saiil he did not 
know, he had only shunted because the 
rest did. That wasn’t their way; they 
iinule a noise heeauso they were glad— it 
was always ‘‘a joyful noise.” He told of 
Bicliard Weaver’s work in England, and of 
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how ho went about the country .singing 
the song of his exporionco; then ho sang 
that song with a fine voice. Another told 
how once they had gathered to pray for 
sinners in a certain place, and when they 
loft their hall some of those very men 
derided them as cranks; hut they didn't 
care ; they were poor and despised; but so 
was the Saviour, and like Him, and in his 
name, they were trying to save the lost. 
They wore saved sinners themselves, and 
were socking out the unsaved ones, and 
they eared not what names men called 
them by, if they might w in them to Christ. 

One said he had been thinking of the 
name Christian, and when it was first used 
at Antioch, perhaps it was as had a name 
as crank is now; that had eoinc to he a 
good name, so had Methodist, and Baptist, 
which were given in derision. He 
thought a peculi.ar people were always 
needed who were so much in earnest that 
men w’ould laugh at them, and give them 
nicknames; Salvationists they were called, 
hut w hen that name came to have no re- 
proach in it, he thought there would be a 
company formed with a new’ name to carry 
on the same work. 

The crank of a gatling gun does good 
execution, said the next speaker; and he 
was sure “cranks” of this sort w’cre use- 
ful; he thougiit crank meant courage, and 
w’hen a man was brave enough, and enough 
in earnest to work for souls, without mind- 
ing what people called him, he believed he 
w’oiild conquer the enemies of the Lord. 

A brother said, no doubt the people of 
Jericho thought it w’as surely a company 
of cranks that w’ere marening day after 
day around their city; hut the walls fell 
down; so they would keep on, and hoped 
at length the strongholds of sin would 
fall before them. 

The army of Gideon, another thought, 
seemed about as foolish as theirs; they 
must break their pitchers, and let the 
light shine out, and then a few could con- 
quer a host. 

One told how he had been picked out of 
the gutter, his feet taken from the miry 
clay and set on the rock, and lie w.as grate- 
ful that there was a Salvation Army that 
W’as fighting for the souls of men. 

A w’oman said she little thought, a year 
ago, that she should ever he in such a 
place as that; but she w’as there, and happy 
in the Lord w’ho had redeemed her. 

A sweet-voiced woman sang of the way 
in which the Salvationists were regarded, 
and of . the joy of winning souls for the 
Master at any price. 

She w’Jis followed by a brother, who, 
frequently ejaculating Hellelujali, told how 
hjippy he w.as in fighting the battles of the 
Lord, and in having so glorious a Leader, 
through whom they should come off victo- 
rious. 

A sister said that because it was so near 
Christmas, she wanted to remind all that 
hadn’t it that there was a Christmas gift 
ready for them, if they would only take it. 
Some of them might not expect many 
presents, hut their best friend, their 
Heavenly Father, ottered them the best 
gift they could have — His Son to he 
their Saviour, and she wished they w’ould 
not refu.se His gift. 

A woman with a saintly face spoke of 
the gain and blessedness all true friends of 
Jesus had. Men might not seek Him to 
escape from loss and danger, for that, they 
might think, w’ould be long delayed; but if 
we could only show them the joy and 
peace they would gain, the weary, sorrow- 
ing, restless iniiltitiide would seek for Him 
and find Him. 

Singing and prayer there was much of 
between these short tiddresses, and at the 
elo.se a few remained, wlio were, as one of 
tliein expressed it, “sick of sin,” and wish- 
ing aid and counsel. 

H all the meetings of the Salvation Army 
are like that one, they will certainly do 
little harm. S.

Japanese Homes. 

Ill a work upon “Japanese Homes,” 
I’nif. Mor.se says, “If cleanliness is next to 
godliness, then verily the .Japanese are. a 
godly race. Even tlie working classes 
hat lie three times a day. A .laiianese 
laniiliar witli his airy and harn-like tliea- 
Ires, his public readings, under an open 
tciit-like structure, or gatherings in a room 
ill which one or all sides may he open to 
the air, even in midwinter, would look 
upon the usual puhlie gatherings of our 
]i(Mqile in lecture halls, school rooms, and 
other closed ai»:irtiiieiits, wherein the air 
often becomes so foul that people faint and 
Hlruggle to the door to get a breath of fresh 
air — a .Japanese, I say, would justly look 
iqion such practices as filthy to the last 
ilegree.” Public baths arc universal; in 
every village, and in the city, nearly every 
sijuare, hot baths may he had for a cent or 
two. And in every house among the 
higher or middle classes possesses the 
most ample arrangements for hot baths; 
and even aimuig the poorer classes this 
convenience is not wanting, with the added 
convenieuce of public baths everywhere. 

1 noticeil also the jieculiarly agreeable 
odor of the wood used in the structure of 
their houses, wliieli seems to fill the air 
with a delicate peiium«‘; and in this con- 
nection 1 was led to think of the rooms 1 
I had seen in America, encumbered with 


chair.s, hureans, bedsteads, wash stnmhs, I 
etc., ami of the dusty carpets and sufficat- 
iiig w’all pajier, hot with some frantic ilc- 
sign, and perforated with a pair of quail- 
rnngular oiienings, whcdly or partially 
closed .ag.ainst light and air. Hecalling 
this labyrinth of varnished furniture, I 
could but rcinemher how much work is 
entailed upon sonic one properly to attend 
to such a room; and enjoying my contrast, 
the fresh air ami hro.ad Hood of light, limi- 
ted only by the dimensions of the room, 
whieli tliis Japanc.so house affonicd, I 
could not rec.all with any jileasuro the 
stilling apartments w’ith which 1 had been 
familiar at home. 


Charcoal Drawl iigr. 

IIINT.S TO YOUNO ARTISTS IN AN IMPORTANT 
BRANl'II. 

Charcoal drawing has justly acquired an 
immense popularity within the last few 
years. While its technique is simple, and 
a degree of familiarity w’ith it may he 
easily attained w’hicli will enable almost 
any one to m.ake useful studies, the diffi- 
culty of producing finished sketches 
.should not he underrated. It is left for the 
comparative few to accomplish work of 
any great intrinsic value. This fact should 
not, however, discourage the amateui' 
worker. Its sidv.antages .as an aid to other 
work .are manifold, and its use is highly 
commended by competent teachers, who 
consider it the best possible prejiaration to 
the study of oil painting. The distinct 
black mark which it gives and the great 
variety of tones depending upon the pres- 
sure; the many different textures which it 
may be made to represent by charging the 
paper more or less with it; the freedom 
with which it permits corrections at any 
stage of the work; its firmness of point, 
and its dryness, which will allow the stu- 
dent to work as long at a time as he 
pleases, may be reckoned among its advan- 
tages over other mediums employed for 
making sketches. 

The best paper for quick sketching is the 
common French charcoal paper, which is 
strongly ribbed with parallel lines, and 
which gives the worker the full value of 
the first rough and transparent tones from 
which all others must be obtained by some 
process of gradation. Very vigorous 
effects may he accomplished by using pa- 
per with a wooly surface. This is what ar- 
tists call “tooth.” Korn paper, a German 
manufacture, which has a good “tooth,” 
is used by artists who wish to produce del- 
icate effects, but as any erasure is almost 
certain to spoil’the work, novices will do 
well to avoid it. As the student .advances 
and is capable of finer work, a finer and 
more evenly grained paper may be substi- 
tuted. Colored paper is prohibited by 
some teachers as tending to enconr.age 
carelessness as to tones and values. Com- 
mon brown packing paper is, however, 
often used for life-sized drawing of the en- 
tire figure, or other large studies. There 
is excuse for this in that the dark middle 
tint saves much labor and because it is 
cheap. 

Use only the best ch.arco.al. The le.ast 
expensive sorts .are dearer in the end, for 
the reason that they do not run evenly, be- 
ing now soft and now hard, hence frequent 
cutting with much waste. 

There are two methods of charcoal draw- 
ing— the one in which the shading is put in 
with the cniyon point, no blending or rnh- 
hing being allowed; the other, to which the 
charcoal is blended with the stump, no 
lines being visible in the modeling. The 
lattor is the method in the highest f.avor, 
.and is that usually taught in art schools, 
hatching hcing now considered old-fash- 
ioned and inartistic. 

Mr. Frank Fowler has written .an admira- 
ble hook for the use of students and ■ 
schools, entitled, “Drawing in Charcoal 
.and Crayon,” (C.assell Co., Now York), 
from which we glean the following sugges- 
tions as to the treatment of heads in char- 
coal and crayon. In work of this kind it 
is customary to liegiii it in charcoal, and 
KuhKLM|iienily finish it in crayon. The 
crayon is not used, however, until the 
shadows are till put in and the iiroportions 
found to he correct. The outline is first 
sketched in (diarcoal, and afterwards rjare- 
fiilly drawn with a linely jiointed Conte 
cr.ayon No. 2, taking <rare not to make it 
to.» dark and thick. Next block in the hair 
with charcoal in simple masses of light and 
simile, rnhhing in tlie eliareoal in 
close lines, anil then using the stump to 
make one fiat, even tone. Then ])iit in the 
half tints which connect the masses of 
light and shadow in the face. Do this with 
a clean, niedinm-sizeil jjaper stump by 
dragging the charcoal from the shadow 
over the light. Do not put on any new 
charcoal for half-tints, iis it is important 
that they should he kept light at first. 
'J'hen proceed to put in the dark accents of 
shadow, and to takeout the retlectcd lights 
with a hit of hread rolled to a point. The 
features are then hrought into shape hy 
using a sharp pointed charcoal, and a small 
stump. At this point the charcoal is laid 
aside pcrniuntly and the crayon taken up. 
'I'ho No. 2 crayon is luhhed all over the 
masses of shadow already laid in with 
charcoal, and is then sofleiieil with the 
stump in the manner before deserihed, the 
crayon and charcoal together producing a 
beautiful quality of tone. “Crayon sauce” 


is only oinjdoyod for large spaces, and is 
nsefnl in saving time, ns a largo surface 
can ho covered hy it much more quickly 
than with a crayon point, the dark accents 
are then imt in the eyes, nose, mouth and 
ears, a small stump hcing used to soften 
the marks of the crayon; hut imich rubbing ? 
is to he avoided. If the head is to ho dark 
in effect, the stump which has heen used 
for the half-tints may ho gently rubbed 
over the lights, thus making them a gr.ay- 
ish tone. The liigli-lights slumld ho t.akcn 
out with hre.ad rolled to a point, and 
should bo clear and ilistiiict. Beware of 
putting into the hair too much detail. The 
deepest sh.adows and the highest lights 
should always he kept simple, and the de- 
tail confined to the half-tints. 

The animated expression is put into the 
eyes by dark touches in the pupil and un- 
der the lids, while sharp lights arc accent-, 
ed in the iris .and on the eyeball. The 
form of the eyelid is also of importance, 
and should he carefully studied. The 
shape of the nostril has much to do with 
the expression of the face. If its outer 
line is elevated, it will give a bright and 
.animated appo.ar.anco, if it he depi eased, 
the reverse will he the result. The most 
expressive feature is, of (•mrse, the mouth. 
If the lines he cnrveit outward and upward, 
a smiling expression is produced; in the 
sad face the corners of the mouth drop and 
the lines grow str.aight. Soften the hair 
w’horc it touches the face. Do not ho 
afr.aid of losing the point where the h.air 
leaves off and the forehead begins. It 
needs to be lost. 

In dr.awing a head drttw it exactly as you 
see it, emphasizing its salient points, no 
matter how ugly it m.ay appear. The ex- 
pression comes last of all, and with it the 
beauty. In the attempt to m.ake it pretty 
.at first the dnawing is weakened and the 
character lost.

Add two ounces of pearl harley to half a 
pint of boiling w.ater; let it simmer five I 
minutes; drain, and add two (jiiarts of boil- 
ing water, two ounces of sliced tigs, two 
ounces of stoned raisins, and boil until the 
liipiid is reduced one half. Strain it, and 
it is ready for use. This is good for in- 
valids. 

Potato Soup. 

Pare and slice enongli potatoes to make 
1 pint before they are cooked. Poll and 
mash them and season with 1 teaspoon of 
salt, ^ teaspoon of celery salt, and i salt- 
spoon white pepper. Cut celery into dice | 
to make a heaping tablespoonfnl and boil it 
in 1 pint of milk. Make a cream with one 
tablespoon of butter, two heaping table- 
spoons of flour, i pint of water, 1 teaspoon 
of salt, and ^ saltspoon of pepper. Add all 
to the potatoes, and let it boil up twice. 
Peat one egg light, put into the tureen, 
and strain the soup Into it. If wished for 
an invalid, omit the egg and the celery and 
dissolve Liebig’s extract of Peef in the 
soup, according to taste or the physician’s 
directions.

“Kearsarge” and “Pcqnankct'^ Moun- 
iainN. 

Mr. E. G. Chamberlain of Auburndale de- 
livered a very intorestiug lecture before 
the Natural History Society on Monday 
evening, in which bo demonstrated by over- 
whelming evidence that tlie name of 
“Kearsarge” rightfully belongs to tbe 
mountain iu Warner, ^lorriuiack County, 
N. H. By etiually strong evidence it was 
shown that the name of “Peqiiauket” 
properly belongs to tbe mountain in North 
Conway, commonly called “Kiarsarge.” 
Unqi e tionable evidence wai also adduced 
tb.at the United States w.ar steamer 
“Kearsarge” was named for the Warner 
mountain, and for no other. The claim 
that the destroyer of tbe pirate “Alabama” 
derived her name from tbe North Conway 
mountain was shown to bo fraudulent, 
having its inception iu the desire to add to 
the popularity of that famous summer 
resort. That the fraud has lieon partially 
Ruecessful may be attributed to the fact 
Ibat an article over tbe signature of Mr. 
Fox, Assistant Secretary of War under 
President Lincoln, appeared iu Johnson’s 
Cyclopedia about ten years ago. This 
article claims that tbe North Conway moun- 
tain is the genuine “Kearsarge” from 
which Capt. Winslow’s vessel ilerived her 
name. Jobiison’s Cyclopedia claims supe- 
riority to all other works of like character 
on account of tlie great reputation of its 
principal contributors. The lecturer did 
not question the justice of this claim lieyond 
the article of Secretary Fox. Neither did 
lie indicate tlie pro'iaole motive of the 
Secretary in luittiiig forward a claim so 
alisiird in'* the fticc of such conclusive 
evidence to tbe contrary. That tbe claim 
bad even pArtial success w’as -owing to the 
reputation of its author. Tlie fact that 
the claim was not fmt forward until after 
tlie death of Capt. Winslow and other prom- 
inent officials identified with tlie christening 
of the “Kearsarge”; the changing of tlie 
name of tbe hotel at North Conway from 
“Kiarsarge House” to “Kearsarge 
llousfe,” and other suspicious circum- 
stances, were reviewed at length l»y the 
lecturer. 

Mr. Ch'iniberlaiii gave an iu tcrcsting and 
thrilling account of the march of Capt. 
Lovewell and his band of fifty heroes from 
Middlesex County, Mass., to Fryoburg, in 
1752, where they encountered the Indians 
beneath the shadow of the mountain. 
Tills battle, lasting from morning till 
night, was mosj bloody and desperate. 
The redskins outnumbered tbe whites more 
than two to one. Capt. Lovewell was 
killed early in the day, as was also the 
cba])laiii of the company, a young graduate 
of Harvard. The two lieutenants were 
severely wounded, and tbe command ile- 
volved upon Ensign Wyman, wlio jiroved 
amply equal to the emergency. With bis 
own musket, near the close of tbe day, he 
brought down the redoubtable chief of the 
warriors. At tbe death of their chief, the 
Indians* panic-strickeii, fled from the field. 

The results of the battle, notwithstand- 
ing the insignificant number engaged, were 
not less important to the New England col- 
onics than was the surrender of Yorktown 
to tlie United Colonies. Hitherto the set- 
tlemciirs had been constantly exposed to 
the incur.sioiis of the savage foe. But 
now their power was broken. The death 
of their chief and the deadly execution of 
the colonists’ rifles broke their spirit, and 
they fled to Canada. Up to this time set- 
tlements north of tbe Massachusetts line 
bad been sparse ami meagre, but as safety, 
liccamc assured, the country rapidly filled 
up. Pciiiiacook (now Concord) and iieigb- 
boring localities became thriving settle- 
ments, and the ensuing score of years wit- 
nessed the planting of permanent homes 
tbroiigliout all that regitui. 

The true Kearsarge is a commanding 
peak ovevlookir.g a great extemtof country, 
a land-mark for four stsites, and thus pecu- 
liarly fitted to stand Jis a monument of a 
national victory ; while the (Jonway moun- 
tain. grand as it is, is a mere foot-hill to the 
gr(‘at White Moiiiitaiii group, d*)zens of 
whose summits are far higher. But under 
I its apiiropriate name of Pequauket, the 
' latter will well commemorate the most ro- 
: moiitic battle of the New England <*olonies.

In view of the great ’achievement of 
(’apt. Lovewell’s heroic band, bow apiiro- 
priate is it to retain tbe name “Peiiuauket” 

' for tbe mountain overlooking Hie 
scene? Tlie appellation possesses a sig- 
' niticance wliicli will perpetuate tlieir 
patriotic deeds ill the grateful irieinory of 
iinboni generations.

Was the title of the lecture delivered Tues- 
day evening in Armory H.ill by Charles N. 
Thomas in the “Read Fund” course, and 
the very good audience that the topic drew 
went home well repaid for venturing out 
when the mercury had fallen some way be- 
low zero. A stereopticoii formed a valua- 
ble auxiliary to the lecturer, and it was 
very well managed, the views being numer- 
ous aiid promptly displayed when needed. 
The sturdy ligiire of old John Brown was 
the first one thrown on the canvas, and 
with views of the engine house which be- 
came his fort and of the ohl hero stopping 
to kiss a negro baby while on his way to 
execution, gave, warning of the coming 
struggle. Fort Sumpter, the Held of Bull 
Run and striking portraits of many of the 
leading generals on both sides followed. 

Kearney was presented iu a series of 
views as typing the romance of the war; a 
poem to his honor by E. C. Stedman was 
recited and the story of his recognition by 
Lincoln graphically given. Custer was 
also presented in a couple of views as an- 
other of thq same class of dashing heroes. 
Stonewall Jackson was shown as the right 
arm and half the brains of Lee, whom the 
lecturer considered overrated. 

Butler was also presented as he appeared 
in Baltimore days and in the scene where 
he anticipated the emancipation priiclama- 
tion by declaring negroes contraband of 
war. The lecturer showed a kindly feeling 
toward old Ben ami Little Mac whom he 
considered too inueh disparaged, and ile- 
fended with the apposite remark that his 
training as an engineer natnially caused 
the one weakness of inability to act in- 
stantly in an emergency. Of course, Sher- 
man, Thomas and Sheridan were not omit- 
ted, and after high eulogy of Thomas as 
surpassed only by (irant and eipialled only 
by Sherman aiid Sheridan, the formal lec- 
ture closed with a recitation of Sheridan’s 
ride, ueconqtanied with appro|>riate views.

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ARMY SKETCHES. 

Riskj ChristmAA Turkey. 

BY LIKITT. J. DARK ClIANDl.EE. 

In th© winter of 1883, while th© First 
New York Cavalry was quartered up in the 
Shenandoah Valley, the men, when they 
could obtain permission, delighted in ex- 
cursions about the country, which, if they 
had an object at all, it >vas more connected 
with the gratification of the excursionists 
and the killing of time than the exigencies 
of the service and the killing of th© enemy. 

Harry Gilmour’s gang of Moseby’s men 
was in Winter quarters in Page Valley, 
Moseby himself with a considerable force 
was near Warrenton, and McNeill’s gang 
was in the neighborhood of Uppervillc, 
while all through the Blue Ridge and the 
Shenandoah, Loudon and Luray valleys 
bushwhackers were plentiful and vigilant, 
owing to the men home on furlough from 
the Confederate armies. It is therefore 
easily seen that tramping about the coun- 
try on the part of the Union cavalryman 
was not likely to be without the excite- 
ment of danger. 

It was the day before Christmas in the 
First New York Cavalry's camp near Win- 
chester; the weather was cool without 
being bitter, and the sky was as clear and 
bright as that of a May morning, when 
three of Company D’s men made up their 
minds that a scouting excursion was essen- 
tial to their comfort and necessary to keep 
tlieir horses from becoming stiff.

The Silrer Question. 

A letter from a Vermont farmer was 
fctely received by a party in this city, in 
which he says, that several hundred hush- 
•Is of apples from one orchard were sold at 
iRictlon for f/pree cents a delivered 

si the mill. The price received did not pay 
. fhe expense of pickinpe. Allowinp; ten 
•nuts for making into cider, a barrel would 
•08t thii-ty-four cents—eight bushels of 
Spples being required for a barrel of cider. 
Choice apples sold little better, a barrel of 
selected pearmaiiis brinppng only 60 cents. 
The large crop of apples throughout New 
England as well as at the West will in a 
measure account for the 1 o\y price, but the 
^reat underlying cause lies deeper, and is 
fir more difticult to remove—a cause which 
portends disaster to many of our leading 
industries. 

With few exceptions, manufacturing is 
io-day conducted with little or no profit, 
and in many cases at a positive loss. 
Many concerns would suspend or wind up 
altogether were it not for the hope of a 
fivorable turn in the tide. Expenses are 
^rtailed in every possible way; mills are 
vun on short time and the minimum num- 
l»cr of operatives are kept at work. This 
condition of the manufacturing industries 
fe felt t<^> a greater or less degree by all 
tfcOsscs of people, except, perhaps, those 
with fixed incomes. If the mechanic suf- 
fers, 80 must til? farmer, the trader, and 
even the banker and the capitalist. As in- 
dustrial enterprises languish and are relin- 
quished, capital is thrown on the market 
end seeks in vain for profitable investment. 
Even those with fixed incomes find their 
dividends shrinking and their salaries re- 
adjusted at a lower rate. 

In the opinions of many thoughtful men, 
a serious commercial disaster threatens 
this country— one far exceeding in its 
effects any that has hitherto befallen us. 
We are no alarmists, but in all candor, we 
would ask if there are not reasonable 
grounds for these fears— if the constantly 
dhn inishine gold product is not slowly but 
•arely leading to this result? The follow- 
fcg extract is from a pamphlet on the Sil 
iBr Question by W. M. Stewart: 

*^After silver was demonetized and the fact 
became known by the refu.sal of the mints 
ip receive it in exchange for coin, its value 
jlflpclined, as compared with gold, until the 
I ar 1878, when its partial remonetization 
I ^ Congress checked its further decline 
■and produced an upward tendency, which 
•continued until the recent adverse action 
■of the present administration. It is now 
more than twenty-one per cent, below par 
in gold. In 1873, (when silver ivas demon- 
ct'zed), the amount of silver necessary to 
make a silver dollar was worth over tliree 
cents more than the amount of gold neces- 
sary to make a gold dollar. The present 
•idiscount added to the former premium 
dio^vs a decline in the value of silver since 
1873. as compared with gold, of about 25 

£ •' 1 * cent. Labor and property since that 
me have depreciated as compared with 
ffold. more rai)idly than silver. If silver is 
firally demonetized and gold alone used as 
money, there must be a continual decline 
in the i)rice of labor and ])roi)erty. When 
the world shall li ive reached tin* gold stan- 
dar('^, the deidine in prices will have but 
Just l)egun, for tl»e ])rodu(5tion of gold as 
■compared with the rlenriud, is continually 
ierreasing The wear, loss, use iu the 
• arts, and the increasing demands of coin- 
■leree, cannot be sui>plicd from the mines 
known to exist. The probaliilities of 
»ev jliscoveries are diminishing year by 
yeav as the surface of tlie earth is more |

little or uo hope, however, that such I 
action will bo forthcoming. As the coun- 
try increases in size and now States are 
added, interests diverge, and the difllculty 
of securing satisfactory legislation gro>vs 
with each .successive Congress. AVo think 
the time is near when it will bo expedient 
if not absolutely necessary to remodel the 
legislative branches of Government. The 
Senate bears a similar relation to the body 
politic that the British House of liords sus- 
tains to that government, and as a legisla- 
tive body is of little more practical value. 
Through the infiuenco of Alexander Hamil- 
ton, who regarded the common people as 
fit only for “food for powder,” our Con- 
gress was modeled from the English Par- 
liament, in opposition to the wishes of Jef- 
ferson and otliers, who favored a single 
legislative body elected directly by the peo- 
ple. 

In conclusion, we repeat, the industries 
of the country arc literally dying of stran- 
gulation. Gold being the basis of the cur- 
rency, measures and controls the value of 
all commodities. As gold rises in value, 
all commodities fall in corresponding ratio. 
The o.ily sure remedy is the bi-metallic 
standanl, with free coinage of both gold 
and silver. At first, there might l)e a rush 
of silver to the mint, but this would soon 
subside as the values of the respective 
metals reach their normal level.

The 
prisoners at Deer Island deserve praise 
for their bravery, also, and many instances 
of wreck and rescue which this wild storm 
has given, show in their illustration of 
self-sacrifice that no matter under what 
garb or condition, the great heart of hu- 
manity heats warm and true.

—The members of the Newtonville 
Woman’s Guild and their friends, who met 
at the vestry of tho Universalist Church 
last Monday evening to listen to the lecture 
of George Makepeace Towle upon Victor 
Hugo, jjassed a most enjoyable hour. 
The lecturer introduced Ids subject witli a 
graphic description of the scenes at the 
celebration, in Paris in 1881, of tho great 
man’s tdghtioth blrthd:iy. From this 
picture the audleuco were taken back to 
the early years of Victor Hugo. He was 
born and reared a romantic royalist — these 
sentiments being zealously taught him by 
bis mother. Subsequently, his opinions 
with regard to governments materially 
changed and he became a most ardent liber- 
alist, attacking the existing government 
and its ruler with most bitter invective. 
In consoqueuce of these attacks, he was 
banished from his country for life by Louis 
Napoloan. Upon tho downfall of the 
Empire he hastened back to France, joined 
tho Republican party and became a member 
of the National Assembly. Tho vicissitudes 
of his life were many, and were vividly de- 
picted by the lecturer. Victor Hugo early 
gained distlnetlou by his poetic effusions. 
At tiiirty his writings had made him dis- 
tingulsliod. Odes, poems, romances, llowed 
from his pen. L’ Homme qui Rit and Les 
Misonibles were brielly reviewed, the latter 
beiug pronounced as perhaps tho groiatest 
romance ever written. At tho clobo, the 
lecturer was enthusiastically applauded, 
the audience feeling that their acquain- 
tance with tho great French dramatist and 
poet had ripened into more than ordinary 
interest in his works. Tho next lecture in 
tho course will be given by Mr. Towle, at 
the sumo place, Monday evening, January 
18, at 8 o’clock. Subject, Carlyle. Single 
tlokets 50 cents.

Is Your Bog Licensed? 

It may be generally known that the dog 
law’ provides that licenses be issued May 1 
for one year. • For all fractional portions of 
the year previous to May 1 the same 
amount is charged— two dollars. A man 
may now' get a license from May 1, 1880, to 
May 1, 1887, but he is fully as liable under 
the the law to the ])enalties before the first 
of May as if he had no license. If he 
takes out a license April 1, it ^osts him two 
dollars for one month. May 1, ho pays 
two dollars more for one year. This may 
not be equity, but it is the law’.

Cooking at Lasell Seminary. 

Mrs. Lincoln’s second lecture on Monday 
morning wa*s on the very important sub- 
ject of bread-making. 

She illustrated three different methods 
of obtaining the lightness requisite in all 
dough or batter. 

The first by fennontation with yeast, the 
second by the union of acid and alkali, and 
the third by eggs, well beaten. 

Bread and rolls were made by the first 
process. A pint of milk scalded and 
cooled, a tablespoonful of butter melted in 
. the milk, a tnblespoonful of sugar and a 
teaspoonful of salt, a half a cup of yeast, 
and then the flour gradually added 
until there w’erc six cupfuls. If the fiour 
is not of the best quality it might require 
seven. With indescrihablo deftness the 
whole mass was kneaded, leaving not a 
speck on the table, or on the lecturer’s 
white apron. Some of the older ladies 
who witnessed the process, w’ished de- 
voutly that such skill could be communi- 
cated to the Hibernians who have rule in 
then' kitchens. 

“When the bread has doubled its bulk,” 
said Mrs. Lincoln, “it is ready either to be 
cut down and raised again, or to bo made 
into loaves.” 

Fruit-short-cakc was made by the second 
method. One pint of fiour, with one half 
teaspoon each of salt and pulverized soda 
and one full teaspotm of cream tartar, were 
sifted together three times; one quarter 
cup <»f butter rubbed in thoroughly, and 
one cup of milk ;vdded very gradually. 
This dough was rolled out and baked in 
round tins; then split, spread with butter, 
and with sugared sliced apricots. A most 
exeellent dish. 

By the third process wheat gems were 
prepared. One cup of graham and one cup 
of white flour, one tablespoonful of sugar, 
one half teaspoonful of salt, one table- 
spoonful of melted butter, two eggs, two 
cups of milk, baked in hot iron gem-p;ins; 
these were delieiims. 

The Dover egg-beate: was used to stir 
the whole mass to a creamy lightness at 
the last moment. 

The few “outsiders" who attend the lec- 
tures eati fully appreciate the new ami 
very conveniently arranged lecture rooms 
and kitchen, Imilt and furnished expressly 
f\ir Iheeookina’ h*etures, which ought to he 
largely altemleil by tin* Newton hulies.

Moat 
of till! large cities in tills conniry are now using 
electric lights, and in no case where it has been In- 
tnnlnce.l has it ever been aiiandoncd after having a 
fair trial, lint in most cases the number of lights 
have been Increased. It would cost too ranch to 
light all of our streets with electric lights, but the 
square- could be lighted all over the city. The 
lights could he suspended mi Iron post-, as is the 
case In Hrookllne, and not Injure the appearance of 
the streets and squares. Your suggestion of nsfng 
watei -power at the Upper Falls for generating elec- 
tricity is not feasible. Flr-t, the position Is not 
central enough. Second, with a few exceptions 
water-power lias been aliandoned as a generator f r 
making electricity all over the country. Electricity 
requires a very steatly power, and it must be regu- 
lar, with no danger of its giving nut under any clr- 
cnra-tances. Many cities that started with water- 
power have aburidoiieil its use for that pn.’pose,and 
such cities as l.ewi-t .n, Holyoke, Lowell and Law- 
rence now use steam-power for running their elec- 
tric lights. With the great improvements made 
within a few years In steam engines and cost of 
making ste iiii, it Is as cheap to use steam-power as 
water-power. Steam-power is reliable, and not af- 
fected liy floods or low water. Iloth Waltham and 
Watertown are talking about introducing electric 
lights, and it is to he hoped Newton will not be left 
in the march of improvements. Fboobess.

Silk History. 

Oakland, California, Jan. 10, 1886. 

According to the written records of the 
Chinese, the art of making silken garments 
from the cocoons of silkworms was known 
and practised twenty-five hundred years 
before the Chri.stian era. It was the third 
Emperor of China who requested his 
queen, Si-Sing-Chi, to examine the wild 
silkworm cocoons, and test the feasibility 
of their use for textile purposes. 

Being pleased with the idea, the queen 
collected a little army of silkworms, fed 
them with her own hands with mulberry 
leaves, and when the cocoons were spun, 
she experimented until she discovered that 
by submerging the cocoons in hot water 
the silk could be reeled off at great length 
and used for weaving into cloth. 

This was a great and useful discovery, 
and it wks so well appreciated by her 
countrymen that Si-Ling-Chi was at length 
deified, and it is asserted by good author- 
ity that the modem empresses of China 
pay divime honor to the ancient queen 
each year before engaging in [the work of 
silk culture. 

The Chinese kept their methods of rais- 
ing silkworms and reeling silk a profound 
secret for many hundred years; but mean- 
while sent the valuable raw- or manufac- 
tured silk by land-carriages to the sea-coast 
of Syria, and delivered it by Persians to the 
Romans. Many marvelled and admired 
the silk, but no one knew what it was man- 
ufactured from. The historian. Gibbon, 
says that Virgil is the most ancient writer 
who expressly mentions the soft wool 
which was combed from the trees of the 
Leres.* He further adds,* “This natural 
eiTor, less marvellous than the tmth, was 
slowly corrected by the knowledge of a 
valuable insect, the first artificer of the 
luxury of nations.’’ 

Not long after the Christian era, a Chi- 
nese Princess was married to a certain 
king in the interior of Asia, aiid learning 
that there were no silkworms . in her hus- 
band’s country, she determined to defy the 
laws of China and carry mulberry seeds 
and silkworm eggs in the folds of her hair. 
She passeil the guards safely in China, and 
in the course of time was successful in 
raising silk in her adopted country. 

In the sixth centftry, Justinian, after 
engaging in war with Persia, found that 
the former supply of silk was cut off, and 
tliat the exportation of silkworm eggs and 
cocoons from China was forbidden under 
pain of death; but Justinian determined to 
have his silk at any cost; therefore, by [ier- 
Huasion and liberal promise, he induced 
two monks, who had formerly lived in 
China, to return for the coveted eggs and 
mulberry seed. 

i.oAfter a long and perilous journey, the 
faithful monks retuined safely to (’onstan- 
timqile in r>.')5 A. I)., bringing a quantity of 
silkworm eggs concealed in Hie hollow’ of 
their walking canes. Gibbon relates that 
“under their direction the eggs were 
li Itched at the proiier season by artificial 
heat; the worms were fed with mulberry 
leaves: they lived and labored in a foreign 
climate; a Kiillicieiit number of butterllies 
w as saved to jiropagate the race, and trees 
were planted to suiqdy the nourishment of 
ti e rising generation.” 

From this small beginning, silk-culture 
slowly sjiiiad through 'rurkey, Greecx*, 
an<l otlier countries, each country striving 
to keep secret the art of making raw silk 
as long as possible. After long centuries, 
silk-culture was introduced into Mexico 
by Cortez, in l.Vi’J, and a century later, 
James I. sent from England to Virginia, 
mulberry, silkworm eggs, and printed in- 
structions in regard to raising the w’orms, 
and he also urged the cultivation of silk 
rather than of tobacco in Virginia. 

King James was anxious that silk should 
be raised also in England, but the cold, 
damp winds were detrimental to the sensi- 
tive worms, and the attempt was a failure. 
Hut Virginia, with its mild climate, was 
better adajded for silk culture, and boun- 
ties were olfered for producing raw' silk, 
while planters not producing a certain per 
cent of mulberry trees to every one hun- 
dred acres of land owned, were fined twen- 
ty pounds of tobacco. No silk goods were 
manufactured in the colonies, but all raw 


Bilk wa.s scut a,H food for the factories in 
England. Silk culture was also en- 
couraged in Georgia, and North and South 
Carolina, and for thirty or forty years the 
Southern StJitcs sent raw’ silk to England, 
and in 1751) the exports realized over 
$75,000. 

From this time, for various reasous, the 
culture of silk declined until after the Bev- 
olutionary War, when an efTort was again 
made to revive the industry. In Connecti- 
cut, especially, much interest was mani- 
fested in the work. Dr. 'Stiles, President 
of Yale College, between the years 1778 and 
1705 wrote a volume upon the subject of 
silk culture, which is still preserved in the 
College library. He was enthusiastic in 
regard to the industry, even experiment- 
ing himself in raising the silkworms. His 
commencement robe was made from silk, 
grown, reeled, dyed, and woven by his own 
family. 

Records show that for many years the 
product of silk culture in Connecticut 
amounted to $100,000 per year. Very little 
of this was exported, but it was sometimes 
w’oven into cloth, or used as sewing silk. 
In other sbites, as Pennsylvania, Massa- 
chusetts, New York, and New Jersey, silk- 
worms were successfully raised. 

In 1820, or 1825, an effort was made to 
create more interest in .silk growing, and a 
small filature was established in Philadel- 
phia by Dr. Duponceau; silk societies w’ere 
formed and new machinery for reeling and 
weaving were invented, and silk raising 
became quite popular. 

But, just as silk culture was getting an 
apparently permanent foothold, the mis- 
chievous spirit of speculation appeared 
which brought great disaster. The silk- 
worms had generally been fed on the white 
mulberry; but an effort w’as made to intro- 
duce the multicaulia, a variety of Chinese 
mulberry instead of the white. It was 
overrated by some because of its rapid 
growth, and its leaves are larger than the 
white mulberry. The silkworm, by eating 
the new mulberry less voraciously than the 
old, spoke for themselves in the matter; 
but it was all in vain; more money could be 
made by speculating than by raising the 
worms, therefore, with the expectation of 
an advance in price, and of selling young 
plants with profit, many orders w’ere sent 
to France for the multicaulis. One nur- 
seryman alone sent for 5,000,000 plants, his 
agent taking $80,000 in specie to bind the 
bargain. Prices went up until twigs two 
feet long were sold for from $2.00 to $5.00, 
and the excitement in many places was 
very great. In a few years these specula- 
tions became disastrous, and bankruptcy 
followed. The next year mitUicaulis could 
not be sold for three cents per tree. Many 
persons w’ere disgusted with the whole 
business on account of the speculating 
fever, and silk-culture was practically 
abandoned. 

Within a few years silk-culture has again 
been revived; thoughtful persons cannot 
but hope that before many years the Unit- 
ed States may raise all the raw silk needed 
in our American manufactories and have a 
surplus for export. There W'ere in 1880, 
three hundred and eighty-three silk manu- 
factoring establishments in the United 
States, giving employment to more than 
o2,0(X) hands, and the amount of raw-silk 
needed is constantly increasing. Foreign 
countries are now furnishing the raw-silk 
for these factories; the women of France 
and Italy and other European countries 
are raising millions of silkworms yearly, 
and doing the work which might be done 
by the women of oiii own country. Hut it 
is hoped that silk culture is now getting a 
firm foothold in* the United States, espe- 
cially in the southern and w'cstern portion, j 
and that the time will soon come when the 
millions of ilollars now sent abroad yearly 
to purchase raw silk may be [)aid to the 
fanners’ wives of America. j 

At one time it was thought that spiders ; 
would hecome of much use as silk-pro- 
ducers, and to this end many experiments { 
were made in France during the last cen- 
tury, especially w’itli the silken thread that 
envelopes the spiders’ eggs. It was b)nnd 
tliiit fair silk could be made from it; but it 
w’as laborious work to care for and feed a 
large conijiany of si)iders. The spiders 
i)rove<l to be a very (inarrelsoine race, (mui- 
staiitly fighting and devouring one anoth- 
i cr, so much so that the experiment had to 
I be abandoned. In India liglit articles like 
gloves have been made from spider’s silk. 
It is related that L(»uis XIV, wish- 
ing to encourage the industry of spider-cnl- 
tnre ordered a coat made of the silk ; but 
the cloth W’as so far from being stnmg, that 
every time that Louis moved about, a rent 
was made in his new' coat, theref«»re, he 
was glad to abandon the garment the first 
day. 

The silk of some South American spiders 
is <iuite strong, and garments made from it 
are rej»orted to wear very well. Spider’s 
silk is much finer than that of the silk- 
worm; but for length, the thread of die 
spider which Dr. Wilder found in South 
Carolina in 186.7, far exceeded that of com- 
mon silkworms, it being nearly two miles 
long. 

A most (mrious silk spinner is that of a 
shell-fish named I*inna, found in the Medi- 
terranean near Italy, Corsica, Minorca, 
and Smyrna. It fastens itself to logs or 
rocks in the water by means of a bundle of 


silky threads. Those threads arc secreted 
by a gland at the base of the fool of the 
fish, and the silk is long and strong and 
may be woven into cloth which is highly 
prized. The fibres collectively are called 
hi/ssu8, and the use seems to bo to support 
the pinna in a vertical position. A pair 
of gloves w’jis once i)re8cnted to Pope Bene- 
dict XIV made from this silk, and cloth, 
socks, caps and other light articles have 
also been manufactured; but the silk has 
never attained a commercial importance on 
account of the pinna being rare. Some 
naturalists have thouglit that the pinna 
might become quite useful for its silk, if it 
W’ere kept in ponds and occasionally per- 
sons should cut away the silk or fty.wiM, 
leaving the pinna to spin more. 

According to “Dunglison’s Medical Dic- 
tionary,” clothes made from pfnna-silk are 
“considered to favor perspiration, and are 
recommended to be w’orn next the skin in 
rheumatism, gout, etc.” 

Gibbon says that the pinna is “sumamed 
the silkworm of the sea.” Ho albo states 
that “a robe obtained from the same singu- 
lar material was the gift of the Roman 
Emperor to the satraps of Armenia.” 

From a recent traveler in Italy, w’e learn 
that p.NTirj-silk is still mixed with ^ real 
silk, ami made into gloves, caps, etc., 
which are of a beautiful brownish color. 
“They are valued as objects of curiosity; | 
but are too expensive for general Use; the 
price of a pair of gloves on the spot being 
six shillings, and that of a pair of stock- 
ings, eleven. The raw material and also 
the manufactured, may be seen in the shell 
gallery of the British museum, near the 
two valves of the great pfnnn.” The pin- 
na is said to have no eyesight, and a little 
crab rents a portion of the pinna’s house 
or shell, and lives there as a companion. 
The pinna opens its shell to catch food for 
its dinner, and, when a sufficient quantity 
of tiny fish or other tempting morsels have 
entered the shell, the crab by its move- 
ment or a gentle bite signals to the blind 
pinna, and the door is shut, when both 
have a feast. Thus the crab pays its rent 
and board bill. A Greek poet celebrated 
this friendship in verse, which has been 
translated in this way: 

“The pinna and the crab together dwell 
For mutual succor in one common shell. 
They both to gain a livelihood combine. 

That takes the prey when this has given 
the sign 

From hence the crab, above his fellows 
famed. 

By ancient Greeks w’as Pennatores named.”

Washington Letter. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 11, 1880. 

Another of the Navy Department fraudu- 
lent voucher cases has ended in the acquit- 
tal of the defendant. These suits are 
w’hat might be called technical fraud suits, 
.and why innocent men, standing high in 
business and social circles, should be put 
to the expense of defending them is a my- 
stery. Just before Chandler retired from 
the Navy Department as its Secret.ary he 
instituted an investigation into the manner 
of conducting business by some of his bu- 
re.au Chiefs, and rumors of immense frauds 
were telegraphed from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. All the defendants so far tried 
h.avc been .acquitted, and as a matter of 
N.ational interest it may be briefly stated 
how’ color W’as given to the charges. Con- 
gress in making appropriations for the dif- 
ferent Department specifies a particular 
fund, out of w’hich specified articles or ex- 
penses are to be paid; for instance, there 
is .a fund for stationery, another for furni- 
ture, etc., etc. Any unused balance from 
any of these funds is to be turned into the 
Tre.a8ury at tbe close of the year, and the 
.accounting (dlicers are imt permitted to 
p.ayfor purchases in one sjiecilied class out 
of another fund. It freciuently happens 
that one fund is exhausted before another, 
and then when articles of that class are 
wanted it is usual to imrchase them and 
charge them up in duplicate vouchers pre- 
pared by the Government officers under 
the name of articles coming under the head 
of the unexpemled fund. These vouchers 
are receipted by the seller, and the Govern- 
ment gets W’hat it needs, and the account- 
ing officers on the face of the papers jiay 
only for what w'as authorized by law'. It 
will thus be seen that the Government in 
such cases n*coives au equivalent for every 
cent [laid out; but tbe cliarge is made 
under a dilTenuit name from what w’as ac- 
tually received, so as to com[)ly nominally 
with the law. 'I’his [iracliiui has been a 
very common one, ami the eviilence in 
these fraud trials has proved it to be so. 
If any person violated the law it was the 
Government officers, w’ho did so to Kup|ily 
the needs of the Government, and if any 
person should be punished it is these offi- 
cers and not the mendiants w’ho actually 
furnished an equivalent for every cent re- 
ceived. This is a little bit of inside Gov- 
ernment history that will explain to people 
away from here w’hy it is that so many 
men tried on these fraudulent charges are 
a<a[uiltcd. Merchants ^lere understand it, 
but most people away from here do not. 

The other <lay tl»e house of Dr. Emil Bes- 
sels, who was with Dr. Hall in his Arctic 
ex|>edition, and who is supiiosed to know 
more about the cause of Dr. Hall’s death 



than ho cares to toll, was' burned to the 
ground, and tho Doctor was compelled to 
jump from tho second story to save his 
life. The library which was completely 
destroyed contained a largo collection of 
rare and costly scientific books, valuable 
mannscripts ami Arctic charts. 

Senator Hoar of Massachusetts has intro- 
duced a bill fixing the time for the mooting 
of Congress in 1886, and every second year 
tlioreahor, on the first Monday in October 
instead of December as now, and in 1887 
and every second year thereafter, on tho 
second Monday in November. It is thought 
that by thus adding from two to three 
months to the Session of Congress, tho 
business of the country can be properly at- 
tended to. The f.act that .8,000 bills have 
already been introduced, makes apparent 
tho necessity for Congress to do something 
more than it has done in the past to enable 
it to act on the business coming before it. 

Within the past week a strange visitor 
from the sky shot its way through the roof 
of a house and nearly frightened to death a 
young lady occupant, who thought that 
some evil disposed person was making a 
pistol target of her. The meteorlite, for 
such Prof. Yeates, of the Smithsonian, 
pronounced it to be, made a hole about 
two inches in diameter in the ceiling, .and 
exploded after entering the room. No 
damage w’as done other than to knock 
down some of the plaster, and unstring the 
nerves of the young lady f<»r some days. 

It is believed that (’<»ngress w’ill this ses- 
sion make [irovision for erecting a gr.and 
National Library building, w’hich subject 
h.as been discussed to some extent in every 
Congress for tho past five years. A bill 
has just been introduced by Mr. Long, to 
purchase for $550,oUO, the square just east 
of the Capital grounds. This square has 
on it some handsome residences erected 
within the past two years for w’hich Con- 
gress will of course have to pay a stiff 
price, and then have them torn down to 
make room for the Libr.ary building. This 
increased cost is due to the folly of Con- 
gress in not buying the square when it was 
talked of, and could have been bought for 
much less money, three years ago. It is 
but another illustration of the force of tho 
proverb, “Penny wise .and pound foolish.”

A Little Talk About Borax. 

Borax is exceedingly useful in tlie domes- 
tic economy, and should lie always at hand. 
Its medicinal properties are cleansing and 
hcaliiiR. It is hijfhly recommended for 
catarrhal troubles, and a wash for weak 
eyes, especially for inflamed lids. For 
public speakers and singers it is invaluable 
for kcc})ing the voice clear; a piece the size 
of a pea dissolved in tlie mouth is all that 
is necessary. It allays the inflammation of 
sore throat, and mixed with holiey is very 
healing to canker, thrush and sore moutlis 
of any kind. Kingworms often come on 
the healthy skin without “any appaVent 
cause or provocation,’’ are very stubborn 
and will yield to but few remedies, but 
borax will effectually cure them. Wash 
with a strong solution three times a day, 
and dust over the fine, dry powder. 

For dressing wounds, cuts or sores of 
any kind, a solution of one spoonful of 
borax to one pint of warm water is healing. 
Bind up the wound, after washing it in a 
piece of soft linen dried out of borax water. 
For washing the hair, warm, weak borax 
water is very good and cleansing; but, as it 
is also very drying in its tendencies, a little 
simple pomatum should be applied after 
the hair is perfectly dry. Rough skin or 
chapped hands should be treated with 
borax water, used night and morning. It 
is a cure for prickly heat and for redness 
of the face. Alixed with fine sugar and 
sprinkled about it is said to dispel roaches, 
and ants disappear after washing the 
shelves with a strong solution. Blankets 
and furs put away well sprinkled with bo- 
rax done up air tight will never be troubled 
with moths. Borax is also an excellent 
disinfectant. 

In the laundry it is also useful, as well .as 
ammonia. It can be used lavishly without 
injury, and makes the clothes very white, 
without any boiling. For washing flannels 
use tw’o spoonfuls of bor.ax to three g;illon8 
of water, and no soap. The goods will bo 
found soft and clean, .and will not shrink. 
For washing lace curtains and fine laces, 
allow the articles to lie in borax water for 
twenty-four hours, then squeeze out, not 
rub, tlirough several clear waters. Black 
ca.shmeres, washed in hot suds, with a 
little borax added, rinsed in very blue 
water, and ironed while wot on the wrong 
side, look “.as good as new.’’ — [Katherine 
Armstrong, New York City.

The KearNarge and Alabama. 

From “Letters on the American Rebel- 
lion,” by Samuel A. Godd.ard, published in 
1870, w’c copy the following concerning the 
Kcarsargo .and Alabama:— 

So many misrepresentations have been 
m.adc with respect to these vessel^, all tend- 
ing to disparage the exploit of the former, 
in sinking the latter, I liave taken pains to 
obtain from the best sources an accurate 
description of each, and I believe the follow- 
ing may be relied upon: 

Kkahhahok— R. ated in the navy list LO.*!! 
tons. Seven guns, six of them :i2-pounderM; 
one 2f)0-poundcr smooth bore; 150 men; 
fasted speed, thirteen knots. The Times 
stated in one article, that she carried ten 
2(X)-pounder8, or eleven-inch guns. Tliey 
write from Cherbourg that she had but 
seven guhs. 

Alabama.— 1,040 tons; eight guns, six of 
them :l2-poundcr8; one 100-pounder rifled 
gun; one lOO-pounder smooth bore; 147 men; 
by some said 130 men; speed, said to have 
been at fastest, nineteen knots. 

Prior to the battle, the Al.abama had 
been held to be as good a ship as the Lairds 
could turn out, with “a first-rate crew,’’ 
many of them “trained in the English nav.al 
service,’* .and the ship able to cope with 
any of its size on the ocean; indeed, it had 
been boasted that she could beat any ship 
in the American navy; whereas, the 
Kearsargo was simply an ordinary wooden 
sloop of war, not ironplated, nor made for 
any especial service. The two vessels were 
as ne.arly matched as needs be, the Alabama 
having the advantage in speed and weight 
of metal; and that she had men enough, is 
shown by the fact that her guns were fired 
many more times, than those of her oppon- 
ent. In a short time she was cut up and 
sent to the bottom, while the Kearsarge 
was h.ardly scratched, had but three men 
wounded, and none killed, a result owing 
entirely to her being better handled, and 
the guns bettor served. 

Capt.ain Semmes says, the Kearsarge had 
“chains slung over her sides amid-ships.’’ 
This, if true, was a very proper precaution 
.and if he did not .adopt a similar precaution, 
he obviously neglected his duty. 

It is stated that Captain Semmes was 
under^no necessity to show’ his pluck bv as- 
s.ailing the Kearsarge, ^^that having been 
proved in his attack and capture of the 
American steambo.at Ilatteras.” He will 
hardly thank his panegyrists for bringing 
this before the public. ^.The Ilatteras was 
an ordinary side-wheel passenger boat, im- 
provised into a war vessel by putting a few 
guns on board, for the purpose of catching 
blockade runners. The Alabama was a 
match for half-a-dozen such vessels. 
Having appeared off Galveston, in the char- 
acter of a blockade runner, she lured the 
Hatteras out, continuing until dark, s.ailing 
under English colors all the time, and upon 
tlie latter vessel coming alongside, and 
hailing w hat ship is that? answered “her 
Majesty’s ship Petrel,” at the same moment 
pouring into the frail Hatter.as a broadside 
w hich soon sent her to the bottom. It is 
hardly necess.ary to say, that .an officer in 
lier M.ajesty’8 service guilty of such a pro- 
ceeding, w’ould be immediately c.ashiered. 

The fact is that Captain Semmes thought 
to fiuish a career which had not raised him 
in the estimation of any honorable man, by 
capturing an American man-of-war; but 
“did’t;” the “Avenger” h.ad come! and the 
Alabama lies at the •bottom of the ocean. 
Mr. Laird should now go to America and 
learn how to build a ship, and while there, 
had better enlist a crew.

THE STORY OF MARITANA. 


In a public square in the City of Madrid, a band of Gitanos, or Gypsies, 
are levying contributions on the populace, in recompense for the songs and 
dances they amuse them with. With the tribe is a young girl of extraordinary 
beauty of person, and a vocalist of more than common talent. The gay King, 
Charles the Second of Spain, has seen her, and is smitten with her charms. 

At the end of one of her lays, he gives her a coin of value, and hastens away; 
but his disguise does not conceal him from the keen eyes of Don Josk, his 
minister, who, to carry out his own ambitious designs, resolves by some means 
to bring the fair young gypsy before the King at court. He praises her 
beauty, excites her ambition, and awakens in her heart hopefi of future 
grandeur and prosperity. At this moment, Don CiESAR De Bazan comes 
reeling from a tavern, where he has lost his last maravedi to gamblers. His 
costume, once rich, is now ragged and dirty; his handsome person bears marks 
of dissipation and poverty; yet, in his air and bearing, there is still something 
noble and prepossessing. Don Jose and he have been friends in brighter 
days; and, recognizing each other, Don Ca:sar briefly recapitulates the down- 
ward steps that have led him to his present condition. Lazarillo, a poor 
forlorn boy, who has just attempted to destroy himself, now attracts Don 
C/esar’s attention, and tells him the story of his wrongs. Don Caesar be- 
comes his friend, and is soon embroiled in a quarrel, which leads to a duel. 
Now, an edict has been passed to punish with death all who engage in that 
mode of settling disputes, and Don Caesar is arrested and conveyed to 
prison, while Don Jose promises Maritana an introduction to court on the 
morrow. 

At the commencement of the Second Act we find Don CiESAR asleep in 
prison, while the boy, Lazarillo, watches near him. Don Caesar is con- 
demned to die at seven, and the hands of the clock point to five as he 
awakes. But two hours’ life remain to him, yet he is gay, and ridicules all ^ 
attempts to condole with him. Don Jose now enters, and professing friend- 
ship for Don CiESAR, makes a proposition to him whereby his wish to die a 
soldier’s death may he gialified on one condition, namely, that he shall marry. 
The alternative is to be hanged like a dog, or be married and afterwards shot 
like a gentleman. For the last-named privilege Don Caesar consents to suffer 
iTnitriinonv for an hour and three-quarters. The Don assumes gay apparel 
for his wedding, and partakes of a banquet in honor of his nuptials. The 
preparations for his execution in military style proceed, but Lazarillo adroit- 
ly abstracts the bullets from the muskets while the soldiers are at the banquet. 

\t length the hour arrives and the Don is led forth to be shot, as the scene 
changes to a saloon in the Palace of Montefiori, in which a festival is at its 
height. In the midst of the revelry a volley of musketry is heard at a dis- 
tance ; this startles the guests, but the festivities are at once resumed. 

Don Jose, ever intent on the consummation of his deep-laid plans against the Queen, 
introduces Maritana to the Marquis and Marchioness de Montefiori; and they, being 
his dependents, agree to introduce her to the King as their long-lost niece. The King makes 
warm and passionate professions to Maritana, and Don Josh promises to insure their meet- 
ing at an appointed hour. As the King retires, Don CwEsar, disguised as a Monk, joins the 
revellers, and claims of Don Jose his wife! Don Jose is confounded; but, prompt in strata- 
gems, he contrives to introduce the ugly old Marchioness to Don Caesar, as his bride. Of 
course, Don C/ES\r is horror-struck 1 He repudiates her, but still believes himself deceived; 
and, hearing the voire of Maritana, he is confirmed in his belief. He becomes enraged, and 
demands his true wife. Don Jose orders his arrest, and that also of Maritana; and these 
two are borne away in different directions, as the curtain falls to close the third act. 

The unhappy Maritana how pines in a villa belonging to the King, and Don Jose still 
secretly carries on his designs, so that the King’s infidelity may serve him as a stepping-stone 
to the Queen’s favor. But Maritana is pure, and disregards all the King’s proffers of 
wealth and luxury. Don Caesar again arrives at a fortunate moment in search of his wife, 
and encountering the King, whom he does not recognize, a most amusing interview follows. 
The King is called away in haste, and Maritana and Do.v C^SARmeet; their love is mutual, 
and the plot of Don Jose is overthrown. His treason to the King, and intended villainy to 
the Queen, become apparent. DonC.esar secures his bride, and is appointed as Governor 
at a distant Court, beyond the reach of his creditors. 


attention was particularly called to an ad- 
mirably painted bouquet of chrysan- 
themums by Miss Hardy of Bangor, who, in 
her extreme modesty has only affixed her 
initials to her work. A large landscape 
bears the signature of A. Bierstadt and the 
date of 1858, which greets us veritably 
like a long absent friend.

A flower gar- 
den forms a charming study, under the 
hand of a French painter whose name es- 
capes us, and he has given in form and 
color to a difficult theme a nicety of detail, 
and linish almost Messonier-like. Dupre 
lias a fine landscape, bearing unmistakably 
the broad impress of his hand and color. 
What may bo the central canvas of the 
group uiKlcr consideration, is the little god 
Cupid on a shooting expedition, which is 1 
either to cause another pain or himself 
disappointment. 

W. Bonquorean, the Parisian painter, is 
tlio artist who paints the woman divine and 
the perfection of childish grace, as he only 
does and can. The study is of a semi-nude 
and beautiful girl of the brunette type, in 
form and features lovely to look upon, 
whilst the fickle Patron Saint of Love, in 
auburn hair, and with spotless wings of a 
dove, stands upon her knees with poised 
arrow ready to plunge it into her gleeful 
heart. ’Tis somewhat rare to meet this 
artist’s pictures hereabouts, but thereby 
none the less welcome. 

At (Phase’s is a line collection of water 
colors, the work of Mary Minns Morse; 
scenes laid cliiclly near Marblehead and 
(iloucester. Her grays were i»articiilarly 
soft and pleasing, and her method seems 
to be chielly in low t»mes.

A charming 
portrait of the Water Carrier next, below 
stairs, arrests us by its pathetic beauty, as 
she sits by the roadside to rest and rumi- 
nate.

This 
week at William’s Everett’s, Turner & 
Co., of Weet street, exhibits the Tapestries 
of the Associated Artists of New York. 
They far transcend in richness and beauty 
any like fabrics of modern structure that 
wo remember to liave seen. The present 
early display consists of a dozen panels of 
of varying sizes of wrought fabrics. The 
colors are so artistically and skillfully 
blended, as to simulate the Gobelin often- 
times, and it is hard to realize that it is 
the work of the needle. The subjects are, 
“The Peacock Girl,” “Psyche,” “Titian’s 
Daughter,” “Ziino Girl,” “Hildi,” “Florida 
Koses.” and the beauteous Indian maiden, 
“Minnohaha.” The designs are chielly 
from the gifted Dora Wlieeler. In the last 
inentionod art work, the maiden with flow- 
ing raven tresses is leaning against a tree 
and a favorite deer is caressing lior hand. 
It has a unique border, symbolic in Indian 
characters, and with a short fringe of buck- 
skin. Nothing could be a finer conceit 
or more poetically carried to completion. 
The fabrics run from $800 to $1200, to give 
an idea of the labor they represent. Sam- 
ples of rich goods in piece are shown, giv- 
in g a taste of the fruit of the silk loom.

The Opera of “Mari tana” 

Fittingly cKised Mr. Partridge’s fine series 
of People’s Entertainments on Wednestlay 
evening, and it is safe to say that the 
large audience present were more than de- 
lighted with the excellence of the presen- 
tation of the opera hy the Boston English 
Opera Company. The story of “Mari ana” 
possesses more dramatic interest than that 
of “Martha,” while the music is equally 
pleasing. Miss Kileski as “Maritjina” and 
Miss Edmands as “Lazarillo” looked and 
sang their respective parts most charming- 
ly, the skill and expression with which 
they rendered the music, and the freshness 
and purity of their voices leaving nothing 
to be desired. The part of “Don Caesar” 
was capitally sung by Mr. Bartlett, his fine 
tenor voice being especially effective. The 
high C was taken with apparent ease, an 
exploit seldom attempted by tenors of 
greater reputation. His action also was 
spirited and natural. The duet with “Mar- 
itana” was a gem, and was heartily encored. 
The concerted piece, “What mystery,” was 
also highly relislied by the autiience. The 
other parts, ah hough a little amateurish, 
were fairly well rendered. 

On the whole this entertainment may be 
set down as the best of a course, all of 
which were far above the average, and 
well deserved a crowded house upon each 
occasion. 'I'he enterprising manager has 
worked hard in season and out of season, 
and has wx*ll earned a much larger dividend 
than the credit side of the ledger w'ill show, 
after the necessarily large expenses are de- 
frayed.

Gen. Sw ft’s Lectare. 

The concluding lecture in the Real 
Course was given hy Gen. Jolin 1*. Swif^ 
the subject being “Miles Standish.” Tlii* 
lecture was postponed from last Novcmljcr 
on account of the severity of the stonn, 
hut last Tuesday night the weather wai 
quite as unfavoral/le. The acoustic quali- 
ties of Armory Hall are not of the best, 
and the dramatic habit of Gen. Swift rm 
sinking suddenly from high and explosive 
tones to extremely subdued passages, ren- 
dered much of his lecture difficult to 
gather. The well-known story of the 
courtship of Miles Standish w’as presented 
in a new form, and liis characters and 
prowess graphically depicted. 

Alderman Henry introduced the lecturer 
in a few remarks, in which he briefly m- 
viewed the writer’s work as follows:

He Never Reffretfod It.

“Old John Poanor,” they enll him now. 
Xi^htecn years a^o tlioy nsecl to call him 
“Johnny Heh Posner” when they didn’t 
call him “That d— d rebel that married 
Joel Aaliton’s danphter.” The latter was 
after the style in whi.’h the people of Up- 
fcr Maryland buried the reminiscences of 
tlio war and shook hands across the 
“bhjod chasm.” Ikfore, durinp and loner 
after the war Joel .\ahton kept the Red 
Lion IIoxl at New Market, Maryland, in 
llontpomery ctninty, which was never cel- 
•brated for anylhinp it ever did to cither 
close or widen the sectional breach, and 
had a Union sohlier after the war settled 
there. New Market would have looked up- 
on him with quite as much disfavor as it 
4id upon John Pt)sner because he had been 
a C onfederate cavalry major. 

Major Posner now keeps the Red Lion 
himself, or i-ather as he puts it frequently, 
“The Red Litm keeps me, which arc a 
hlamod lucky thinp for my wife, ’cos she’s 
getting kinder srout now and don’t like to 
work like she yuster.” 

This hrinps forth a mild remonstrance 
from a liaiidsome'woman of queenly /orm, 
hripht eyes and brighter disposition, who 
overdo ws with pood nature, and who does 
aot care a cent who ktjows that she* will 
sever see her fortieth birthday apain. 

“Old Posner.” is simply an idiomatic 
■nisnoroer of the locality, because 
thouph he hascrosse<l the meridian line of 
the century, tliere is nothinp old about 
him, and if ho lives the other half of his 
hundred years, and prows as pray as he is 
dark brown of hair and beard now, he will 
■ever be any older. 

New Market is a far, out-of-the-way 
Maryland villape, on the old Baltimore and 
Pittsburp pike, which a half century apo 
was lined with stape coaches and connes- 
topa wap«»ns. but on which a traveller is 
BOW the exception rather than the rule. 
The broad ])orch of the Red Lion is, how- 
ever, a most comfortable restinp place 
where the summer loafer can ciijoy himself 
with disrinpuished ability. It was on this 
porch that John Posner answered the 
writer’s question: 

“How did you come to settle here?” 

“After the first thousand or two had 
Bsked me that question.” said major Pos- 
ner, *•! kinder pot tired kcepinp the 
count, hut reckon the tally must run pretty 
well up into the millions hy tins time. But 
ft’s no harm, stramper. The fact^is, I like 
to tell the little yarn; not because there’s

We never knew what 
work was, and had no idea of tlie value of 
Bioney. 

“Then the war broke out and. thouph 
we knew ju.st as little as po.ssiiJe about the 
merits of the quarrel, we were States’ 
ripiits men ainl seces.sionists from the first 
liowl. and took the Held, every ime of us 
as officers, thouph we had never known 
c'noupli t > command ourselves, I secured

mon makinp olT with their horses, pave the 
order to move on. When we reached the 
hill thev wi‘re nowhere to he seen, hut be- 
low ns lay the town of New Market, and 
we were lost in admiration of it, and tlie 
hoantifnl hill and valley eonntry which 
sniTound.s it. 

“ •(), Lord!* e.xclaimcd ^’aptain Kntrokin, 
Yvho commanded the advanee eompany,

“With this disposition we all started off, 
and my route took me riplit past yon old 
farmhouse apain, and there was tliat same 
pirl, sittinp on a broad hoard on top of the 
yard fence, catinp clicrries and swinpinp 
her feet as indejiendent as thouph war was 
a picnic pot up for her jileasure. As I pot 
opposite I looked up at her, and at once 
made up my mind slie was the Iianclsomest 
picture of woniau-kiiid 1 had ever looked 
upon. 1 raised my Iiat and said: 

•‘ ‘Miss, I’m sorry 1 cursed at ye.’ 

“ ‘Don’t mention it, John,’ she said very 
sweetly, ‘but if thee poes up there apain, 
tliee will cuss worse than that before thee 
pets back.’

(bat evidi'iitly meant business, and when 
they all eame down into the valley there 
was not less than three repinients of 
them, one of whieli was armed with repeat- 
inp earhines. On they eame in column by 
repinients, and of eoiirse, three lines deej). 
They struek our centre, and went tlirouph 
it as thouph onr line had been paper, 
tlioiipli onr men fired and liandled their 
sabres wdtli a will. 'Plieir seeond and third 
lines then obliqued to the riplit and left, 
and were proceodinp to enveliqi our winps. 
when (’ol. Biid worth pave the sipiial to re- 
treat. I was on the extreme left, and after 
nrpinp the men not to scatter, I found I 
w'as heinp closely piirsned, and made a 
rush to pet over the hill out of ranpe of the 
Yankee earhines.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 18, 1880. 

We are literally frozen up and “snowed 
in” in this lieautiful city of marble build- 
inps. 'riie sparklinp of the snow crystals 
by the lipht of the moon, and the loominp 
up of the beautiful proportions of the Cap- 
itol on its liipli elevation, and the otlier 
public hnildinps of marble and pranito im- 
part a fairy like scene to the city. The 
jinpiinp of sleipli bells and merry lauph of 
excited drivers add preatly to the pay 
scenes of the otherwise unusually pay sea- 
s:)n. Such continued extreme cold and so 
much snow has not been seen in Washinp- 
ton for ten years. Sleiphs that have been 
in stock for seven years have all been sold, 
and just now one is not to bo had for love 
or money. Last Wednesday there w’as a 
carnival on Feniisylvania avenue from the 
Capitol to the White House, and althoupli 
the avenue is 100 feet w'ide it w’as hardly wide 
eiioii'ph for the sleiplis on it. The police 
laws appear to have been set aside for the 
time, and racinp on the finest tliorouphfare 
in the w'orld was eiipaped in to the heart’s 
content. The fi.*) miles of asphalt pavement 
that Washiiipton boasts of w'lien covered 
w’itlr even a li-ilit .snow’ atl’ords the finest 
sleiphinp in the world, and wiieiiever we 
have tlie rare treat of a pood snow all tlip 
cutters of the livery stablemen are in ac- 
tive dernaiid d.ay and niplit at the cliillinp 
lirice otf an lioiir, and are hard to pet 
at cvmv that fipurc.

Caro of Animals in Winter. 

The American iliimaiic Association of- 
fers the fullowiiip suppestioiis relative to 
fowls, liorses and cattle to persons having 
these in charge, in the iiorthern latitudes, 
durinp tlie winter niontlis. 

Dojiot compel doinesiic fowls to roost 
in trees. Aside from danger of beinp oap- 
tnred by owls and other enemies, the sway- 
ing of tlie branches upon which they are 
sittinp will prevent them from pettinp rest; 
while in the severely cold weather, thus 
exposed, feet and combs are irozeii and 
the bird is so benumbed as to make it im- 
possible for it to be of miiuli profit on the 
luriii. Securely slieltered from wind and 
storm, and allowi'd to sit on a broad roost, 
feet are tliiis kept warm, ret i esliiiip rest is 
obtained and the towl is much stronger, 
healthier, and more jirolitanle to its owner. 

Do not clip hoists during tlie winter 
months. With the same propriety we 
miplit cut the hair irom a dop or shear a 
sheep at tliis season of the year. The arpu- 
ment iu behalf of tlie praciiee is that the 
liorse in perspiration will dry more quickly 
if the hair is sliort. it tile animal is tlior- 
ouplily lilauketed and kept in a sheltered 
or warm place, after beinp driven, no dan- 
ger results from jierspiratioii, wliatever 
tlie lenprli of hair; wliile the horse that 
has been deprived of its coat iu the winter 
time sulfers perpetually while Leing ex- 
posed to the cold. 

It is a cruelty inflicted upon beautiful 
carriage horses for the purpose of style. 
Blessed is the ordinary work-horse, in the 
winter time, for however much it may per- 
spire, it is allowed to carry its full growth 
of hair during the cold weather. 

Do not leave cattle to stand shivering, 
w'hile extremities often freeze, iu the snow 
storms and bcvere winds of winter, wliena 
little time w’ould sullico to construct of 
boards, rails or poles, a support upon and 
around wliicli may be placed bay, straw, or 
or weeds, thus making a shelter that may i 
comfortably protect them. Cattle kept in j 
fairly warm condition tliroughout the win- 
ter will, as milkers, give a larger and bet- ! 
ter yield of milk, and as beeves will take on I 
flesh much more rapidly thau if left ex- 
posed to iiieleiiieiit weather. 

Aside from a question of humanity, the 
more attemtion and care that is bestowed 
upon animals, with a view to tlieir eom- 
foit. tlie more they will bo of service and a 
source tif profit to their owners.

The Great Cliess Match. 

It is perlnips too curly to Imzard an opinion ns 
to the linnl rcsnlt of the contest commeneed Inst 
week between Messrs. Steinitz and Znkertort. 
The first three pamos eonfirm the estimate wliicli 
we have lonp entertained rc};ardinjr the respeetive 
abilities of these renowned players. In playing 
the K'^me, Mr. Stcinitz seems to rely more on the 
general principles or theory of attack and ilefcnee. 
lie not only makes no premature attacks, but 
often rcfiains from nttaekinjf when by so doinir a 
reasonable ebance for dofenec offers, preleniiiff 
rather bv defensive moves to make his own posi- 
tion imprejrnniile, waitiiiff meanwhile for his op- 
ponent to make a weak move which will render 
ins own attai!k a dead certainty. The third tramc 
of the match is a irooil i II nstrit in'll of this idea. 
Up to the thirty-ninth move Mr. Stcinitz had the 
f^amc in his own hands, and on^ht, at least, to have 
seenred a draw. The move of the bishop to 
queen rook’s 4 undoubtedly lost him the piine, 
already somewhat comprotnised by the exchange 
of pawns at K Kt 5. The painc reminiled one of 
the Peninsular eampaiirn where (icu. McClellan 
crowded (Jen. Lee back into Iliehmond, onlv to be 
disastrously driven in turn. Mr. Steiidiz’s play 
bears a stronsr similarity to that of the late Howard 
Staunton, while (hat of Znkertort has more of the 
cliaractcrisli(!s of Morphy. 

Chess is a wonderful jiame. Its interminable in- 
tricacies have hardly be^run to be explored. Pro- 
bably they never will be fully compassed by human 
skill. Unlike checkers, wins jrreatly exceed ilraws. 
A match for the championship at checkers hetween 
Barker of Boston and Heffner of Proviilence, at 
the present writine, shows ton draws and no wins 
by either party. Clieckcrs may be compared to a 
small island, cvfcry part of which has heconie 
thorouiflily known, while chess, not inaptly, may 
be termed a fcrrcat continent whose mazy and ro- 
mantic depths are to a larjic dej;rcc untrodden by 
the foot of man. 

And yet, chess is as easily learned as checkers, 
and when played for amusement is no severer 
tax upon the mind, hesidcs alfordiii!; an infinitely 
^Xreater amount of pleasure hv the hcaiitv' and 
variety of its inexhaiistiblo combinations. 

As we have before said, the play of Mr. Stcinitz 
is sound and cautious, rather than brilliant and 
entcrpri^ing; he takes fewer chances, and there- 
fore has fewer opportunities. Should his opponent 
continue the same standard of play thus fur exbih- 
ited, the result is not doubtful. Mr. Stcinitz is an 
American citizen, and his residence in this country 
for the past two years has greatly advanced the 
game. We therefore hope for his success. His 
unexpected “coup” in the first game seemed to 
paralyze his opponent, but in the following two we 
think he showed a lack of vigor and enterprise.

Tliero is no tiiiestioii tli.Yt the natioiiul 
debt could have been used as su^jjested by 
<mr correspondent. And we believe that if 
it had been so utilized by the j^overnment 
tbo indus rial enterprises of the country 
would have never experienced the prostra- 
liou 80 general to-day. But the irrepress- 
ible coullict between diverse interests and 
sections is as intense and bitter now as was 
that between .slavery and freedom a quarter 
of a century ag(». It is one ot the pro- 
blems beyond human power to solve what 
the outcome will be. As we have before 
bidicated, it is impossible to secure from 
Congress any substantial relief. Time is 
f. ittered away in minor matters. ‘‘Nero 
tiddies while Rome burns. ” There is little 
k 'pe that Congress will awaUe to the cry- 
ing need of the hour until the tottering in- 
dustries of the laud are utterly destroyed. 
Late Washiugton dispatches indicate that 
■othing will be done with the tariff. The 
l^lvor question furnishes Senators with a 
prolliic theme for interminable speeches, 
Sud the prospect of acconiplishiiig any thiug 
■eally beiielicial to their constituents is 
among the dim uncertainties of the future. 

We favor the bi-metallic system with 
free coinage of gold and silver, not because 
we consider it ideally the best system, but 
for the reason that no other system has at 
present au equal chance of adoption. At 
best, we believe that free coinage of silver 
would only be temporary in its effects. 
Tolumes have been written by political 
economists upon money and finance, yet 
■tnce the time of tlie Csesars no substantial 
finprovement has been adopted. We still 

to that relic of barbarism, gold and 
sliver money. In every other branch of 
ecienco and the arts wonderful progiess 
has been made. Civilization, religion and 
morality have raised and ennobled the hu- 
man race; new methods for enhancing man’s 
.cumfort and happiness have been devised 
soul adopted. In money alone no advance 
has been made. Tlie cowardice of capital 
juid the cupidity of money-kings steadfast- 
ly tuni a deaf ear to any and all innova- 
4ious in the money sysUnn not based uiion 
.a gold standard, no matter whether such 
innovation may be good, bad or indillereiit. 
JB'O long us such a policy prevails, it is vain to 
hippct any cliango for the better. 

When a distinguislud .Senator of the 
Hiiited .States, and he the oldest member 
of the Senate, so far fails in the dignity 
we have a right to expect from the mein- 
l>ers of foot body as to indulge in a shallow 
interlanleil with stale jokes, as was 
done this present week, there is serious 
c:iuse fur desp.irof the future prosiieiity 
«f the countiy. One is leinindeil of a 
Invenile del ating elub, where the disj)u- 
ianls sli ive t » demolish their opponents by 
Lulling shafts of riilicule.

Pilate asked. •* WImt is tnitli ?” When 
we are talking business wiih our friend we 
expi'Ct. he will speak the exact facts; in 
other words, tell the trnlh as it is — not eob 
late facts in such a way that the impression 
made upon our miml is the reverse of what 
is the fset. When we are piostratetl with 
some malady, its nature unknown to ns. we 
call a skillful physician and rely upon his 
telling us what are the fads in the case. 
Again, we may speak the exact fruih, giv- 
iiiii such an intlceiion to the voice or em 
phnsi** to the words that the idea conveyed 
to us is the reverse of the facts, lias he 
then spoken the trulh to us? We go to 
(diiirch and expect to listen to the iruihs of 
the word of God. If, as illnstraiing his siili- 
jeet, the preacimr speaks of temperaiioe for 
instance, we expect he will confine him- 
self to the exact facts. But how often 
<lo we hear exaggerated statements, so 
that the preacher himself is a pliettom- 
enal instance of intemperance in speech. It 
is this that keeps many out of the tem- 
perance societies. We have often been dis- 
gusted with statemeips thus made; they are 
not facts. We listened not long ago to a 
sermon, in which the preaeJUer stated that 
‘•Boston was the most heathenish city on 
the continent; that on Marlboro street for 
half a mile up and dow'ii the street, on a re- 
cent pleasant Sablnith. at only one house 
was the doors opened at or before 11 o'clock 
for the inmates to go to church; that at. 1 
o'clock, as I hough by a general cu‘)tom, car- 
riages weip driven up to the several re.-Aj- 
deiices in readiness to take the ramilies out 
to ride; that at 5 o'clock, as though by com- 
mou usage and consent, all the doors were 
opened for ilie reception of caterers and ice 
cream dealers, with evident preparation for 
elaimrate diuiiers.” And this was held up 
as a reason for saying that “ Boston was the 
most, heathenish city on the continent.” 
Without a doubt there is a great deal of 
heathenism in Boston, but does it justify 
such au unqualified statement? 

We find living on this street within the 
limits spoken of such men as Rev. Rufiis 
Ellis, Rev. John M. Morrison, O. W. Pea- 
body, nf Kidder, Peabody Co.; John E. 
Peabody. Beitj imiii E. JShaw, M. D.; A. T. 
Cabot. M. D., and over thirty other regular 
physicians. Pr«‘sumahly they are ail, or 
nearly all, men of a liberal education; many 
of them (JiriKtian men. active pi Christian 
Work and liberal in assisting in the many 
heiievoletii olij^clH nf the bay. Is it. the 
triph.tohold Up these men as heathen men, 
or represent it as characteristic of Boston 
sneieiy to spend the Sibhath in the way 
Hpitken of ? We have made some iminl.y 
regarding this street, and tliink iheieisHS 
large a per cent who attend service at 
cliiii’ch regularly oil the Sabbath as on the 
iiiaj iiity ol our sMeet«. Such one-sidrd and 
exaggeraied slab inents lend, in oiir view 
to separate and widen the mutual respec" 
whicli ought to exist, between the rich and 
the pool.

Mrs. Aim Marla (Ooldsburjr) Jenks. 

.Mrs. Ann Marla (Ooldsbury) Jenks, 
widow of Prof. Joseph W. Jenks, died at 
Newtonville, Wednesday, Jan. 13, at the age 
of (i2 years. Mts. Jenks was confined to 
her rt)om for ‘2.7 years and to her chair for 
li) years. In her early years she was a 
very remarkable woman, a leader in the 
older soinety of Boston, and almoner of 
her own and others’ charity. On the occa- 
sion of the visit of Lafayette to Boston, 
she was selected by her uncle, the late J. 
W. James, then a prominent Democrat, to 
place a bouijuet of fiowers in the French- 
man s hand, who, with the gallantry of his 
race, took tiie little girl in his arms and 
kissed her, among the plaudits of the peo- 
ple. A devout Episcopuliaii, she was 
under the tuition of Bishop (.’heverus, and 


was at tile convent in ('harle‘*(()wn just be- 
fore it was bnnieil, and afterwards at the 
famous private sehool of Mrs. Ciniis in 
Boston. Her memory was retentive of the 
earlier history of Ihe city, and in later 
years she was fond of relating many inci- 
dents in the life of Bishop ('lieverns .and 
(iiiswohl. Dr. Eaton of Christ ('hnreh. Dr. 
Stone of St. Paul's, and m iny others out of 
a very busy and social life. 

She left two sons, the elder having never 
left her for the ‘2*) years of lu-r sickness, 
exeejit for his business duties. 

Her funeral was at (iraee F.piseopal 
( hnreh, New ton, on Monday. 

Mr. Towle’s Second Lecture. 

'Pile second lecture in the eonrse. under 
the auspices of the Woman's (iuild was 
given .Monday evening at Ihe Universalist 
('hapel hy Mr. (icorge M. Towle; su’ jeet, 
“(’arlyle.” 

The si^eaker introduced ('arlyle to his 
audience in his youth, as a rough, uncouth, 
brawny Scot, entered into a minute descrip- 
tion of his features, and general appear- 
ance of his valley home, surrounded by 
iriant hills, from whose rouLdi. riuriM’d, 
cheerless s»*il. he derived a Scottish perse- 
vor.anee and force. 

Ilis father was a stone mason, untutored, 

1 nt truly ‘r»'oat. and (’arlyle savs, “I held a 
sacred pride for my peasant father.” 

His mother was deeply ndiuions. and his 
creed w’as stroiu’^ly puritanic 1)V birth. 

As a child ami lad he was deeply studi- 
ous, revelled in sombre mature, torik qniek 
note of atmospheric phenomena. From 
sehool he was sent to the University at 
Kdiid High, rraduating at the ago of IP. 
His uarents designed him for the ministry, 
but ho had no biclination in that direction. 
His earliest and constant dreams wqrc to 
heeome a writer; for a time he tauHit 
sehool, aud then left Edinburgh for cosmo- 
politan London, where he wrote his first 
nota’ Ic work, “The LMe of Suhillor.” 
which captivat<‘d the pow'orFnl intellect of 
Goethe, for wdiose vigorous, many-sided 
genius (’arlyle hml great admiration. 

His writing.s glowed with bold original 
idea.s. 

Ilis imagination was extravagant, rash 
and w’cird. Lowell says. “When imagina- 
tifin gets hold of a Scot, it literally enters 
into and possesses him in the demoniacal 
sense.’' 

Carlyle's w’orks mirror himself: he was a 
strongly sul jeetive WTiter. The creator of 
a new’ method of writing history, and 
evolved the philosophy of history from the 
innermost souls of men. He took infinite 
pains to give exact dates and facts. Dick- 
ens Gradgrind wavs a good representative 
of Carlyle. Shortly after he had w’on his 
first laurels and w-as beginning to be 
known and talked of, he met Jane Welsh, 
handsome and accomplished, and from her 
many suitors, he w’on the woman w’hom ho 
w’as to make hanpy and miser d»le hy turns. 
He was flattered hy the love of. so brilliant 
and hcantifiil a creature as she was fasci- 
nated hy his massive intellectuality, love 
of truth, and the fine points of character 
visible to her intuitive soul under his 
rough exterior. 

They went to live in Dumfries, where he 
was incited to arduous work, and where he 
vigorously persued his German studies in 
those first six years of wedded life. 

Ralph Waldo Emerson visited him here 
in 183^1, and shortly after, he moved back 
to London. 

Sartar Resartus offers a key to his char- 
acter .and beliefs, leading convictions of 
politics and philosophy. In this book is 
disclosed the doctrine that work is the 
first duty of man. 

It ip really an autobiography of Carlyle 
himself, and strange to say was first recog- 
nized and appreciated by the people of the 
United /States, whom he set down as “forty 
million of bores.” His principal works 
are, “The Fieneh Revolution,” Life of 
Cromwell,” which is the most powerful, 
and “Frederick the Second,” the latter 
shows growth, full ripening and decay. 

His private life and personal traits are 
an oft-told tale; Froude, Conway, and Miss 
Martinean have all discanted upon them. 
Close by them, in their Queen Ann, brick 
house in Chayiie Row, London, which for 
47ye.ars was their home, lived Leigh Hunt, 
“whose converse was like the song of 
birds” and who, with other genial souls, 
loved to come in, “to listen to Jnue’s 
music.” 

The fine social and mental graces of 
Carlyle’s wife added much to these occa- 
sions— concious ns she must have been of 
her own abilities, this gentle woman ten- 
derly served and worshipped him in even 
his roughest moods. It was happily said 
of her that those “who came to sit at his 
feet, stayed at her’s.” She was clever, 
witty, calm, and cool, and with all her de- 
votion to his iniellecC, had as her own men- 
tal dower, keen, strong sense, au inemita- 
ble manner, and a brilliant mind. After 
her death, which was strange aud sudden, 
Carlyle was more sombre of mood than 
ever; as he grew older his mannerisms 
gi'ew upon him, and vain to excess, he be- 
came a boorish, sharp-tougued, disagreea- 
ble old man, though iu his earlier, more 
masterly years, ho had been affectionate 
and ardent. 

A few frieuds found much to love be- 
neath the iiioroseness and morbid exterior, 


blit dyspepsia and literary disappointment 
disarmed him, and lieeause he withdrew 
more and more from men, ho no longer 
felt power and goodness in them. 

In one sense lie was a poet, a philoso- 
l)her, and prophet— an artist iicvor, or never 
could he. .John Tyndall compared him to 
a lofty mountain, whose solid grandeur 
might he wholly ohsiatred hy a cloud, but 
when it passed, the mountain was ns grand 
to view ns hefoie. Victor lingo gives a 
graphic deseription of Voltaire's laugh, 
and Carlyle's eleared the air like thunder; 
ho would throw his head hack and laugh a 
broad, honest, human laugh, that heg.an at 
the brain and took in heart and diaphragm; 
the habitual, well-worn laugh of the hu- 
morist. He was a rough-hewn knight- 
errant, a non-masr, or of the pen. His life 
work ended in 1881.

Newton Municipal. 

At the meeting of the Newton alderman, 
Monday afternoon, lion. William Claflin 
was reappointed trustee of the Public 
Library. 

The report of the city marshal was pre- 
sented, showing the number of arrests for 
the year as 485. Of this number, 208 wore 
arrested on warrants and 277 without; 205 
were foreigners and 100 non-residents. 
The arrests at the various stations wore as 
follows: Station 1, 70; station 2, 40; station 
3, 272; station 4, 103.

The loss on real estate was $13,175; on 
personal property, $0151; insurance paiil in 
both, $15,233; loss over insurance paid, 
$40113, total insurance at risk, $I57,2(K). 
The number of hyilrants is 444 and the area 
l)rotocted by the lire department, 20 square 
miles. •

'Phe annual meeting of the Newton f’ot- 
tage Hospital Corporation took place Mon- 
day afternoon in the Eliot Church parlors. 
Hon. K. .M. Pulsifer presiding. Phe report 
of the Treasurer sln»wed the following re- 
ceipts: Balance on haml per last reiiorl, 
$4777.50; subscriptions and donations, .$2140; 
legacy from estate Eliza Kendall, $250; 
specials for furnishing, $145; interest on 
bank balances, $107.45; received from six- 
teen Newton chnrcbes for current expenses, 
$030.21); expenditures, $5504.07; balance on 
haml, $2780.14. 'i'he Treasurer of the 
Ladies’ Aid Association showed the total 
received for furnishing the hospital to lie 
$1230.22. The President, .Mr. Pulsifer, in 
his annual reiiort states that the new hos- 
pital buihlings will l,e ready for occupancy 
in the early s])ring, and that they are ad- 
mirably adapted for the work bitended. 
lie refers to the successful cITorts of the 
Ladies’ Aid Association in raising the funds 
nece.ssary for furnishing the hospital and a 
portion of the money needed for current 
cxpen.ses. The work of the ])reseut year 
will be of great importance, as the hosjiital 
will bo o])ened and commence its career. 
.Vildilional funds are needed for the heat- 
ing and plumbing apparatus, and about 
$3000 more is required to meet the expenses 
of completion of buildings. The proiierty 
will then cominisc, free of debt, nine acres 
of desirable land, an hospital buiiding, 
carefully constructed, and cajiable of ac- 
commodating 22 persons, besides necessary 
attendants, lie urged the importance of 
obtaining a large number of yearly sub- 
scribers to the charity, and especially 
among the children. The old Boanl of Di- 
rectors were re-elected, with one exception, 
Hon. WLIliain Claliin’s name having been 
dropped for that of Rev. A. E. Lawrence 
added. E. A. Whistou was re-elected 
Clerk and (ieorge S. Bullens Treasurer.

The Ibllowiiig is President Pulsiler’s report in 
fnll : 

During the year just closed our corporation has 
actnullv ui'ciunplishcd so nni(;li good work that this 
annual report iiiav properly be congratulatory. 
Beside.s the vi.sjlile work accompli -bed. there has 
been developed thronghont the city an intcrc*it in 
our good work wliicli has been most gralilying. 

The plans |\>r our huiMing were so carefully con- 
•sideivil in 'advance that very few changes have 
been found de.sirable, and those have consisted 
chieHy in changing partitions. The building seems 
in every way satislmdory for starting actual hos- 
pital work, and can early be added to as occu>ion 
requires. I he work of completion is heiug slowly 
and thoroughly done, and the b.iilding will be 
ready for occupancy in the early spring. 

Much of the interest in the wo>'k has been en- 
gendered during the year through the etforts of 
the Ladie.s’Aid Association, which has undertaken 
to raise the funds necessary for furnishing the 
hospital, us well us part of the funds for current 
e.vpen>es. V more particular statement of the 
work of the association will be presentcil at this 
meeting. At u meeting of the clergymen of the 
city it was determined to appoint the .Sunilay before 
Thanksgiving as Hospital Sunday, when contribn- 
tioiiH could be asked to meet the expenses of run- 
ning the ho.^pital. In some cases the collections 
on this Snnduy had been previously devoted to 
other charities, and the churche.s were requested 
to take up a hospital collection as nearly us pos- 
sible on the date first mentioned. Si.xteen cbnrcbes 
have responded to this request, resulting in the 
collection of $930.20 towards current expenses, 
which Slim has been paid over to onr treasurer. 
It is to be hoped that every' church in the city will 
respond to this request. Having nearly closed the 
period of preparatory work, the work of the coming 
year will be of a ditlerent character, requiring and 
deserving earnest thought and devoted interest. 
It is of great importance to the usefulness of onr 
work that all possible mistakes be avoided at the 
outset. The incoming board of directors will bo 
called upon to prepare suitable regulations, to 
secure (‘ompetent pci*suns to exercise the active 
eares and responsibilities of the new establishment 
and to provide the means for its support. It will 
bo necessary immediately to raise additional funds 
to pay' for the heating apparatus and plumbing, 
whicli were not included in the builders’ contract. 
The treasurer’s report, which wilt be submitted, 
will show that he has on hand $1,:J95 on account 
of building fund. The architect reports that on 
the eompletion of the buililing there will be due 
$3,9H2.f)0, leaving a delicit of $2,587.50. 

To cover this deficit and provide for inevitable 
incidentals we ought to secure ailditional contri- 
butions to the amount of $3,000. When this sum 
has been raised we shall have to show for our ex- 
penditures the following pi-operty without any 
debt, viz: Nine acres of desirable land, a hospital 
building carefully constructed in ai'cordunce with 
approveil modern methods, heated by steam and 
with ailmiruble arrangements of plumbing and 
methods of ventilation — a buililing which can 
aeeommodate, besides the necessary attendants, 
ten male patients, six adult tehiale patients and six 
ehihlren. 

'I'lie work in which we are engaged is one of the 
noblest forms of charity ; it deserves not only from 
those who are otUcially connected with its manage- 
ment wisdom, devotion, loving care, but it deserves 
the earnest, practical sympathy of every man, 
woman and child in the city. 1 have always biv 
lieved that the work was r* leeessity' ; that being 
demonstrated to be sucli it would receive a hearty. 


liberal niqiport from onr citizens. I’hc develop- 
ments of the past year in this direction has been 
gralilying, and tbc coming year shouM show much 
greater progress iu the same* direction. An earnest 
cirort should lie made to secure a very large list of 
annual subscribers; the list sboiild include many 
who can udve hut a sniiill amount, and particularly 
should it include the children. There will be a re- 
ciprocal blessing for those unfortunates who are 
enabled to enjoy the careful ti-cnfment and skillful 
nursing which the hospital will atford, and for 
those who by contributions of time atid money 
make these comforts obtaitiable.

Mrs. Lincoln’s Third Cooking Lecture. 

The first dish prepared on Monday 
morning was whole wheat pudding. Two 
cups of whole wheat Hour (grffham or Ar- 
lington meal is the same), half teaspoon of 
pulverized soda, and half a teaspoon of 
salt. These dry ingredients were thor- 
oughly mixed, and to them were added one 
cup of stoned and" chopped raisins. 

'i'his pudding is made of whole wheat 
liccnuse it is more nutritious and digesti- 
ble than line flour, and is equally palatable. 
It should be steamed two and one-half 
hours. A cup of dates, figs, stewed prunes, 
or chopped apple instead of raisins, makes 
an agreeable variety. 

•Sauce for this pudding was made with a 
quarter cup of butter and half-cup of pow- 
dered sugar, two tablespoons of cream — 
gradually mixed and beaten thoroughly 
just before serving, stirred till smooth over 
hot water. 

Boiled fish was prepared hy soaking iu 
'strongly salted water, to make it firm and 
white. Then it was boiled ten minutes in 
salted water with two tablespoons of vine- 
gar. Drawn butter sauce for the fish was 
made by .ueltiug half a cup of butter, and 
stirring into it two tahlespooufuls of flour, 
half a teaspoonful of salt and a few grains 
of pepper. To this was added slowly and 
carefully w’ith constant stirring, a pint of 
hot water. Hard boiled eggs in slices com- 
pleted the sauce. 

Soup stock had been previously prepared 
by simmering six pounds of beef in six 
quarts of water for six hour.s, with ten 
cloves, ten peppercorns, one large table- 
spoonful of salt, a teaspoonful each of 
thymd, marjorum. sage, summer savory 
and bay leaves, three small onions, one 
carrot, one turnip, two stalks celery, two 
sprigs parsley. 

To brown the soup well the onions and a 
part of the meat should be fried in butter 
quite brown, and then added to the soup 
mixture, which is finally sti-jiiaed and set 
aside till next day, when all fat is removed. 

Of this stock, a delicious maccaroni soup 
was prepared. The maccaroni previously 
boiled in salted water for half an hour, 
then drained in a colander, and cold water 
poured over it to keep it from sticking to- 
gether. It was cut into tiny rings on a 
board before being added to the soup. 

Potatoes a la neige and potato soup xvoro 
made by rubbing the boiled potatoes 
through a seive, adding for the former 
dish, butter, salt, popper, and liot cream; 
and for the latter, one pint of milk, in 
which had been boiled chopped onion and 
celery, salt, popper, butter and a half table- 
spoon flour. These proportion^ w’oro for 
three potatoes, and a fine tureen of soup 
was the result. Lastly coffee was prepared 
in the proportion of an egg and a cup of 
ground coffee to two quarts boiling water. 

The old saying about “too many irons iu 
the fire” — holds good even with so accom- 
plished an artist as Mrs. Lincoln. She 
w'oiild not regret the slight mishap whicli 
occurred could she know’ what a comfort it 
is to the ordinary housekeeper to see one 
of these wouderHil cooks make a mistake 
for once. (J.

Mcissonier is heavily in debt to liisapent, 
M. Petit, and probably will remain so to 
the last day of his life. His studio is 
crowded with unfinished pictures— i. e., 
the master so considers them — which if 
sold even at auction would make him rich 
“beyond the dreams of avarice.” But he 
is extremely fastidious, and in more than 
one instance, after receiving enormous 
payments in advance on commissions to be 
executed, he has failed to finish, within a 
reasonable time, the picture ordered, and 
has had to pay back the money.

Afraid that 
the treasure might be lost to him, the mer- 
chant prince promptly telegraphed his ac- 
quiescence. What share of this big sum 
went to Meiss<»nier in would be rather in- 
tci esiing to know. 

Itiit it is not only that Meissonier will 
tak< iiis own time to his pictures, and tliat 
most of them be cannot live long enough 
to i..iish, that keeps him poor. With his 
fri« lids he is the most good-natured and 
gei!( i<»us of men.

The Oriole’s Song. 

UY OI.IVK TIIOnXK MII.I.KU. 

This bird’s song consisted of four notes, 
and it is e.nrions that although there is a 
curious, rich, fiute-like quality by which 
the oriole notes may be recognized, no two 
sing alike. Robins, song sparrows, and 
perhaps .all other birds sing ditTercntly from 
each other, so far as 1 have observed, but 
none differ so greatly, in my opinion, as 
orioles. The four that I have been able to 
study carefully enough to reduce this song 
to tbe musical scale, i hough all having the 
same compass, .arranged the notes diller- 
ently in every case. Tlio oriole is, of course, 
not limited in expression to his song. I 
have spoken of his cry of distress or of war, 
which was two tones slurred together. The 
ordinary call, as ho goes about a tree, 
especially a fruit-tree in bloom, seeking in- 
sects over and under each leaf or blossom, 
is ,a single note, loud and clear. If a pair 
are on the tree together, it is the same, hut 
much softer. 

An oriole that I watched in the Catskill 
Mountains regularly fed his mate while she 
was sitting, and as he left the nest after 
giving her a morsel, he uttered two notes 
which sounded exactly like “ .V-dieii,” ad- 
ding, after a pause, two more which irri- 
sistibly said, “ Dear-y.” There was a 
peculiar mourufulness in this bird’s strain, 
as if he implied “ It’s a sad world; a world 
of cats and crows and inquisitive people, 
and we may never meet again.” Perhaps 
it wivs prophetic, for disaster did overtake 
the little family; a high wind rocked the 
cradle— which also was on a small maple 
t,i>ee — so violently as to throw out the 
youngsters before they could fly. The acci- 
dent was remedied as far as possible by re- 
turning them to the nest, but whether they 
were injured by the fall I never learned. 

Scolding is quite ready to an oriole’s 
tongue, and even squawks like a robin’s .are 
not unknown. The female has similar 
utterances, but in those I have listened to 
her song was weaker, Lacked the clear-cut 
perfection of her mate’s, and sounded like 
the first efforts of a young bird. In the 
case of those now under consideration, the 
female reproduced ex.acHy her partnei-’s 
notes, only in this inferior style, which 
seemed rather unusual. The sweetest 
sound the oriole utters is a very low one, 
to his mate when near her, or flying .away 
with her, or to his nestlings before they 
leave the home. It is a tender, yearning 
call that makes one feel like an intruder, 
and as if he should beg pardon .and retire. 
It is impossible to describe or reduce to the 
sciile, but it is well worth waiting and 
listening for. — [Atlantic. 


Military Justice. 

Military justice is a queer thing some- 
times. Late in May, 180:1, a lieutenant, 
who h.ad been seriously wounded at the bat- 
tle of Fredericksburg, and after some weeks 
spent in hospital and at home, had returned 
to his regiment in camp near Falmouth, 
was one warm day swimming in the 
Rappahannock. The Union Confederate 
picket lines on the opposite hanks of the 
river h.ad for weeks been observing a tacit 
truce. Friendly conversation went on be- 
tween the two and exchange, were made of 
coffee, tobacco, whisky and newspapers by 
means of little craft with sails trimmed in 
such a way as to carry them to and *fro 
across the liver. As the warm season drew 
on men on botii sides undressed and swain 
and flosited and cut up tricks in tbe water 
without any barm from the other side. 
.Swimmers from both sides used even to 
meet at a great rock in the middle of the 
river near tbe mill dam above Falmouth. 
The lieutenant, whom I will call Lieut. X., 
wa^ a line swimmer, and was enjoying biiii- 
sell to the utmost in tbe water. It happen- 
ed that tbe captain in command of the 
Union picketline along tliere was an enemy 
of Lieutenant X. The lieutenant was 
ordered to come out of the water, but as.be 
was kicking up bis heels at the time and 
amusing himself in the foam, he did not 
hear until be bad been repe.iteilly summon- 
ed. 'riien be came out and was immediate- 
ly arrcsteil. (’barges wore laid against liini 
of attempted ilesertion to tbe enemy. 
Lieutenant X. laughed at this; it was very 
absurd. But be soon began to realize that 
it was no laughing matter; all the facts 
were against him. At tbe general court- 
iiiiu tial which tried him bis honorable per- 
sonal character, his elUciency sis an oflicer 
and bis brsivery in battle w’ere proved, but 
as be was nut permitted to introtlnce 
evidence sis to tbe aiiimuH of tbe oflicer 
who bsul caused bis arrest and was the prin- 
cipsil witness against him, be was convicted 
and sentenced, siceoiding to tbe articles of 
wsir, to be “shot to death by musketry.” 
Following tbe routine, sentence wsis sub- 
mitted first to the general of the division, 
by whom it wsis ‘‘forwarded, sipproved,” to 
the corps commander, who likewise approv- 
ed the sentence and sent it up to army 
hcadiiuarters. In tbe meantime a relative 
of the unlucky lieutenant, an oflicer in an- 
other command, had recourse to (General 


Sedgwick, under wbom this relative bad 
served in Mexico. That lino old (lener.al 
WSIS convinced that, tbougb tcidinically the 
evidence w.os against tbe condemned oflicer, 
nevertheless bo was innocent of any inten- 
tion of lieserting and of any evil intention 
whatever; the sentence bad merely been 
a])proved by tbe (icneral comm.anding tbo 
army and lm<l been sent on to tbo President. 
There Siulgwiek’s lepresentatioiis prevent- 
ed a horrible injustice. The lieutenant, a 
victim of a superior olliccr’s malice, wsis 
allowed to resign. But it was a narrow 
escape. — |N. Y. Tribune. 

Drinking and Apoplexy. 

It is tbo cssentisil nature of all wines 
and siiirits to send an increased amount of 
blood to the brain. Tbo first ofTeet of tak- 
ing a glass of wine, or stronger form of 
alcohol, is to send the blood there faster 
than common. Hence the circulation that 
gives the red face. It increases the activ- 
ity of the brain, and it works faster, and so 
does the tongue; but as the blood goes 
faster than common to tbe brsiin, it returns 
faster, and no immediate barm may result. 
But suppose a man keeps on drinking; the 
blood is sent to tbe brain so fast in large 
quantities, that in order to make room for 
it the arteries have to charge themselves. 
They increase in size, and, in doing so. 
they press against tiic more yielding, flac- 
cid veins which carry the blood out of the 
brain, and diminish the size of the pores — 
the result being that tbe blood is not only 
carried to the arteries of the brain faster 
than is natur.al or healthful, but is prevent- 
ed from le.aving it as fast as usual. Hence, 
a double set of causes of death are in the 
operation. Hence, a man may drink 
enough br.andy or ocher spirits in a few 
hours or even minutes to bring on a fatal 
attack of apoplexy. This is being literally 
dead drunk. — [Irish World.

Aunt EIhIc’h Story. 

Wo were one cveninp:, in tlio twilight, 
under the old elm tree—niy Wrotlicr, my 
Bister and I. 

It was years ajfo, and wo were children 
then. 

Tlio day had been a warm one— it was in 
July — and we had been watchinpf the sun 
as it sank behind the red and jmrple 
clouds, which seemed to rest upon the dis- 
tant hill-tops. 

Aly brother Jamie was tired after his 
day’s sport, and Mary and I sat beside him 
as ho lay upon the [jrass. All around us 
was quiet. We heard occasionally the 
twitter of a bird in the tree above us, or 
the bleating? of sheep in the distance — such 
sounds as made us feel the silence all the 
more. 

We did not feel like sayinij much to one 
another, but when our favorite aunt came j 
from the house to speak with us, we 
hcjfjjed her to stay. So she sat with us 
there, and we listened to the mournful 
notes of the whipi)oor\viri. 

“O Aunt Elsie!” at length spoke Mary, 
“please tell us a story?” 

“Yes Auntie, do,” pleaded Jamie. Ami 
when I too, begjxed that she would tell us 
of her early days, she consented, and this 
was what she told us. 

“My home was in a little village far 
away frhm any city. Our old house stood 
ripht upon the street. It was a small pam- 
hrel-roofed house, such a one as you seldom 
see nowadays. The roof was half-covered 
by the moss, which, for many years, had 
been accumulatiiip there. 

B<ack of the house was the parden, where 
in summer bloomed yellow and damask 
roses, china pinks, and showy hollyhocks. 
There were beds of sape and of thyme, 
where the bees merrily buzzed about. There 
prow a bountiful supply of the fennel and 
dill which wo found so apreeable durinp 
the lonp Sabbath service.

Ami sharply throuph the pla.sses did she 
watch for misdemeanors amonp her tnnip 
of children. By her we were instructed in 
the rudiments of knowlcdpe — taupht our 
letters and to read simple stories. 

Afterward we went to a school taupht by 
a man who could not synqiathize with the 
active little ropucs committed to his care. 
The “birch” was our constant dread. Yet 
the very sipht of our tormentor seemed to 
incite us to provoke its chastisements. We 
had little peace, and our jioor instructor 
even less, 1 fear. Wo learned tho.se win- 
ters as much of evil as of pood; and not un- 
til another teacher took his plaee did much 
knowledpe find lodpment in our foolish 
heads. 

The church to which wo went was on i 
hill— the “Moetinp-house” wo always 
called it. The walk to it was a pleasant 
one — ill the summer — alonp the river-bank. 
In the winter we rode t<i meetinp. There 
were no fires in the churches in those days, 
and if people entered the meetinp-house 
cold, they would not find it very comforta- 
ble. 

We sat in srpiire pews with hiph sides 
and backs, so that the children seemed to 
be shut up in so many prisons. 

Ilipli up, where all could see him, stood 
the minister; and over his head was the 
preat soumlinp-board which we were 
weekly imapininp mipht fall upon his de- 
voted head, and wonderiiip what the conse- 
quences would be. Under this he preached 
lonp discourses, not endinp as most ser- 
mons now do, with a fourthly, hut with 
much more numerous hnuls, sometimes 
roachinp to fifteenthly. Vet cold as the 
buihlinp was, and bmp as were the ser- 
mons, there was that in them which made 
those who understood them feel warm at 
heart, and ihink the time (piicU in passinp. 

Those were tin* days when the pastor 
was reverenced above other men, when 
ministers were considered the ambassaibirs 
of (lod. Then, when thejchildren met tlii-m 
in the street, they did not rudely pass them 
by.

— The iee on Baptist Fond is ahoiit i 
eight inches in thickness; harvesting will j 
eominence soon, hy Mr. (».

— Good times for the sand-man and “loi 
him that thinketh he standetli, take heed 
lest he fall.” 

—The double house on Lyman street, 
occui)ied hy Mr. A. H. Eames on the east 
side, is to be enlarged by the addition of 
an L in the rear. 

— Last winter Brookline was the king of 
the coast. Detei mined not to be beaten if 
possible, George Francis is building a new 
and elegant double rnnncr with wbieb be 
hopes to wrest tbe laurels this winter from 
his neighbors in Brookline. 

— The work of claying the water main to 
Tbompsonville, progresses. Heavy blast- 
ing will be done on Station si root, between 
Carlisle and Montrose streets; the trench 
for tbe pipe is seven feet in depth. The 
main on Cypress street will be extended, 
and a circuit be completed ; the most distant 
point to be reached is the junction of 
Boylstoii and Florence streets, a few rods 
beyoml the Tbompsonville C’bapel. A 
large number of families will be supplied 
with water by this greatly needed tin pro ve- 
inent. Householders may furnish labor 
on payment for the first year’s w ater rate, 
six dollars. There has been considerable 
sickness, one or two cases of typhoid fever, 
supposed to be caused by drinking contam- 
inated well water. 

— Now while “stern winter reigns,” and 
we maynot“goa maying,” let us invite 
the attention of our Improvement Society 
to a subject that w’e consider worthy of 
their attention. The writer w’as once diiv- 
ing on Centre .street past the Common 
with a stranger, wiio remarked, “I see that 
the central idea of this place is education,” 
“How’ so?” I inquired, “Why here is the 
schoolhouse in the heiirt of the centre,” 
which we both agreed was just as it should 
be, and 1 added, the Schoolhouse Hall is 
our concert and lecture room. Here the 
subject was dropped. I did not tell her 
how w’c invited artists out from the city to 
sing for us, and gave them for a back- 
ground on the platform a black-board worn 
grey. Here I am reminded tliat.it has 
been suggested by a prominent lady here, 
familiar with ihe Hall, and quite an art 
critic herself, that the difficulty might be 
remedied by a curtain, maroon in color, ad- 
justable and removable, that could be at- 
tached easily to the moulding at the top 
of the blackboard. This would give a 
warm and cheerful tone to the platform. 
Wlio says “Aye?” 

— The Concert of the Arclemena Quar- 
tette, with recitations hy Miss Jessie Eld- 
ridge, being the benefit of Miss Etta M. 
White, and the “Alice Charlien Mission 
Band,” took place as announced on the 
evening of the 14th, at Mason Hall. The 
w’eather had been extremely cold, but the 
night was clear and an appreciative audi- 
ence gathered to hear the rare treat of a 
fine quartet of ladies’ voices, w ith recita- 
tions by such an artist as Miss Eldridge.

The Newton Mills corporntion is ndver- 
lisetl for sale in nearly every jvnper devoted 
to the manufacturing interests of the coun- 
try, as well as in l(»cal ivapors in maniifacs 
turing eoniniunities; wliicli it is hoped will 
result ill ihe early resumption of business 
here, of some nature; that this village may 
again resume the activity that it once, in 
Ihe ])iiliny days of yore, wtis noted for: 
With the largo lloor room that the mill, 
with its several wings iMuitaiii, and the ex- 
cellent water privileges at its eommaiul, it 
is indeed unfortunate, and especially so for 
the prosperity of the village, that it should 
so long lay idle, which fact we'" believe is 
priindpally due to insanity or death of one 
of its former or present owners. Were it 
not for their inal)ility to furnish a clear 
title, it would luvw he running the proprie- 
torship, of local capital, w’hich would have 
given it a two-fold interest to our village 
people. The early starting of the two 
paper mills wouhl please, in fact surprise 
us. It, seems that some shadow hangs over 
(»ur business intiMests here, and diverts its 
<lestinies iti an uufaviirable channel; with 
two manufaeturing industries on excellent 
water privileges laying idle, without any 
apparent bright prospect of its being 
otherwise in the ini mediate future, it does 
apiiear that dame fortune has in this te- 
speet slighted ns. Were these mills else- 
where, something brighter would be l ecord- 
ed. which we look unexjiectingly for here. 
Could rumors and counter rumors he of 
any bcticlit in bi inging al out the desired 
result, the mills would have been running 
long ago. So accustomed have we been to 
these rumors, that they are now of no more 
importance than a revolution in Mexico, 
and about as frequent. Not until the big 
wheel starts, and the smoke and soot is 
seen coming out of the big chimneys and 
spreading itself over the immaculate linen 
of Monday’s washing, as was its former 
custom, will we believe that these indus- 
tries, are to he revived, then every man, wo- 
man and cliild, will hold a secret feast of 
Thanksgiving, within themselves and hope 
Tor its permanent success and continuance. 
Our faces .are towards the rising sun, 
anxiously awaiting for the first grey stre.aks 
which will .announce the coming of the 
morning to our now dormant industries. 


Electric Lighting. 

Under the heading, “Electric Lightincr,” 
in last week’s Graphic, “Progress’’ who is 
evidently well posted on the electric light 
business, states that the writer’s plan for 
utilizing the water privilege here, for the 
necessary power to run an electric genera- 
tor, is not feasible on account of it not be- 
ing central. If my memory serves me cor- 
rectly, my suggestions were princii>ally to 
u.se it to light this village, and that it 
might, if the power was sufficient, be ex- 
tended to other sections which we now be- 
lieve could bo done, as power is wh.at is 
wauled, ami tk U we have. What matters 
it where it comes from? Will “Progress’’ 
inform us wherein is water power, so long 
as there is water enough to run, it any 
more liable to give out than steam power; 
the ina« hiiiery used for the former is sim- 
pler and requires less attention and ability 
to run it. One thing is certain, we have 
the water, but the electric railroad with its 
power we have not yet got, and .as there is 
“nothing sure, but death and taxes,” we 
may (mind I say may) never have this new 
railroad. We agree to all “Progress’’ says 
about the electric light, and that we should 
have it, hut it is not necessary to debar any 
one portion of the city from its use in or- 
tler to secure it. Wlieii ho states tliat with 
a station in Ward 2, it will allow lines to 
he run to the Iliglilands, (’entre, Corner, 
Newtonville, West Newton and Atiburn- 
tlale, the villages of Upper and Lower 
Falls, he evidently thinks are not entitled 
to any such an improved liglit notwith- 
standing we in this village have for years 
put up with tlie worst kerosene and naph- 
tha liglits tliat ever graced or disgraced 
the iiigliways of an enlightened nation. 
The only time oiir streets and the pride of 
our village, our incomparable Post (>ili(;e 
S(|uare is decently liglited is when some 
wandering patent medicine vender holds 
forth of an evening selling his medieines 
and his customers at the same time, and 
making the public bilious with bis uniiiusi- 
(ail raspings which he calls songs, in coni- 
liarison with which a mule’s br.iy is melt)- 
dioiis, and which serve t(» render our peo- 
ple for the time lieing unable to fully 
appreciate Ills only good possession, bis 
light. 

Perhaps “Progress” will grant unto us, 
the privilege i>f using some of tlie gas- 
lights wliicli will be useless with tbe a<l- 
veiit of tlie electric lights in other sections 
of the city, and introduce gas here, or give 
us that time-woni liglit mentioned in an- 
cient and modern liistory, “a piece of 
white chalk in a, black cat’s iiiuutb.”

Tlio Police. 

Indications point favorably to increase of 
the police force the ensuing year, also the 
appointment of an assistant to the city au- 
ditor or the creation of the (»ffico of clerk 
of committees with several other minor 
duties attached, and perhaps other jiaid 
city otlicials, which time may create. And 
right here old Ward 5 wants to jiresent it- 
self to the ear of the appointing or electing 
powers, and present its credentials for a 
share of those apppointments, believing hy 
the existing state of alTairs th.at we arc en- 
titled to one or more of the city plums. Of 
the fifty or more pennauently employed 
city officiiils, Ward 5 has, if we are correct, 
and we believe wo are, but a solitary one 
out of the whole list, that one a recently 
appointed police officer. In the City Hall 
force, the City Clerk, Tre.asurer, Auditor, 
Messenger, Water Registrar and their as- 
sistants all come from other sections. The 
City Engineer and his assistants (some of 
the latter wo are informed hail from out-^ 
side the city limits). The Chief, of Police 
and all force but one (and one special), the 
Superintendent of Water Works, and other 
employees of that department. Notwith- 
sUinding we h.avo many able mechanics 
here, and the pumping station also here, 
all come from other scciions of the city, 
likewise the ten permanent fire depart- 
ment employees. The force at the free 
library, health ofticers and other city 
officers all with one exception come from 
other parts of Newton than this w.ard. 
Of the we believe over 106 school teachers, 
hut one or two belong to this ward, which 
is not a f.air distribution, either from the 
number of voters here or valuation esti- 
mate. We do not “want the earth” or the 
city, but we are certainly entitled to more 
than one-fiftieth p,irt of the city’s offices 
and wo .are not offeiihive pcarlisans either or 
believe that “to the victors belong the 
spoils.” We only desire .an occtisiunal 
golden ogg dropped by the wayside. 
W.ard 5 and especially Upper Falls ahvays 
when c.alled upon responded ably and with 
credit to itself. We can now present our 
always-on-deck Hose Co., No. 7, who like 
its predecessor, the Mechanic Engine Co., 
are always alive to their duties, which they 
perform ably and well; a full company can 
alw.ays be relied upon and that quickly, 
who never flinch, and who do in a quiet 
and unassuming way their duties whenever 
called upon, which is a criterion of our 
people who will not be found wanting if 
c.alled to any important trust in the afiairs 
of the city.

ARMY SKETCHES. 


The Khtte River Affair. 

■T LIKUT. J. D.AIIK CHANDLKK. 

Amonfr n small party of veterans who were 
CXchnnpnpr experiences a few days ajro, 

In one of the pauses of the Supremo Court 
at Trenton, was Lieut. Col. Dunn, an 
old Forty-sixth Indiana man, who talked of 
liis Tennessee campaigns, and amonj; other 
Ibinjpi of the mcmorahlo White river expedi- 
tion. 

*Tn 1802,'* observed the Lieut. Colonel, 
“Memphis was not the howlinp wilderness 
ft was afterwards turned into by the for- 
iQnes, or mther the piisfortunos of war, and 
' are had been lyinjy there just lonjj enouirh 
lb think that we owned the place, and that 
«ny millitary order likely to remove us 
was an outrage upon the regiment and a 
person.al Rriovance directed aj^ainst every 1 
Wkun and officer in it. But a.s some of you 
l^ntlcmon may have discovei-ed in your ! 
own experience, military f»rdei*8 very rarely 
considered pei'sonal comfort, and we had 
te pack up our haversacks and our tempers 
and ^ct out. 

•*We were detjiiled for the White river 
expedition which left Memphis in June, 
1802, for the purpt»se of ascending that | 
Stream ns far as Jacksonpurt, three hun- | 
Ored and fifty miles from the mouth, to | 
aupply Opii. Curtis with provisions, and to 
aapturo some tr.ausports which the Confed- 
erates were supposed to have stolen and 
concealed there. History will tell you 
that this expedition was only a partial suc- 
cess, but it was attended by one of the 
■lost horrible tragedies of the war iii 
Ibe West 

• The flotilla consisted of the ironclad 
Ipinhoats Mound I'ity and St. Louis, the 
Cwo wooden gunboats Lexington and Con- 
estoga. with the tug Spitfire, armed with a 
twenty pound lu»witzer, and the transports 
New !^atioiial. White Cloud, 1>. .Musselman, 
Carryiirj: part of our regiuieiil with Col. 
G. N. Fitch in comiuaud; and having on 
board a large amount of supplies. 

“The expedition reached the confluence 
Of the Mississippi on S.iturday afternoon, 
where they lay until Monday morning ainl 
then proceeded slowly and cautiously up 
the river, having heard that obstructions 
liarl been placed in the water and batteries 
erected along the shore to resist the prog- 
ress of the deet. The gunboats steamed 
■lo:i c wicli tlia d ig.sliip, the M >un(l City, 
in advance, the St. Louis in her wake, and 
the wooden boats about half-a-mile behind. 
On Monday night we anchored in the 
Stream, which though deep is very narrow, 
being in some places not more than two 
bundred yards lri»m hank to hank. There 
■re blutfs, or| more properly ridges rising to 
beights of thirty, forty or fifty feet, render- 
ing the stream very fav»n*aJ>le for defence. 

“Capt. Kilty, of the Mound City, had 
been informed that rebel liatteries had 
been erected near St. Charle.s, Arkansas, 
shout seventy miles from the mouth, but 
when we had m:ule that distance we saw 
■o signs of tliem. However, to obtain as 
early intelligence as possible, he began to 
•hell the woods along the banks, w'hicli in 
Yarious localities ottered fine opportunities 
for a’ubushing. The St. Louis and Cones- 
toga also threw shells, while tlie Lexington 
liiigerecl iu the rear to guard the tran.s- 
■orts and to preserve a sharp lookout for 
|lie enemv. 

“The Arkansans had for some time lieen 
Iprowing desperate, and more than usually 
■leuaciug, on account of the overrunning 
••f their State by the “Vaiikee hordes of 
barbarians'* and the peculiar rant rums of 
Governor Rector. They were fearful, no 
^ >11 til vt if t!i >r >u r'llv liivr id.id 1)V the 
K n theru people they might gr«*w civilized. 
:SU't that if such an iiiiu itnral thing should 
bappeii they would lose tlieir identity com- 
pletely. 

**The orders were strict that none of the 
■sen should go on shore, but at the same 
time these orders were palpably winked at 
by Capt. Kilty and all other olHccrs of the 
•xpeilition s > long as the breach was not 
ib>o daringly flagrant. Oiir Indiana men 
<011 the transports in ide up little jiarties 
during the day, and in the evening as soon 
•M we dropped aindi ir they took the small 
b I its and went on tours of inspection. On 
M mday evenin I a loutdiisk Scrireant Dallas 
•nd three men of ;»:iny O returned ti oni | 
the shore in great glee in iiossession of half- . 
a-d izeii eliiekens an I a real live Arkansan, ! 
who c uii i over the side aii'l, slappine Col. 
Fit 'll la-niliarly on the shoulder, exelaimed :

offleors could hardly determine the spot 
whore the pieces wore located. The ene- 
my’s guns were not very heavy, sounding 
lilco twelve and twonty-four pounders, .and 
such we afterwards found them to be. Two 
of the shots struck the casements of the 
St. Louis, hut glanced olT Imrmle.ss, while 
most of them passed overhead. The 
Mound City and St. Louis both returned 
the lire, niui frequently perceived that their 
shells fell very near, if not inside, the rebel 
w»>rks. 

“.\fter seven or eight minutes the enemy 
appeared fatigued with his ciTorts and fired 
only at intervals, whereupon the Mound 
City pusheil on, leaving the first battery to 
the St. Louis and Conestoga, which were 
throwing a few : h lbs at the rebel fortifica- 
tions at a mile's range. 

“At that, point there was a bend in the 
river, and further up a more decided turn 
toward the south, the gc!ieral course of the 
sti'cam being oast and west. 'I’lie first bat- 
tery was opposite the fii*st bend on the 
summit of a ridge about fifty feet high, 
and the opinion that it had a companion 
was soon confirmed hv a heavy i*cport from 
a point half-a-niile am>ve, tlie howl of a 
round shot across the how of the Mound 
City and in its burial in the opposite bank. 

second sliot came, but it went wide of 
the mark and cut off the branches of a 
tree two hundred yards in the rear of tlie 
vessel. The new gun was heavier than any 
of those in the lower battery, and the 
Mound City i)romptly proceeded to pay 
her compliments to the loud-montlied 
stranger. She fired her how guns, as she 
steamed up the river a little further, mak- 
ing the distance between her and the upper 
battery less than half-a-mile. 

“The second fortification was on the 
same IdutT or ridge as its partner, but a 
little further from the shore, and in a 
southwesterly direction from the Mound 
City, which prevented its guns from bear- 
ing directly on that vessel. The effect of 
the flagship’s shots could not bo well de- 
termined, but they appeared to be falling 
where the gunners desired, and the cannon- 
ade on her part, as well as on that of the 
St. Louis, was warmly kept up for eight or 
ten minutes; le.ss than tweiityhaving elapsed 
since the first gun had been fired from the 
lower battery. 

“In the meantime Col. Fitch had landed 
our regiment, between five and six hun- 
dred strong, on tiic southern bank below 
the first liattery, with the intention of at- 
tacking the upper works in the rear aiirl 
surprising the enemy at ins guns, which 
we had no douirt of accomplishing. We 
were already on the march, and had sig- 
nalled the .Mound City to cea.se firing tliat 
our own men mightnothe injured, when an 
unanticipated accident of tlie most horri- 
ble char leter almost entirely destroyed the 
officers and crew of the flagship. 

“A large cylindrical shot, with iron 
fianges on each side, known among the 
rebels as the pigeon-shot, struck the case- 
ments of the Mound City on the port side, 
in tiiM upper port near the first gun. nt an 
angle of ninety degrees, passinir througli 
the casemate and hreaksng the connecting 
pipe of the boilers, killing a gunner on the 
starboard side and aligliting in the stew- 
ard’s pantry. The effect of severing the 
connecting pipe may he imagined. All the 
steam in the iioilers at once rushed with a 
shrill, hissing sound into every i)art of the 
gunboat, which presented no means for its 
escape except through the portholes and 
skyliithts. It was like injecting scalding- 
hot stenni into an air-tight box, and wlien 
we remember that there were nearly one 
hundred and eighty human beings iiclow 
the deck, the ineffable horror of their situ- 
ation may ruailily be conceived. The burn- 
inir. blastiiitr steam fairly mowed them 
down in their tracks without tiie least 
chance for escape. They shrieked, and 
leapi'd. and writhed with pain, but -there 
was no help, and the murderous, seething 
vapor was relentless, and seeiiu-d to delight 
in their sufferings, a.s it rapidly extended 
its torture over new victims. 

‘•Horrors upon horrors accumulated in 
that low. square, seething, boilinir, fiery in- 
closure, whose strong men strugirleil with 
each other in the insanity of ineinluralde 
pain and in futile efforts to escape from 
where man e timed all the fabled agonies 
of the damned and yet could not die. To 
Slime, fate was inereitui, am) they i>erislied 
at once. As many as forty or fifty, w«lu) 
liatl stolid on the gun-deck a few ininutes 
before I iMyant with life, liojie had elat <1 
Koirits, lay there in pallid (leath. uncon- 
eioiis of the terrible pain all around tbein, 
inilieedimj: the terrible moaning and groan- 
iii”’ and wild sill ii-k iiig of tlio.se who lived 
only to pray for death to ease their tor- 
ture. 

••As soon as the first shock had passeii 
Ih'ise who Irid not been s.ain trom full in- 
Iialatioii of the deadly scalding vap.ir, wcie 
proin.itcd, mad wiili pain, to leap into the 
river U» cmil tlieir I iiniiiig bodie». The 
impulse SCI Micd to seize upon all simulta- 
iiiMiusly, ami out of tlic open ports plunge<l 
one wri'tcli aittu' aiuitlier until seventy or 
eighty Were sti ng'jliiig in the water. Some 
Wi re so i iidly scalded that they could not 
; swim, and they, most tort iinatel v, were 
i ilrowiieii; while utlieis, relieslied and 
j eo lied I y the river, stineic out for the 
I bank, as it they bad 1 eeii miiiijnred. 
i "W til It eriNis, when every priiiei])bi of 
liiiiii iiiit y eried aloud ioi aid and sneeio'.

t?neniy needed no second hldd^ig. They 
ran with alacrity down to the shore, and 
the. I, under cover of the trec.s, fired mus- 
kets aud rifles at the wounded swimmers 
with the cool dinbolism of a South Sea is- 
lander. 

“The enemy wns still busy in his demon- 
iac work, and would have Hi*ed his last car- 
tridge at the sufl'ei ing aud defenceless sail- 
ors had not our brave Indiana boys, mad 
with a righteous indignatiou. come upon 
them. >Ve came up in rear of the fortifi- 
cations that rapt. Fry commaiuhMl and 
arrested the fca'ful progress of deliberate 
murder. As soon ns Col. Fitch could 
bring the regiment into line, after our long 
donhlo-quick around the enemy’s rear, he 
shouted: 

“ ‘The d — d scoundrels are murdering 
the Mound City men down* there. We 
must stop it. Charge!’ 

“The Forty-sixth rushed forward with a 
yell of mge. Kml it seemed w’e had hardly 
time to take breath before wo were in the 
works and the vengeful Yankee bayonet 
was ill turn doing its deadly work. The 
rebels were taken completely by surpri-se. 
Befoi'e they had time to throw down their 
arms, or cry for quarter, many of them 
were lying in tlieir own entronehmen^^s 
with tlieir life-blood fast ebbing away. 

“Some of the secessionists fought with 
dogged obstinacy against our superior 
number'*, and foil covered with ghastly 
wounds. Their bravery was sufficient to 
command our respect, but their cruelty to 
our Iiel)>less seamen called only for veii- 
gaenee. and all the atteinjits of our officers 
to restrain the men were useless, as they 
swept down upon the foe with relentless 
furv. 

“Those of the rebels along the shore who 
had been too busy firing at the Union men 
in the water to see the coming wrath iie- 
lilnd them, knew nothing of tlieir danger 
until the infuriated Indiana men were 
down upon, sliootiiig them down in the 
\erv act of murder, Many of them tell 
uinler the trees, where they carried on 
their deadly work, and tlio.so that escaped 
took precipitated flight up the hank of the 
river toward the village of St. Charles. 
Another portion of the rebels ran to a place 
above where the river had been ohsti u ited, 
and jumping into a few small boats they 
had moored tlieir, crossed the stream and 
disappeared in the woods. 

“The rout was complete. Wo had won a 
victory; hut at a most fearful price. 

•‘By this time the White river had began 
to fall rapidly, on that account the expedi- 
tion returned to Memphis, because tlie offi- 
cers feared that any attempt to go further 
up the river would result in the vessels 
getting aground and being lust. — [Newark 
Call.

Only a short lime ago I noticed that a 
I nrglar succeeded in breaking into the res- 
idence ot a Dakota jourjialist, and after a 
i Ion/, bard slrnggle, the editor succeeded 
in rold iiig liim.

The student should have taken a med- 
ical and surgical course, bo that he may 
bo able to attend to contuBinns, fractures, 
etc., etc., which may occur to himself or 
to the party who may come to his office 
for a rotrnctiou and by mistake got his 
spinal-column douhlc-leatled. 

The stndont, by this time, begins to see 
what is required of him, aud enters with 
zeal upon the study of his profession. 

Ho will now enter npon a theological 
course of ten years and fit himself thor- 
oughly to speak intelligently of Ihe vari- 
ous creeds and religions of the world. 
Ignorance on the part of the editor is 
almost a crime, and when he closes a pow- 
erful editorial with the familiar quotation, 
“It is the early bird that gets the early 
worm,** and attrihntos it to St. Paul in- 
stead of Deuteronomy, it makes me 
blush for the profession. 

The last ten years may he profitably 
devifted to the acquisition of a practical 
knowledge of cutting cord wood, baking 
beans, making shirts, lecturing, turning' 
double hand-springs, being shot out of a 
catapult at a circus, learning how to 
make a good adhesive paste that will not 
sour in hot weather, grinding scissors, 
punctuation, capitalization, condensation, 
syn'ax, plain sowing, music an 1 dancing, 
sculpting, etiquette, prosody, how to win 
the affections of the opposite sex and 
evade a malignant case of I reach-of-prom- 
ise, • the ten commandments, every man 
his own tooter on the flute, croquet, rules 
of the prize-ring, rhetoric, parlor magic, 
calisthenics, penmanship, how to torn a 
jack from the bottom of the pack with- 
out getting shot, civil engineering, decora- 
tive art, kalsomining, bicycling, ha.se-hall, 
hydraulics, botany, poker, international 
law, high-iow-jack. drawing and paintnig. 
faro, vocvl music, driving, Iireaking teams, 
fifteen-hall pool, ln>w to remove grease- 
spots from la,st year*8 pantaloons, horse- 
manship, coupling freight-cars, riding on 
a rail, riding on a pass, feeding thresh- 
ing machines, how to wean a c.alf from 
the parent stem, teaching school, 1. nil-

But time forbids anytlting like a thor- 
ough list of wh ‘t a young man should 
study in order to understand all that he 
may he called upon to express an o]iinion 
about in his actual experience as a jour- 
nalist. There are a thousand little mat- 
ters which every editor should know, 
such, for instance, as the construction of 
roller-i^omposition. Many newspaper-men 
can write a good editorial on Asiatic 
cholera, but their roller-composition is 
not fit to eat. 

With the course of study I have mapped 
out, the young student would emerge 
from the college of journalism at the age 
of ninety-five or ninety-six ready to take 
off his coat and write an article on al 
most any suijjeet. Ho would he a little 
giddy at first, ainl tlie office hoy would 
have to see that he went to bed at a 
proper hour each night, but a'<ide from 
that he would be a good man to feed a 
wabte-paper basket.

But .Mr. Steiuitz is a very olistiuate 
mao, "ns was shown by his sticking to his own 
gamble at the Inst London Cheas Congress in spite 
ut its fatal clTeet on his score. 

(b) . This move seems to l>e an invention by Mr. 
Steinitz. lie has played it three times in the match 
without good results.

Captain Mackenzie says In his notes to this game 
that It is admirably played by Dr. Zukertort, who 
never gave his adversary a chance from beginning 
to end. Thet'aptaiu doubts the prudence of Black's 


room. A friend n<»k« him afterward if, when thus 
engaged, he cai ric.s the game in his mind’s eye. 

” No, ” he replies, ‘‘ I dismiss it from me entirely 
and pick it up aguin when I get to tlic hoard. 
That’s the only tvav to plav chess. One should 
economize his brain-power as far as possible while 
the game is going on. ” 

But there is no “let-up’* for Steinitz. The 
Doctor’s tactics kci^p him thinking his hardest at 
the game from beginning to end. Dr. Zukertort 
makes eleven moves in fifteen minutes, while the 
same nnmhcr of moves occupy Steinitz thirty 
minutes. At the end of his first hour he has 
made seventeen moves, Zukertort making his 
seventeen moves in thirty minutes. Steinitz 
smokes a cigar, and, when tackling a peculiarly 
knotty point, puffs vigorously. Dr. 'Zukertort 
supplies him with a light for his second cigar. 
In the few moves preceding the expiration of his 
first two hours of play Stcinitz is so pushed for 
time tlifit he can’t keep his record of the game, 
and Dr. Zukertort reails off the hack moves to 
him from his notes. It Is pleasant to see these 
little courtesies in view of the statements which 
find currency that there is had feeling between the 
two champions. Stcinitz takes frequent sips of 
water. He uses a plain goblet this time, in place 
of the amher-colored one previously used, tvhich 
made the spectators think that the v atcr was di- 
luted with brandy or something similar. 

White secures the attack and concentrates in 
overwhelming force on the Black King’s weak 
defences. In vain Steinitz tries to strengthen 
them. He can’t bring reinforcements tip in time. 
He spends twenty-four minutes pondering and 
perspiring over his thirty-first move, but no way 
out of the difficulty discloses itself to him. 

Dr. Zukertort, meanwhile, lights a cigarette. A 
few friends wink knowingly at him, and he replies 
with a smile of self-gratiilation. The spectators 
are ignorant of what this little pantominc means, 
blit it leaks out afterward that the Doctor had told 
some of his wcll-wishei's that when he felt 
assured of victory he would light a cigarette or 
cigar. His assurance is tvcll founded. His reply 
to the move which Mr. Steiuitz took twenty-four 
minutes to decide on is made with decisive rapid- 
ity, and after surveying the field for a few min- 
utes, Dr. Zukertort’s beacon of victory mean- 
while burning brightly, Mr. Steinitz resigns. Dr. 
Zukertort made- his thirty-two moves in a little 
less than one hour. The rules of the match allow 
him two hours in which to make the first thirty 
moves.

those who never broke a laiice with our gallant 
young knight hold contrary views.”

*9lhiUtorial Responsibility and the Con< 
stitntioB.” 

Mr. Abbott Lawrence Lowell contributes 
Cd the February Atlantic a well written 
l^per with the above caption, in which he 
Cakes exception to the conclusions arrived 
at by Mr. Wilson in his book on Congress- 
Clonal Gk>vernment. Mr. Wilson takes the 
ground that the English parliamentary 
aystem, including the ministry, is prefera- 
f>le to the Congressional system of this 
country. He takes for granted that the 
tegislative branches 4if government now 
overshadow the judiciary and the execu- 
Clve. He says: **For all practical purposes 
Che national government is supreme over 
dts 8(M}alled co-ordinate branches. Where- 
as Congress at first overshadowed neither 
IPresident nor federal judiciary, it now on 
occasions rubs both with easy mastery and 
O high hand.” On these facts he founds 
^e argument that if our theoretical divi- 
aiOQ of ]»owers has miscarried in practice, 
and if our government has already become 
CButralized, we had better adopt that form 
cC^governmeiit which will work the best; 
we had better establish a responsible min- 
istry. 

Mr Lowell does not agree with these 
l^remises, therefore he does not consider 
the argument logically sound. He says: 

*<Our government has undoubtedly cen- 
CcaHzed since the beginning of the century; 
Jfcr the greater facility of communication 
1^ tween the different parts of the Union, 
Cho formation of vast corpomtions com- 
prising several States in the scope of their 
eperations, and the consequent industrial 
development of the country, make demands 
tipon the federal government for the exer- 
cise of powers which were far less import- 
smt eighty years ago. There exists unques- 
tionably a tendency to centralization which 
all citizens who care for the Constitution 
Chould watch with a jealous eye; but it is 
ft tendency very easy to ex^iggemte, and 
not yet developed to such an extent as to 
impair the political power, and indepeiid- 
coce of the State. The war and tlie recon- 
■truction which followed it necessarily 
produced for a time a great increase in the 
power of the national government. A part 
oC this increase of power has been ren- 
dered permanent by the adoption of the 
recent amendments to the Constitution, 
while the decision of the Supremo Court in 
4he legal tender cases has assured to Con- 
gress the possession of another part; but 
for the past ten years the federal govern 
ment has been playing a constantl/decreas- 
Ing part in the internal aff airs of the South- 
cen States. The Supreme Court, more 
over, in the civil rights cases struck a 
heavy blow at the parental policy of Con 
gress, by denying to it the right to inter- 
fere directly with the social condition of 
ilic citizens of the States, and limiting its 
ftiitbority to counteracting and redressing 
Jthe effects of the action of the State author- 

Mr. Lowell quotes from an essay by Mr. 
€Iorace Davis, showing that in the State s 
executive has been continually gaining 
St the expense of the legislature, and con- 
■ siders that the President is recovering the 
power which he lost during Jidinson's ad- 
• ministration, while he believes that the 
Judiciary, both sbite and federal, has in- 
txcased both in power and intiuence. Mr* 
liowell concludes his article as ftillows: 

*‘l have not attempted to consider the 
questitm whether a parliamentary system 
would bo better for us than our presesit 
Constitution, much less to discuss tlie rela- 
tive merits of these two forms of govern- 
ment in the abstract. In fact, the time has 
passed when every good American believed 
that nil foreign natitnis were more or less 
benighted, because they did not adopt our 
C'oustituiion. For my elf, I believe that 
i - system is still the best for us," al- 
tliough apart from those abuses which 
liave no necessary connection with onr 
form of government, no one can shut his 
eyes to the liefects iniierent in the system 
itself. The American docs nut accept 
the maxim that eternal vigilance is the price 
of liberty, lie has altogether too much ten- 


dency to believe that liberty and goml gov- 
ernment can lie Imught with a written con- 
stitution, and that, once possessed, these 
blessings form part of that property of 
which he cannot be deprived except by due 
process of law. In consequence of the 
division of political power into so many 
small fragments, the ordinary citizen does 
not take interest enough in any one of 
them, and leaves the control of public af- 
fairs too exclusively in the hands of the 
professional politicians. Whether these 
defects are greater than we ought to ex- 
pect under a parliamentary government, I 
do not here pretend to inquire. I have 
only endeavored to prove that a responsi- 
ble ministry cannot form a part of our 
present system ; that one of those forms of 
government or the other must be accepted 
in its completeness, with all its merits and 
with all its faults.”

Gold T8. NatloBBl Debt. 

Newtonville, January 27. 

To the Editor of tlie Newton Graphic : 

We were pleased that you saw fit to reply to our 
questions about the currency, reallv believing the 
subject the most important now before the nation, 
which leads* me to ask the favor of saying n few 
words more. 

I see that as to the essential diflScuIty you agree 
with me, saying "there is no question the national 
debt could have been used as I suggest, and that if 
it had been, the industries of the country would not 
have experienced the prostration of to-day.” 

This, I think, is eminently true ; it rocogniscs 
the difficulty, and the cause of it. You also ex- 
press just fears for the future, lest Congress should 
not in time awaken to the duties of the hour. 

Now it appears to me that my three questions 
indicate the true remedy, and that it is a puKIic 
service to keep the cau«e and the remedy before 
the common mind. The ailoption of our plan 
would, in our belief, restore prosperity and make it 
permanent. That the national bonds, drawing in- 
terest, which are the basis of our currency to-tlay, 
would form a still better currency, themselves 
chopped up for circula ion, legal tender received 
and disbursed by goverument ibr all time, no one 
denies. 

Mr. Calhoun affirmed in the Senate that he 
could not be contradicted in saying that such a 
curreiiny would par with gold, such a curt*cncv 
maintained in a fixed ratio per capita increasing 
with tlie increase of population is in fact the grand 
desideratum that would insure iiuintcrrupted pros- 
perity of the country. This general idea cannot 
be refuted ; such a cutreney would practically and 
naturally become the standard of values and 
would be more even than gold for hundreds of 
years. We would end the nonsense about interna- 
tional currency, and also about double or single 
standards, as it would at all times command gold 
and silver when wanted. Probably no European 
country is so circumstanced and free from chronic 
foi-ms as to make it possible to adopt a system of 
enrrency so simple and yet so perfect, and the 
more free this country is kept from all complica- 
tions with their systems the better for us. All we 
need i& a sound national currency that will com- 
mand gold and silver when wanted for shipment, 
while in a state of prosperity the balance of trade 
would be in our favor. All the fuss about these 
points is hatched abroad, and if in their interests, 
not in ours. 

The system we suggest would be very easy to 
adopt, doing no violence in any way. Let the pre- 
sent Congress pass a bill to pay all bonds as they 
mature or are called, in a national legal tender 
currcucy, received auU disbursed by goveiiimcnt 
for all time, payable in gold, but at the entire op- 
tion of government when, or say in a hundred 
years, or with no mention of gold. It would in 
either case lie better than gold, commanding all 
the gold in the country at any time. A commis- 
sion should also be provided to ascertain and re- 
port hereafter what amount of circulating medium 
per capita experience had shown to be most advan- 
tageous to industrial nations, adopt that currency 
and let the volume of cuiTciicy increase with popu- 
lation. This is a most iiiiportuut point in the 
system; hitherto no guide has been sought or ob- 
herved; all bus l>ceu guess-work. In illustration 
of this, turn to Mr. Arthur’s second message to 
Congress. lie says: "Since iny last message 
more than 100 millions of the national bonds have 
Ihjcii iclircd by the Treasury, that 200 millions re- 
main, and how to avert the eontractiun of the cur- 
rency by this retirement is a question of constantly 
increasing importance.*' 'I’liis was some five 
six years ago, yet the contraction from leiiring 
bonds and other measures has kept slcudily on, 
with no suggestion of any remedy hot to stop the 
coinage of silver, which to the extent that govern 
ment has advanced on dollars over the amount put 
in eircidation has been a relief rather than a bur- 
dcii. On this subjeet the mind of the present 
Secretary of the Tieasiiry seems to he under 
thick cloud, and McCulloch on this snhjtT-t always 
went by the light of a boi.firo Imllt by himself.

City Soiieilpr’a opinion on the legality of re- 
opening Richardson sti’cct cro.ssiug. Chief Ui.xby. 
.who has been ordcicd to examine Eliot Hail and 
stairways to see if they conform to building law.s, 
reported that the c.stiiiiated capacity of the hall i.s 
1000, but the means of egress are unsafe and en- 
tirely insufficient for that number; no ordinance 
covers the matter, but us the hall is used forenter- 
taiunicnts it more properly conics under the juris- 
diction of the State inspeetors, who have uvaniined 
it and rccominendeU tliut its further use be restric- 
ted to 600, this restriction to remain in foivc nnti 
such time as satisfactory uitcrutions shall have 
been mode.

Mr. Hqmen way’s next lecture on “Principles 
of the Comm#|i Law,” will be Wednesday 
Gvonlng, Feb. 3rd. Thursday evening. Feh. 
4th, there will ho a lecture by Miss O. M. 

Rowe on “The Forerunncis of the Ital- 
ian Renaissance;” “The Growth of Chris- 
tian Art,” Giotto; “Massaccio:” “FraAn- 
geliso;” “The Causes of the Renaissance, 
and an outline of its history,” with illus- 
trations by the storeopticon. These lec- 
tures will be at 7.31) o’clock, and admission 
is free. Miss Rowe is the author of the 
“Chats about Art,” which for the last 
year have, proved so popular a feature of 
the Christian Union, that one sehuol in 
New York has taken 18 copies for its 
pupils. VVe understand tint she is en- 
gaged to do a like work for that journal on 
the subject of Architecture. 

Fourth Cooking Lecture at Lasell Semi- 
nary. 

Scalloped apple was first prepared. 
Three pints of sliced apples were put in a 
buttered dish, in alternate layers with a pint 
of soft bread crumbs, moistened with half 
a cup of melted butter. E.ach layer of 
apple was sweetened with sugar, into which 
a small bit of cinnamon bad been stirred; 
baked about an hour and served with 
cream. This is an excellent dish. Oat- 
meal or cracked wheat might be substituted 
for the crumbs, and any other acid fruit for 
the apple. 

Next came veal cutlets with brown sauce. 
The thick, tough membrane was removed, 
and the veal cut into pieces for serving. A 
small, sharp knife is necessary for this. 
Next the cutlets were salted and pcp])ered, 
dipped in fine sifted broad crumbs, then in 
beaten egg, and then in crumbs again, and 
fned in pork fat with several slices of salt 
pork. When brown, they were put in a 
stew j>aii and simmered forty-five minutes 
ill brown sauce. The sauce was miade by 
browning two tablespoons of buttermilk; 
cwo tablespoons ol chopped onion and stir- 
ring into it just two tablespoons of dry fiour, 
and then a pint of hot soup stock. All 
was stirred until smooth, then flavored 
with Worcestershire sauce, and seasoned 
with salt and pepper, and strained upon 
the cutlets, which, after the required sim- 
mering, were found to be very tender and 
jiahitable. 

Lastly, a haddock was cut into pieces 
:ibout two inches square. The bones and 
head were cooked for half an hour in water, 
to whieh had been added two small onions, 
sliced, scalded, and browned in pork fat. 
The squares of fish were put in a kettle 
with a little butter, and the boiling bone 
water strained over them; then thickened 
with a heaping tablespoon of butter and 
two of flour cooked together. After sim- 
mering fifteen minutes, a little tomato 
catsup was added. This is a very palata- 
ble and economical dish. 

At the next lecture, Feb. 8, at 10.15 a. m., 
Mrs. Lincoln will illustrate the subject of 
larding and braising by preparing larded 
grouse with bread sauce and braised calf’s 
heart, with brown sauce piquante; orange 
jelly and orange baskets will also be pre- 
pared.

Art Jottings. 

Last week, at Williams A Everett’s, the 
chief attraction has been the tapestry ex- 
hibit, before noted. 

On a second visit wo noticed some very 
fascinating piece goods in silk, running 
from #5 to #20 a yard. The colors were 
both solid and changuable, and for rich up- 
holstery and ornamental purposes, the fab- 
rics were exceedingly attractive. We were 
bappy to learn that the display has been so 
great a success that it was continued last 
week. In their front window is now dis- 
played a canvas hy J. K. fJ. Peterson, a 
marine of large size. The rich green of 
the water is well simulated, and upon the 
hounding billows of mid deeaii, two ves- 
sels are struggling for existence. The 
larger of the two, a noble ship riding the 
wave crests like a bird, is a thing of beauty; 
but the smaller craft is the worse for the 
war with the sea, and having lost a main 
to|)-ma8t, and with ropes dangling in the 
teeth of the storm, looks the worse for the 
struggle. Tlio paintine is fuU of life and 
force, and attracts much attention. 

At Doll’s, C. Linford shows a woods inte- 
rior; rocks and. water in the foreground, 
and blue sky in the distance, very well 
handled. 

Childe Hassam, in a rural picture of rich 
deep color with golden rod and daisies in 
the luxurious grass. 

E. G. Niles presents a strong likeness of 
a healthful brunette maiden, quite original 
in treatment. Rotlisheven portrays a 
womanly figure sitting at a piauo and 
bending forward, leans upon an arm, whilst 
resting the other hand heavily upon the 
keys. Richly decorated paper hangings of 
tapestry, the portrait on the wall, and cut 
flowers, add to the scenic effect of the pic- 
ture. The artist does not quite tell the 
tale, as the first page of a sheet of music is 
unturned, and wo query whether it proves 
too difficult of execution, or whether an 
open letter beside her causes her apparent 
dejection. E. *Zimmerniann discovers 
much humor in his interior of mayhap a 
Swiss hostelry. One rough clad sturdy 
figure, in brigand hat, is engaged in the 
occupation of snuff-taking, whilst his two 
companions are very heavily asleep, evi- 
dently weary and woni from mountain 
climbing. Baedeker, wild flowers, plucked 
in their rambles, and the Alpine staff with 
handle of chamois honi, tell the tale that 
Uiey are tired tourists at rest. 

Chase has had a display of paintings and 
panels by J. H. Twaclitman, the former 
decidedly the more attraotive. In this col- 
lection of some forty pictures he is very 
broad and sketchy in method. No. 1 Hol- 
landisch Dirp is a marine in grays, very 
pleasing, as is also No. 4 and 7 — winter 
scenes in and near Paris. The most pre- 
tentious canvas is “Twelve Mills by the 
Marsh,” very coarsely and sketchily liaint- 
ed. 

Noyes A Blakeslee show by A. Werner, 
Munich, a nurse woman in quaint German 
cap, holding a lovely sleeping infant so 
fondly and carefully on a luxurious pillow. 
The dark, leathery skin of the woman is very 
lifelike, as often seen in peasants who have 
experienced the curative properties of sun 
and rain for, it may be, two or three gener- 
ations. 

Wm. Morgan in “The Hope of the 
House” portrays a young mother of great 
beauty and full health, fondly gazing upon 
the sleeping child, whilst another child of 
more years stands at the mother’s knee, 
also lost in dreamy contemplation. The 
picture lias a fine tone, and greatly at- 
tracts the passers-by, who linger to gaze 
on “a thing of beauty” indeed. 

The Boston Art Club now present their 
33d exhibition of oil paintings at their 
salon. The collection has many well- 
known names and is largely made up of por- 
traits. “Peonies,” by A. F. Graves, a 
large and well painted flower piece, and 
“l^celiiig Potatoes,” by Charles Sprague 
Pearce, ])resonts a young woman in the un- 
picturesque, and very practical pursuit, in 
a very pleasing manner. These pictures 
have become tlie property of the Club, 
thiougli purchase. No. 133, also by 
Pearce, “In the Gardens,” and No. W) 
“Peines do Coeur,” arealso very cleverly 
painted, the latter a very notable canvas in 
size. J. H. Weir’s portrait of Phil. II, copy 
from Velasquez, by its shadowy treatment, 
is one of tlie most attractive works. No. 
58, by G. (vaul, “A Giierrelhi Company” 
(if we may he allowed to question the 
spelling of the descriptive word) is a strong 
delineation of two characters, who took ac- 
tive participation in Western border life, 
carrying death and pillage in their path, 
during our late fratricidal war. F. Childe 
Hassam olTers us “A Wet Day in the City,” 
No. 45, quite realistic, as may he seen on 
tlie avenue most any day about once a 
week, ill this, our most fickle of winters. 
F. A. Bridgemaii, Paris, in No. ;15, presents 
cafe life in Biskre, with great historical 
power (for the consideration of #1,7(.K). )

Waghington Letter. 

Wahhi.xoton, D. C., Jan. 2.5, 1886. 

The work of ('ongress during the past 
week has been of a somewhat mixed char- 
acter, with comparatively little of special 
interest. The Government Printing Office 
has been deluged with work, partinilnrly 
the printing of new hills, and is greatly be- 
hind, although type-setters and pressmen 
are working night and day. The call of 
States is not completed yet, and every 
time there is one between .500 and 800 new 
bills are introduced. 

The subject most generally discussed 
among Senators and Members ontside of 
the Halls of Congress has lieeii the right of 
the Senate to call for the “reasons” govern- ' 
ing the removal of office holders. The ma- ' 
jority of Senators are of the opinion that ! 
the “reasons” cannot be called for, but j 
only the information in the possession of * 
the President or Department. This infor- 
mation usually consists of only the recom- 
mendation on file in stlpport of the new ap- 
pointment, as to the fitness of the new ap- 
pointee, and is quite different from the 
“reasons” which induced the President to 
make the appointment. The President In- 
formed a committee of Democratic Senators, 
appointed at a caucus, that he had no ob- 
jection to submitting the papers in any ap- 
pointment, but would not give his “rea- 
sons” for making a selection. The Demo- 
cratic Senators will sustain the position 
taken by the President. 

Heretofore the sessions of the Senate in 
considering nominations sent to it have 
always been held with closed doors, so 
that none but the members of that body 
have been permitted to be present. 1 have 
frequently been present when a motion 
was made to go “into Executive Session,” 
as it is called, and immediately when car- 
ried the galleries have been cleared of all 
visitors and correspondents, and the doors 
sealed. Some of the Senators are now in 
favor of dispensing with this old practice 
of “Star Chamber” procedure and of hav- 
ing open Executive Sessions. H the pro- 
posed change is adopted the people of the 
country will get many interesting facts con- 
cerning public servants, now withheld 
from them. 

The House Labor Committee and Com- 
mittee on Agriculture have agreed to re- 
port a bill establishing a Department of 
Agriculture and Labor, the head of which 
shall be a Cabinet officer. This Depart- 
ment will be one very near to the people, 
and it stands a fair chance of being formed 
this Session. 

The people of the District and of the ad- 
joining State, Maryland, are very much ex- 
ercised just now as to what the Senate will do 
on the nomination of Hon. William M. Mer- 
rick, of Maryland, as an Associate Justice 
of the Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia. Judge Merrick was on tlie 
bench here at the beginning of the war, 
when Congress legislated the court out of 
existence because of supposed sympathy 
with the South. Sinee then rhe judge has 
rasided in Maryland, and represented that 
State in Congress. He and Senator Gorman 
have represented opposing factions in Mary- 
land politics, and it was supposed that 
when Judge Merrick was appointed last 
summer as one of the Judges of our court 
that Gorman was made happy by thus get- 
ting rid of his political rival. But Gorman 
is doing all that he can now to defeat Mer- 
rick’s confirmation. Judge Merrick is a 
brother of the late Hon. Richard T. Merrick, 
known all over the country as an able 
lawyer and one of the Democratic counsel 
before the Electoral Commission. The 
members of the bar are almost unanimous 
for the confirmation, and the Bar Associa- 
tion has appointed a committee to urge up- 
on the Senate to confirm the nomination. 

Mr. Maybury. of Mich., has introduced a 
bill in the House that will touch a respon- 
sive chord ill the breasts of those who love 
to angle for the sportive black bass, or hunt 
the coy duck as it floats on the water. He 
proposes to set apart as a National shooting 
and fishing resort or reservation the broad 
stretch of marsh and overflowed or shoal 
water lands in and bordering upon Lake St. 
Clair in the State of Michigan. All naviga- 
ble waters within the prescribed limits are 
to bo doomed public highways and treated 
as such. 

Susan B. Anthony is hero with the same 
abiding faith in tlie ultimate triumph of 
woman sutTrage that lias sustained her 
through so many years. She eomes to 
Washington every xvinter to w ateh for any 
opening to drive the wedge into (’imgre.ss. 
She always puts up at Biggs House, Mrs. 
SpolTord, the wife of the )>roprietor. being 
a stanch friend of the cause. Miss .Viithony 
is always “wound up” and ready to talk 
almost indefinitely on the snhjeet that Ims 
been the absorbing one of her busy life. 
Shu looks benignantly through her gold 
spectacles, and talks cheerily and hiqietiilly 
as if she were just entering upon her mis- 
sion to this vale of tears. She has a strong 
faith that she will live to enjoy the full 
fruition of her hopes. 11.

The War of 1812.— II. 

' BY JOHN C. PARK. 

’ *rhe withdrawal of the Decrees of Berlin 
and Milan hy Napoleon, and the hope that 
it would be followed by -the repeal of the 
Orders in Council which had been promul- 
gated by Great Britain, had conspired to 
I^Te oor merchants and shipowners a gleam 
of hope, arid all industries received a slight 
revival. But the declaration of war which 
followed stagnated everything. 

The advocates of the war measure had 
calculated that Great Britain would be 
obliged to employ all her energies to coun- 
teract the ambitious projects of France, 
and could sprire but little force against this 
country. lit this they found themselves 
sadly mistaken. They also supposed that 
American privateers would suddenly 
pounce upon England’s numerous mer- 
chant vessels; but they soon found that 
this was a game which both parties could 
practice. * 

They also supposed that it would be pos- 
sible to invade Canada successfully and 
thus deprive Great Britain of a valuable 
province. Whether deceived by their own 
emissaries, or mislead by the representa- 
tions of tliose persons in Canada who were 
mefl de.sirous of creating .a disturbance 
from which they might reap some benefit 
themselves, they were led to believe that 
the French Canadians as a body would as- 
sist their cause, and also that many Eng- 
Jismeu there resident had become fasci- 
nated witii the republican principles of the 
United .States, and would favor tlie inva- 
sion. In ail tliis the sequel proved how 
entirely they were mistaken or misin- 
formed . 

Great Britain had too wise counsellors 
at the h<*ad of lier affairs not to foresee the 
result of the American politty since the 
beginning of the century; and being fore- 
warned w’ere forearmed. Tltey knew, too, 
this truth, tliat in all contests, tlie first 
blow, if elfective on one’s opponent, is 
generally the precursor of final success. 
This was fully exemplified in a late guber- 
natorial contest in this state, where the 
geiiticinan wlio now oecnpies the ehair, 
took the tield in person tliree weeks before 
his (qjpoiient, and dealt such effective 
blows, tliut his contestant W'as, to liis great 
surprise and discomfiture, placed in a situ- 
ation to wliich lie was personally quite un- 
accustomed, the rule of a defendant, busy 
in erecting bulwarks against the daily re- 
newed sliut instead of discliarging broad- 
sides upon the enemy, as had been his 
usual manner. 

Britisli vessels appeared with wonder- 
ful celerity off our larger harbors, effec- 
tively blockading them, or capturing every 
vessel that attempted a voyage. Letters of 
marque and reprisal were issued from her 
government not only to her own people, 
but to Danes and other neutrals; and soon 
privateers, thus prepared, swarmed, legal- 
ized pirates, on all our coasts. 

Instead of capturing and annexing Cana- 
da, the Province of^Maiue, then a part of 


MaaanchnRottA, and not a aoparatc atato 
until 18*20, was invaded by the Britiah, and 
during the war, a fleet sailed up the Chea- 
apeake Bay, capturing Waslungton Gity, 
which was then thinly aettled, burned tlic 
capitol .and prcaident’s house, and threat- 
ened Baltimore. Landings with disas- 
trous results were made in (’onnecticut, 
and At Warehain and Soituate in Massachu- 
setts, not thirty nujes froni Boston. . 

As soon as*’tho war wsvs. declared, Massa- 
chusetts exhrbited ■ the same’ pnrifiptness 
in action w'hich she had shown in h7I*''; And 
suhroqucntly in 1861. Gno^millipn ,of - dol- 
lars was at once voted for tlio state’s de- 
fence. Knowing the imixmtance of . Bos- 
ton and.the J^avy Yard at Charlestown, sb^ 
set herself vigorously to the. work of 
strengthenetl the -defences of that harbor. 
Castle I»i1and . was., then • hut little a. fort ; 
it W'as strcngtliening„ and earth works were 
thrown up oU;.other. islands. Public spirit, 
was aroused. Even the. 8chooll)o.vs volun- 
teered and w'cre allowed to work on them; 
and the writer and liis schoolmates of 
eight and nine years were indignant that 
only the older classes were allowed to 
Sjhovel and wheel dirt in tttken of their 
patnotism. When all were completed 
they yrould have been entirely useless, if a 
single ironclad of the present day had en- 
tered the harbor: a few sliells thrown from 
it, having for their objective point, per- 
haps, the dome of what they then called 
tho “New State House,” (which being then 
painted a bright yellow, led a European 
tiaveller to write that we had surmounted 
our chief public buildings with a represeii- 
mtion of our ‘popular dish, a boiled Indian 
pudding,) w’ould have demolished it and 
boon compelled the town to suiTCiider. 

Olio bright morning a fleet of five Brit- 
ish war-vessels were descried in tho Itay off 
Boston Harbor. Three disappeared in a 
few hours, but on the next nioniiiig were 
seen nearer. Upon this, orders were is- 
sued for the militia of Massachusetts to re- 
port for duty forthwith at the m‘'tropoli8. 
They came. But what a sight it was for us 
boys I No uniforms, but homespun hal)- 
iliments of all colors and forms. For 
equipments many bore shot-belts and pow- 
der horns. For armament, flint-locked 
smooth-bores with bayonets or without, 
yet handled by marksmen, who usually 
kept one loaded and suspended on hooks 
in the kitchen, ready at hand, sure death to 
any marauding hen-hawk. The drums and 
fifes played a shrill Yankee Doodle, occa- 
sionally varied with a touch of some favt>r- 
ite “Country dance” (a corruption of 
Contra dance.) Our present excellent and 
efficient Adjutant Geneial Dalton, even 
with his robust frame, w’oul I have fainted 
at the sight; but we fellows folio a-od 
them, delighted with the novel and almost 
grotesque exhibirion, and cheered 1,bem 
lustily at every corner. Tlie rustic heroes 
stepped briskly on, wdth the bearing of 
patriots ready to give their lives for their 
country. 

Their destination was South Bostiin. To 
reach this there was then only one avenue 
from Boston proper, being tlie I 'ridge now 
known as Dover Street Bridge. 'I'liis part 
of tho city now' bears no reseim /lance hi 
that which it did in 181*2. Between that 
bridge and Dorcliester Heights, along wliat 
is now Fourth street, with tlie ex<;eption of 
a few* houses near the bridge, iliere were 
none. About midway there were seveml 
brick-yards witli their clay-pits and kilns, 
while from the road, nortli-eastei ly to the 
shore of tlie harbor, where now wo see 
populous streets, machine simps, and 
w'harves, there were pastun sbipiiig 
gracefully to the shore. 

Wooden barracks had been hastily erected 
for these soldiers with hunks on fhesiiles. 
tier above tier, and in front was t he parade 
ground. Severe drill and <lisri;/lioc soon 
workeil w’onders. The Nt w Ktejfland 
Guards, tlieii and always oim oi Boston’s 
best organizations, being aiaai.-t nin d to 
parade not only witli musket- ImH licdd- 
picees, were detailed for duly ai !hc navy 
yard. 

All this W’as a liuliday specfaele to us 
hoy.s. Tlie writer’s father, wli - icoi iiceii 
commissioned by President .b*hii .Vdam.s 
as a surgeon in the navy, ami ii.ol m i vjmI 
as KU<;h for tliree years <ni ‘M.n.i <»t‘ tlie 
shnip of w'ar Warren in the W* si iinlies, 
tendered ids services to the Sttletarneii ; 
Imt lie sadly disappointed ids .n. i»v seinl- 
iiig him to ids grandfatln r s. •. 'h igvmaii 
at Acton. t)n tlie day of Ids a* : , »l there 
he found tlie ’’Davis Blues” jr.- aixoit to 
leave for Boston, and was pii -'-ni .\» they 
filed into the meeting liouse to tisicii to a 
prayer from their minisler’f lip-, loi- liieir 
Kuecessful and safe return. r- r-.»n.s were 
among tliat audience, who liad di .net ree- 
olleetloii of tho event only ‘ Id rl. v -seven 
years previous, when (hip'ain !»avi.s led olT 
ids minute men from the sane tr.duing- 
field to take coiiH])icuuub part in the tar- 
famed (’uncord liglit. It wa;. in /st inter- 
esting to listen with eager e i to their 
graphic narratives of bygone exp* l ieiujes. 

For some reason, (prolial>.> tlj. intelli- 
gence of the approach of u Fioie. p ileet) no 
attempt W'as made to land at oi near Bos- 
ton in force, and after a tew days, the 
writer was allowed to reUun. aad Ids first 
visit was to South Boston. But what a 
change! 'J'lie motley uudiscijilined mass 
had been traiisforiiied into aw.: i emulated 
body of soldiers. Prompt, miquustiojiing 


ohcdlonce, steady demeanor, and respect- 
ful anhordlnation, ruled everywhere. This 
school had been fouinl so valuable that the 
wdiolo body was kept there for some time 
after the immediate cause of the asaeni- 
hlage had ceased to exist. 

Olio ^^tpUyopisqijo in. this.excltemoutywas 
so ekl^emcly l.iliiW(>ns, tlm? it may'ch^servx 
meidion, U> illustrate the panic. Tlrere 
maided, at that time, in Boston, an English 
gentleman, Mr. .Irickaon. ’ Ho was very 
obese, actually uriwMcldly. He was a taieiit- 
ed teacher of Yriusie, eniployeil as. siieli iii 
tho first families: the organist at the Stone 
Chaiiol; (tUiiii iio Wiled, nhw restored to its 
original designation of King’s Chapel); a 
W'orsidpper -nr Haiidcl, w hose Compositiolis 
pealed forth majestically, under Ids inanip- 
ulatioiiH from the giAiid old Englisli organ, 
which 'still AtaudS in tliat loft His great 
delight and frequent theme was “thorongh- 
hosc,” and he Was so engrossed in his pro- 
fession, that political cortiiilications were 
to him a nonentity. ’ But it waA feiii'ed 
that iiq might give the enemy information 
as to tli'e weak polhts of our defences, arid 
so lie was peremptorily ordered tni remove 
to sortie point, lino hundred miles from tlie 
seaboard.’ Ho went to Northampton, grim- 
ly remarking that tlie government under- 
stood and practiced thorough* base better 
than he did’. After the peace ho returned 
to. Boston, and again presided at his be- 
loved organ, and officiated at tlie Grand 
Te Deum which was performed tliero in 
Tlianksgiving hir the pacification. 

On the 24th of December, 1814, a treaty of 
peace was signed by commissioners, at 
Ghent, causing great rejoicing throughout 
the country, although it contained no stip- 
ulation about “free trade or sailors’ rights.” 
The battle of Now Orleans on January 8th, 
181.5, was fought a fortnight after the treaty 
had been signed, but iio transatlantic tele- 
graph cable then existed to transmit the 
intelligence which could have deprived 
Andrew Jackson of the eclat which his 
success on that occa.sion gave him: which 
was one of the principal causes which led 
to his nomination and election to the pres- 
idential chair. 

.All the territory which had been occupied 
during the war was restored, and all that 
we gained by the war was a debt of ninety- 
eight millions of dollars. — [The State. 


St. Nicholas for February, 1886, 

Has a richly varied table of contents.

its impressions. 

Mrs. Burnett continues her entertaining 
story of “Little Lord Fauntleroy,” and 
tells how he returned to the homo of his 
ancestors: Frank R. Stockton “Personally 
Conducts’’ us into many queer places 
round the Bay of Naples;” E. S. Brooks 
contriliute.s a two-part “Comedy for Cliil- 
dren;” W. Cary tells of the exciting adven- 
ture of two lioys, a dog, and a wild cat; 
and there is a gi'eat deal else that is good, 
including some verses by Dora Read Good- 
ale. Bessie Chandler, and others. 

There are two interesting letters on the 
siil’ject of “t^'urved Pitching,” in tho “Edi- 
torial Notes:” and in the “.Agassiz Associa- 
tion,” Prof. W. O (’roshy. of the Boston 
Society of Nuural History, hegiiis*a free 
course of iii'^tniction in mineralogy, with 
practical cxneriincnts, open to all readers 
of the niafoi/iuc. 

The February Century. 

The pn'. Ushers rcstiectfully call the at- 
tention to the faet that, in the eoiitents of 
the “wid-vvint(‘r” Ckvti’iiv may he found a 
reniarkiMc variety of subjects of puhlic 
moment: and .an eqn'illy reniarkahlo list of 
names associMted with tho history, litera- 
ture, and arl of America. If this issue of 
the niagrizine has an iidiospitahle look to 
foreign contributors who happen to he 
wholly and I v ai'cideiit excluded, they may 
flinl rei'oinoetiKe of courtesv. in the plain 
Kuecch from forty-tive Amerioaii W’riters, 
oil “lnti‘rn:«lio!i;\l (’opyright,” spoken in 
the “Ooen i.etters” department, and which 
is one of the mo.st striking features of tlie 
number. Lowell opcriH the argument 
against literarv theft with a quatrain in tlic 
most hiting vein of Bigelow’s humor; epi- 
grams of satire, rea-ion, justice, and exlior- 
tation from writers prominent in every 
hramdi of letters follow; and Whittier at 
the end sfieaks a few words of Quaker 
scorn of the American to the suliject more 
bellicose than avowed warfare. The lead- 


ing article in “Topics of tho Time*’ ex- 
presses the editorial view of ’‘The Demand 
of American Authors. 

A peculiar interest attaches to General 
Gr.ant’s “Preparing for the Wilderness 
Campaign.” Hero ho is dealing with hia 
plans for the last grand campaign, extend- 
ing fl'om tho James round to Nashville, At- 
lanta and the sea, and which gave the Con- 
federacy tho death hup. His mpfliod is 
vivid and anecdotal, and ^as' outspoken 
riujarding.the.poraorial aids and drawbacks 
ofhis officers as the physical difficulties to 
be overcome^ ' A fac-similo o^ Lincoln’s 
God-spcod” letter to Grant, written a few 
days before the Wihierness battle, accom- 
panies the article; also a characteristic an- 
ecdote of Grant during the battle by 
Charles Carleton Coffin, \yiio observed the 
incident described. 

‘Anecdotes of McClellaw’s Bravery,” by 
one of his officers who was a companiori in 
arms as far back as the Mexican war, lends 
additional interest to the war-time portrait 
of McClellan, which is tho frontispiece of 
tile number. Under the laconic title, “Our 
March against Pope.” General Longstreet 
gives the Confederate view of the Second 
Bull Run Campaign, with some caustic 
criticisms and amusing anecdotes. Though 
riot written with a knowledge of General 
Pope’s article in the preceding number, it 
derives from that a certain interest which 
in another sense it returns. Tho paper is 
profusely illustrated, as is also “With 
Jackson’s ‘Foot-cavalry’ at the Second 
Manasses,” by Allen C. Redwood, who de- 
scribes the luunors and hardships of a pri- 
vate. In “Memoranda of the Civil War,” 
General William F. Smith and others offer 
“Comments on General Grant’s Chattanoo- 
ga’ ” and General Erasmus D. Keyes de- 
scribes the services of “The Rear-Guard 
after Malvern Hill.” 

“Antoine Louis Barye,” the French sculp- 
tor, is the subject of the opening illustrat- 
ed article, by Henry Eckford, who gives a 
thoughtful study of the man and his art, 
as well as anecdote and information. 
George W. Cable contributes a paper on 
“The Dance in Place Congo,” which is 
illustrated with several arrangements of 
Creole music by H. E. Krehbiel. Miss M. L. 
Bartlett, and John A. Broekoven and with 
striking sketches by E. W. Kemble, “City 
Dw'ellings,” attractively illustrated, is the 
subject of Mrs. Van Rensselaer’s fifth pa- 
per on “Recent American Architecture.” 

In fiction there are the opening chapters 
of Mr. Howells’s new story, ‘’The Minis- 
ister’s Charge,” the minister being the 
Rev. Mr. Sewell, whose acquaintance was 
made in *‘The Rise of Silas Lapham,” and 
the hero a country youth who goes to Bos- 
ton in search of a literary career, and is 
undeceived in many things. 

Edmund 0. Stedman contribntes a nota- 
ble poem, “Hebe,” which name is seen 
from the illustrations accompanying, to 
belong to a lioness that played the execu- 
tioner’s part in a lover’s revenge. The 
other poems are by Rose Hawthorne Lath- 
rop, the late Sidney Lanier and others.

Mary’s Little Lamb. 

The contribution whie.h Mrs. Mary E. 
Tyler of Somerville kindly made tlirouirli 
one of the members of the club, Mrs. P. IT. 
Derby, to the loan exhibition piven by^l n* I 
Woman’s club a few days ajro was accom- 
pauied with a letter which was at once so 
interesting and so sugeestive of the effects 
of kindness to domestic animals that we 
are glad to be able to give it to (uir readers. 
Mrs. Tyler, who is the wife of the late Co- 
lumbus Tyler, a prominent and wealthy 
citizen of Somerville, and who will ho 80 
years old in March next, thus tells the 
story of the lamb and verses that have 
commemorated the lamb’s alTectiop for its 
mistress: “I would much prefer telling 
you the story you desire verbally to writ 
ing it, but see no way in which that can he 
done, and so am quite happy in being able 
to write you. I am a warm admirer of 
dumb animals, and have always been from 
my earliest recollections. When a cbibl I 
was fond of rising early in the moming 
when my father rose, and going to tlie 
barn with him to feed the creatures. They 
all knew me and greeted mo each morning 
in their own peculiar dialect, and I would 
give them the food my father had pre- 
pared for them, and busy myself in se- 
lecting the dried clover heads for my pet 
sheep. Going to the sheep-cote one morn- 
ing I found two little ’ambs that had been 
born that night, one of which had been dis- 
owned by its mother and was almost dead 
from neglect. I told my father and he put 
it in a basket and let me carry it to the 
lionse. My mother ma<lo mo some eatni]) 
tea and I tried to feed the lamb with a 
spoon, but it was too feeble to swallow. 1 
persevered, however, all tlay long in put- 
ting the food my mother had prepared in- 
to the lamb’s moutli, ainl before night it 
could swallow. 1 sat up all night with it 
and before morning, to my great delight, 
it coubl stand. After this I bad no trouble. 
It soon learned to drink milk and to follow 
me wherever 1 went. Jt grew very fast and 
was a beautiful lamb with a wliite and 
silky lloece, perfect in form and graceful in 
every motion. I w'as nine years ol<l the 
week the lamb was born. It lived to be 
the mother of three lambs, toward w bieh 
it showed almost as much fondness ami af- 
fect imi iis a liuinan inutber could. It went 
W'itli me wherever 1 w’ent, and as the ])oein 
says. **l’ollow’e»l me to school one day.” It 
went to the Held with me and to tln‘ pas- 
tures, and would bleat when it beard iny 
Voie<*. It never went with fbe other sbeej»,» 
but with its own little tioek, fed in the pas- 
tures with the cattle, (mining up to the yard 
every night when the cows w’ere bronglit : 
up to be milked, and walking stiaight to 
the house for a bite of something more ap- i 
lieti/.ing than it bad been abb* to glean dur- 
ing the day. 'riie wool was line and long 
like that used for worsted hosiery. My 
mot her spun and knit for me two pairs of 
host*. 'I'bey were kt‘pt “lor best.” and I 
soon ontgri'W them, and they were laid , 
away as ineinentoes. AfU'r the lamb bad 
died and my preeions mother bad gone to 
the bett(*r world, I earefnlly eberislied the 
bosi* as a sacred memento of tin* jiast until i 
1 bad bei'ioiu' an old lady. Soon no oiu* 
‘would care tor them aod they woidd la* 
nstal for linings for holders itr for soiiu’ 
oiliei* e«iually degrading use, and 1 decided 
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to give one pair to the ladles who were 
raising money for the purclinse of the Old. 
South Ghureh at Hoston. There wan such 
a demand for the yarn that I gave them 
both pairs and they have been ravelled and 
sold in little hits. . I do not know the exiu*t 
amount realized from tliem, lint' before I. 
gave the last pair it was over' one' hundred 
dollars. The young man wlio w rote ,lho 
first three verses of the poem was .lohii, 
Uowlstone. Ho was then just re.ady to en- 
ter college, and died during bis first year 
in eollege.. This is uH I know lilioiit bjm , 
e.vcopt flntb his father kept a ladies’* ridiiig . 
school in. Boston.” 

Mrs. Tyler W'as .Mary E. .Sawyer of Ster- 
ling. VVorcesti'r county, and fthe was for 
many years luatronof the McLean asylum 
for the insane at Somerville. She oitiits in 
her letter above, the very pathetic story of 
her pet lamb’s death. Going to the hiirii 
one morning when the lamb was two years 
old. she found that one of the horned, 
creatures had gored the lamb. (Jatliering 
up all its remaining and fast ebbing 
strength, the pet ran to its mistress, placed 
its liead in her lap and died. It is ueeilless 
to say that there whs a very desolate girl 
oil the Sawyer homestead fur a long time. 
Besides giving the stockings to the Old 
South Church preservation fund, Mrs. Ty- 
ler, during all oho winter a few* years ago, 
delighted hundreds of the children by tel- 
ling .the story of the lamb at the Old South 
on children’s day. iMrs. Tyler is well 
know'll to some of our Springtield people, 
having both relatives and friends in this 
city. Mrs. Sara ,J. Halo has written and 
added some verses to the original three 
written by young Rowlstoiio, who, after 
the fashion of those days, jnepared for col- 
lege with the minister at Sterling. — 
[Springfield Union. 

DOMESTIC DEPAR rMEN l\

Wafflks. 

Mix together one tablespoonful of butter, 
and one of sugar and the yolks of three 
wellJbL'ateii eggs. After beating well, add 
one quart of milk, and dour to make a stiff 
batter, mixing in the Hour two taldespooii- 
fiils of b.akiiig powder. Lastly add— after 
beating them to a stiff' froth — the whites of 
the eggs. Bake in waffle irons. 

Tea Cake. 

Mix one cup of sugar, half a cuj* of melt- 
ed butter, and two beaten eggs. Add one 
and a quarter cups (d milk in w’bicli one 
tenspooiiftil of soda has Leon dissolved. 
Add Hour enough to make a stiff batter, 
stirring into the Hour two teaspoonfuls of 
cream tartar. Bake twenty minutes in a 
good oven. 

Apple Pancakes. 

Stir together four tablespoonful of flour, 
a little sugar, and a pinch of salt. Add 
three beaten eggs, and milk enough to 
make a very stiff batter. Peel four or five 
apples and chop them fine, and mix these 
with the batter. Fry and serve with sugar, 
sugar and spice mixed, or syrup according 
to taste.

A Lesson in Miisic. 

A Highland piper, having a scholar to 
teach, disdained to crack his brains with 
the name of semibreves, minims, crotches, 
and quavers.

A Breakfast Dish. 

With half a pound of flnely minced lean 
boiled ham, mix an equal quantity of 
cr.icker crumbs, and moisten w'ith a little 
w iter and butter, adding salt if needed. 
Pat the mixture into a baking dish, make 
depressions in it the size of an egg, and 
break an egg into each hollow. Bake a 
delicate brown in a good oven. If pre- 
ferred, the mixture can bo put in a. flat pan 
to hake, in small nest-like cakes, each 
holding an egg, and served on a platter it 
makes a pretty dish for the table. 

Aimm.e Cheesecakes. 

Peel, core and slice tender ajiples enough 
to make one i>ound. Put them into a 
])orcelain lined kettle with one pound of 
sugar, a cnjiful of cold water, and a quarter 
of a pound of good butter. Stew* very 
slowly till the a])]>les become like pulp, 
stirring often that the ap])los may not hum. 
Turn the mixture inr.o a dish, and when 
it is nearly cold, add the beaten yolks of 
six eggs and then th’e w’hitcs of four eggs 
w'ell beaten. Stir thoroughly to mix. 
Line small patry pans with puff iiaste, tjll 
them two-Miirds full with the mixture, and 
bake till done, which if the oven be right, 
will lake (piarter of an hour. These may 
hi* eaten hot or eold.

cis 11. Kingsbury of Columbia, Ohio, ar- 
i ..cd a lew hours before his father’s death. 
! Mr. Kingsbury was boru October Jl, 1810, 


in Brookline; a few years after, his father 
purchased the farm which has been his 
homo ever since, and which he inherited 
from his father. An older brother, Mr. 
Benjamin Kingsbury, survives; ho resides 
at his homestead in Newton Centro; also, a 
younger sister, Mrs. A. E. Ellis, lives near 
him. Mr. Kingsbury became a momher of 
the First Church in 1828, in which church 
he had been reared; in 1835 he married 
Miss Homer of Boston, and their half cen- 
tury of wedded life has heen pahsed undcf 
the same roof, in the practice and enjoy- 
ment of industry, contentment, and high 
integrity, noted for his faithful attendance 
on public worship; he was also noted for 
his love of fair dealing and justice, and 
reared his sons and daughters in the faith 
and practice of godliness.
